The Stevens action will throw the 
whole issue of the ship owner’s re- 
sponsibility for the alleged unsea- 
worthiness of the Vestris and for the 
mistakes of her officers into the 
courts. Stevens suggested on Friday 
that all surviving passengers join 
him in forming a committee to take 
legal action. 

Says Ship Was Unseaworthy. 

Stevens asserted in an affidavit 
upon information and belief that the 
Vestris was unseaworthy because she 
leaked in various parts of her hull, 
was improperly loaded so as to cause 
a list, was incompetently officered 
and manned and was not supplied 
with proper lifeboats or apparatus 
for Jaunchi them, besides being 
unseaworthy in other respects.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 24.—The 
European powers today intervened 
in the critical situation in Bulgaria 
caused by the ‘continued bloody 
Macedonian - feuds.

ABOARD THE JU. &. 8S. MARY- 
LAND, Nov, 24.—This battleship, 
carrying Herbért Hoover on a tour 
of Latin America, was so many hours 
behind schedule tonight that it was 
certain it could not arrive at Ama- 
pala, Honduras, tomorrow morning, 
as planned. The President-elect offi- 
cially announced that the schedule 
of his ‘good-will tour would be de- 
layed twenty-four hours at all points, 
and the countries he will visit are 
being notified to this effect. 

The dreadnought this morning was 
nearly five hundred miles from 
Amapala and still had half of the 
Guif of Tehuantepec to cross. The 

+ which had ‘been cut to~less 

nine knots in the early morn- 
ing, was advanced to twelve or thir- 
teen later in the day, but the officers 
believed that the ship would continue 
fo encounter rough seas until beyond 
the Gulf, which is called the ‘‘Hat- 
teras of the Pacific.” Naval officers 
said that the present storm was of 
moderate intensity, such as are fre- 
quently encotintered in these waters. 

The original schedule of the battle- 
ship -ealled ‘for a-speed of fifteen 
knots after leaving San Pedro. How- 
ever, six hours.-Wednesday were 
given over to fishing off Cape San 

mcas, and an opposing current of 
strength, varying from one-half knot 
to one knot, was encountered, further 
to delay progress. —

"This is terrible,’ said one as Mr. 
Hoover camé to the door to view 
the situation. 

“Oh, I’ve seen worse,”” replied the 
President-elect, smiling. 

The water was swabbed up by a 
member of the crew and the port- 
holes were closed, making the quar- 
ters watertight. 

The storm signal division was 
routed out to rescue the canvas 
canopy on the bridge in a wind 
‘which made the task extremely 
dangerous. Theré was excitement on 
the bridge when a lifebuoy blew 
overboard, as it was first reported 
that a man had fallen over. 

The battleship was brought to a 
stop in the heavy seas while every- 
thing was made safe. 

Deck Sleepers Get Dousing. 

Despite the rough weather, most of 
the Hoover party and many of the 
junior officers spread their cots on 
the deck, on account of the excessive 
‘heat, and turned in. Before mid- 
hight the ship was pitching, but it 
did not reach the real storm area un- 
til two hours later.

Many Activities Fill Day. 

From day to day there were fire 
and other drills: Between times the 
men are engaged in keeping the ship 
spick and span, daubing paint here 
and there, washing turrets and clean- 
ing tarnished articles. High up, boat 
deck crews polish, paint and scrub 
to keep the lifeboats in fine condi- 
tion. Swinging aloft on defricks, 
guyroess and on the masts like acro- 

others are constantly at work 
painting and making repairs. 

After the usual midday lunch come 
more drills and instruction as to 
work on the ship, with supper inter- 
rupting activities at 6 P. M. This is 
followed by the rigging of hammocks 
and bedding, and then comes movies 
on the quarterdeck, weather permit- 
ting. At 9:30 o’clock Taps ring out 
and quiet invades the decks. 

Ceaseless activity, however, reigns 
in the fire and motor compartments 
for twenty-four hours of the day as 
shifts carry on the little-sung but all 
important work of keeping the ma- 
chinety in running condition.

DISTURBS CHILEANS 


Santiago Papers Say One Day 
There Will Afford Him 
Little of Value. 





LONGER STAY IS URGED! 


Indians of Last-Conquered Arau- 
canlan Race May Be Brought to 
Capital for Him to See.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 24. — The 
feeling of dissatisfaction, not un- 
mixed with chagrin, prevailing 
among the public as a result of the 
consecutive announcements regard- 
ing the shortening of Herbert Hoo- 
ver’s stay in Chile was voiced today 
by two leading newspapers in their 
editorial columns. 

Both papers express surprise that 
the visit of the President-elect of the 
United States to South American 
countries should be reduced to the 
extent of setting but one day for the 
Peruvian capital, one day in the 
Chilean and tow days in the Argen- 
tine, because, they declare, it would 
be practically imopssible for a trav- 
eler to pick up information and im- 
pressions of any value during such a 
lightning-like visit. 

El Mercurio in its editorial says 
that Mr. Hoover will simply carry 
away from Chile half a dozen illus- 
trated albums with local views which 
might as well have been sent to 
Palo Alto. There is no questioning 
the fact, it asserts, that twenty-four 
hours in Santiago to a tired-out 
taveler does not allow him any 
chance to exchange ideas in official 
and commercial circles or materially 
come into contact with the people. 
El Mercurio goes on to say that the 
hopes, built up in South American 
eountries when Mr. Hoover’s tour 
was first announced, with regards to 
the fruitful results to be derived 
from the tour, have now been de- 
strowed and refers to the reaction 
produced in Buenos Aires yesterday 
and today when the plan for a two- 
Oy stay there was announced.

Weeds Ont Sanitary Department 
‘Lame Ducks’ on Demand of 
Two Trustees.

CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—Exposure of 
the Sanitary District of Chicago as 
a haven for “lame-duck” politicians, 
drawing large salaries and rendering 
little or no service to the city, re- 
sulted today in the annourncemént 
that 795 employes have been dropped 
from the payroll.

funds.

ALL BELLEVUE HUNTING 
‘TINY RADIUM NEEDLE 


Tons of Ashes Sifted as Hospital 
Searches for Speck of Costly 
Material, Lost for Week. 


A small hollow needle containing a 
speck of radium used in the treat- 
ment of cancer and other diseases 
has been lost at Bellevue Hospital. 
Worse than the jiroyerbial needle in 
the’ haystack, this zeedle lies buried 
somewhere in tons of ashes, taken 
during the last week from the hos- 
pital incinerator near the heating 
plant. At least that is where the 
search for the needle centred yester- 
day. 

At the same time unofficial search- 
ing continued in every department 
of the hospital. Attendants, nurses 
and internes went about their daily 
duties with eyes cast to the floor, 
searching for the tiny steel object 
supposed to contain a fortune. 

Due to the scarcity and high value 
of radium, hospitals using it keep

Yesterday it was learned 
that the amount of radium ‘in the 
needle was really infinitesimal but 
nevertheless worth searching for. A 
group of workmen have started on 
the huge pile of cinders and ashes, 
sifting them meticulously by hand 
and watching carefully for the 
charred needle. 

The wearisome search will require 
several days. Meanwhile, Dr. Mi- 
chael J. Thornton, assistant medical 
superintendent of the hospital, said 
yesterday that the lost radium was 
worth about $200.

Union of French Chambers of Com- 
merce Lodges Protest Against 
American Appraisal Methods.

BERLIN, Nov. 24.--In conformity 
with the resolution adopted by vari- 
ous nations represented at the Ge- 
neva economic conference, Germany 
wil; .oon take the first steps in low- 
erfz.; her tariff walls. One hundred 
and forty-one items have been placed 
on the list for reduction or abolition 
of customs duties. Germany’s list of 
dutiable articles contains 946 items. 
The new tariff will be effective on 
the first of the new year. 

A close examination of the proposed 
reductions reveals, however, that the 
rate is being reduced only on articles 
of which Germany practically enjoys 
@& Monopoly. Ten to 30 per cent re- 
ductions are proposed in a number of 
coal tar by-products and in other 
chemicals in which the Reich excels. 
Textiles are slightly reduced and vel- 
vets and plush by 30 per cent. 

ough this means a step in the 
right direction, the present move 
must be regarded rather as a gesture | 
than an actuality, since the Reich’s 
coffers wiil not suffer from it. There . 
is no move to reduce the present ex- | 
ceedingly high duty on automobiles 
and p or the one on agricultural : 
products. Farm machines and elec- 
trical equipment, in which America 
is a dangerous competitor, remain 
also at their present rate.

P. M. is due at Vera Cruz at 8:15 
A. M. the following day, making the 
transit time from New York:to: Vera 
Cruz about three days and from New 
York to Merida about three and a 
half days.

That was after a sharp run-up in the 
market value of the 983,383 shares 
from about.$600 each to, about $1,000. 
At the present time the thirty sur- 
viving companies of the rty-three 
of which the Standard New Jer- 
sey divested itself.in the dissolution 
rocess have an aggregate value of 
$5,213, 408,000. This figure is based 
upon the market value of the out- 
standing stock of the thirty com- 
panies. . 
* The whole story of the growth in 
value of the ori Standard Oil 
units is not told these figures for 
the reason that there have. been man: 
offshoots of these companies, result- 
ine in the formation of independent 
oil enterprises, the aggregate value 
of which would run into the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. Some of 
the properties owned by the original 
Standard Oil units have been ab- 
sorbed into other companies, some of 
them have given. to kholders in- 
terests originally held in other com- 
panies and in a few ces the 
criginal companies have been parti- 
tioned into a number of parts. 


Part-Owned Concerné Excluded. 


In the calculations by which the 
total of $5,213,408,000 was reached 
only the separate members of the 
old Standard Oil group were used. 
Such partly owned subsidiaries of the 
present Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey as the Humble Oil and 
Refining Company and Imperial Oil, 
Ltd., were not included. 

Many of the thirty companies used 
in the compilation have, of course, 
agp enlarged their properties in 
he seventeen years since the disso- 
lution. Some of them have been in- 
volved in mergers, others have ac- 
quired the assets of other oil com- 
panies. and almost all of them have 
added to their investments in plant 
or producing properties or in both. 

The expansion in the value and in 
the earning power of some of the 
companies has been more rapid than 
in the others. All of them, however, 
have grown, and the entire group at 
the present time shows an increase 
of more than 500 per cent in open 
market value.

NEW TRANSLATING'BUREAU;

’ A check for ' $6,700,000, the largest 
ever paid into the treasury of New. 
York State by an estate, was handed 
to the State Tax Commission at Al- 
bany yesterday by the executors of 
the estate of the late Payne Whit- 
ney It “~was**part payment of the 
$15,600,000 inheritance taxes which 
the State will collect on the Whitney 
estate, which has been appraised at 
$194,328,514 gross and $178,893,655 
net, its value at the time of Mr. 
Whitney’s sudden death on May 25, 
1927. 

The Whitney executors already had 
paid the State $1,700,000, making a 
total to date of $8,400,000, so that 
there is a balance due of approxi- 
mately $7,200,000. 

The check for $6,700,000 was pre- 
sented at the office of the State Tax 
Commission in Albany just before 
noon. A messenger pushed the check 
under the wicket of the cashier’s of- 
fice while preparations were being 
made to close the office. The State 
Tax Commission’s office was expect- 
ing the check. 

The messenger arrived so close to 
closing time that no one took occa- 
sion to ask him his name, in the 
rush to get the check accepted with- 
in the legal limit. A penalty of 10 
per cent would have been levied had 
the payment, which was in a trans- 


fer tax case, been late. The amount 


still to be collected will be in the 
form of an estate tax on the Whit- 
ney estate. 

Further inquiry yesterday failed to 
throw any additional light on the 
million-dollar gifts made by Mr. 
Whitney in his lifetime and in his

Colonel O. H. Payne’s Career. 


Colonel Oliver Hazard Payne, whose 
bequest to Payne Whitney, his favor 
ite nephew, grew in the lifetime of 
the beneficiary and afterward to its 
present enormous ‘proportions, died 
in his home, 852 Fifth Avenue, on 
June 27, 1917, in his seventy-ninth 
year. He was the son of the late 
United States Senator Henry B. 
Payne, one of Cleveland’s richest 
men, who gave $4,000,000 to endow 
the Cornell University Medical Col- 
lege in New York in October, 1915. 
Oliver Hazard Payne was born in 
Cleveland and was graduated from 
Yale in 1863. Before his graduation 


as a first lieutenant in September, 
1862, and served throughout the Civil 
War. After having been promoted to 
Colonel he was brevetted Brigadier 
General of Volunteers on March 13, 
1865 for meritorious services. 

After the war Colonel Payne be- 
came interested in iron manufactur- 
ing and oil sneer, in Cleveland, 
where he amassed a large fortune as 
one of the Standard Oil financiers. 
In July, 1911, Colonel Payne first 
suggested the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company by 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
and was one of the syndicate owning 
the controlling interest in the first 
named corporation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The ap- 
plication of radio to the transmission 
of both still and moving pictures is 
‘a phase of .the industry which 
promises to develop into one of its 
most useful services; according to 
the annual report of W. D. Terrell, 
chief of the radio division of the 
Department “of Commerce, made 
publie today. 

Photo-radio cireuits, he said, have 
been estahlished between New York 
and London, San Francisco and 
Hawaii;*and New York and San 
Francisco. 

The importance of amateurs in the 
development of radio also was em- 
phasized in’ the report. ‘A new sys- 
tem of amateur. calls to indicate na- 
tionality was one of the provisions of 
the, international radio agréement 
which goes into effect the first of the 
year. The value of amateur-training 
and ,experience is strikingly indi- 
catéd, the report stated, by the ‘large 
number of executives in the radio 
industry who were formerly amateur 
operators. ‘ 

Whether radio stations are main- 
taining their assigned frequencies is 
a question which the Department of 
Commerce will soon be able’ to an- 
swer with accuracy, Mr. Terrell said, 
as special radio receivers and fre- 
quency measuring equipment have 
been ordered which will permit plac- 
ing in operation a system of accurate 
frequency measures. 

One constant-frequency station will 
be installed in .a centrally located 
mid-Western State. The useful fre- 
quency ranges over which it will be 
possible to make measurements will 
be from 10 to 30,000 kilocycles. 

This monitor station will be able to 
measure the frequencies of a large 
portion of the American radio sta- 
tions as well as foreign stations 
whose signals are capable of inter- 
fering with American stations. On 
the higher frequencies the latter con- 
sideration is already of great impor- 
tance and is becoming a serious mat- 
ter.

The usual formal com- 
mencement is printed at the top, 
and the clause appointing the execu- 
tor, the place for date and signatures

Pe TThe writer found the unprinted 
space on the first page insufficient 
to complete ‘the will, and after writ- 
ing the word and signs (over) con- 
tinued as indicated on other portions 
‘ of the unprinted space furnished by 
said paper. ‘Nearly one-half. of. the 
second sheet ‘and the: entire third 
sheet remain unused in such condi- 
tion that -it.- was possible to add 
clauses to the paper after it | was 
executed. 

The New York Law Journal in- an 
editorial on <the decision, - headed 
“Folly of Saving an Attorney’s Fee,’’ 
remarks that it. will. ‘‘interest. all 
members of the bar and even lay- 
men because so many testators have 
a foolish (and subsequently costly) 
habit of using printed blanks and 
having nusses, ‘valets;" notaries” and 
the like draw up their wills for them 
with the usual unfortunate result.” 
The editorial continues: 

“It is amazing that this practice 
continues in view of the many ‘dire 
consequences of this habit of folly.

Under these circumstances the 
surrogate refused probate of the will 
on the ground that it was not exe- 
cuted in the manner specifically re- 
quired by Section 21 of the decedent 
estate law.

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Jersey Woman Loft Note Saying 
She Feared Father, Had |

HE FINDS PAIR ASPHYXIATED 





Daughter's Anxiety Unjustified, He 
Declares——Recalls She Had 
Been Brooding of Late.

PALMYRA, N,.J,, Nov. 24.—Fear 
of a family separation led to the 
deaths here today of Mrs. Sophia 
Keuser, 76 years old, and her daugh- 
ter, Mise Edna Keuser, 98. Under 
the impression that her father, John 
Keuser, contemplated’ placing her 
mother in an ingtitution, as a step 
to permit his remarriage, the younger 
woman, the police helieve, caused 
the asphyxiation of her mother by 
gas and then committed suicide by 
the same method. 

She left a note explaining her fears 
and declaring that ‘“great.love for my 
mother” led to the decision to ‘‘put 
her away,” Ellis Parker, chief of 
the Burlington County detectives, to 
whom Miss Keuger had told her sus- 
picions ageingt her father, declared 
they were unfounded. Mr. Keuser, 
a retired earpenter, 65, who owns 
considerable real estate, likewise de- 
nied there was any basis for his 
daughter’s fears. 

Mr. Keuser notified the police 
about 7 o’clock this morning that he 
smelled 3 coming from the bed- 
room of hig wife daughter and 
that he had ved ne response 
when he called te the women. The 
door was locked.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26—Facts 
about methods employed to: finance 
college students on the instalment 
plan through loans were told here to- 
day by Walter J. Greenleaf, associate 
specialist in higher education of the 
Bureau of Education. 
“We are living in what appears to 
be the ‘instalment age,’ where peo- 
ple make large purchases by paying 
so much down and. so much per 
month,” said Mr. Greenleaf. ‘‘Higher 
education is no exception to the rule, 
and ag an investment yields a high 
rate of interest with the passing 
years. Ambitious. students are as 
sisted in financing their education 
by the colleges and universities 
themselves and by many independent 
or izations.’’ 

. Greenleaf said in 282 colleges 
and universities nearly $4,000,000. was 
loaned annually to students. Various 
conditions are imposed, according to 
the policy of the institution, and re- 
strictions imposed by donors. In 
some cases no interest is charged, 
while in others the rates run as high 
ag 8 per cent, but 6 per cent is the 
usual requirement. Individual loans 
average $100 to $150. Repayment 
generally begins at a stated period 
after graduation.

BRUSSELS, Nov. 24 ().—General 
Baron Jacques of Dixmude, noted 
Belgian war General, died today, of 
pneumonia. He was 70 .years old.

General Jacques was the Belgian 
commander who sustained the first 
blow struck by the Germans in the 
‘World War. As Colonel of the 
Twelfth Regiment at Liege he at- 
tacked the. Germans on‘a bridge at 
the Vise after they had burst through 
the boundary. He struck so hard 

he captured ‘the flag of the 
Ninety-seventh Brandenburg Regi- 
ment and gave General Leman in- 
valueble time to prepare Liege for 
the defense that won the admiration 
of the world. He came here in 1919 
in the entourage of King Albert and 
two years later he was one-of the 
honor guests of the American Legion 
Convention in Kansas City with 
san Admiral Beatty, and General

These are very) 
important assets in the making of 
an opera, and the making of an 
opera may easily be a success, at 
least temporarily, if it simply fol- 
lows methods that are famil and 
popular with the public.

The 
Faun, whose leap in the Faun-like 
manner materially added to the mer- 
riment of the occasion, would be bet- 
ter in opera buffa, or sheer farce tn 
the Latin style. The Witch is a little 
more restrained, «histrionically as 
musically, and is therefore a little 
less incongruous. Heinri¢h’s Magda, 
in Mr. Respighi’s hands, .eannot en- 
list our sympathy, however enacted 
by Miss Guilford. Mr. de Luca, of 
course, sang the lines of the Nickel- 
Mann admirably, and no doubt as 
the composer desired, but what a 
sentimental and lachrymose creature 
is this Nickelmann by the side of the 
Germanic personification of the 
spirit that inhabited the well! 


Roaring Solo for Martinelli. 

There is a roaring solo in the third 
act for Mr. Martinelli or other tenors 
of his ilk, against heavy, mounting 
orchestration.

When..all 
else fails, the orchestra, in short in- 
terludes, makes tfemendous noises, 
and the big drum is whacked until 
it sounds less Tike a drum than an 
explosion of heavy artillery.

At times the 
principal singers must shout at the 
top of their lungs to be heard over 
it—-without, fortunately, a cent more 
cost to the spectators. 
Through it all this observer sat 
patiently as he might, and hopefully, 
for something real, for a genuine, 
new melodic idea that would echo 
beauty, emotion or tragedy.

_ Ina Year Set New Records 


WASHINGTON; Nov. 24 ().— 
‘Inventors seeking patents from 
the government are setting new 
records, the grand total of patent 
applications reaching 116,951 dur- 
ing the last fiscal year, Thomas 
E. Robertson, Commissioner of 
the Patent Office, said today in 
his annual report. 

This is about 3,000 greater 
than the total in the previous 
year, and an.increase of 17,000 
over the patent applications of 
1924. 

In spite of steady increase in 
personnel provided for the Patent 
Office, the growing stream of ap- 
plications has forced the staff to 
get further and further behind in 
its work, Commissioner Robertson 
said. It now takes six months to 
get action on new applications. 

The commissioner made several 
recommendation for increases in 
salary and classification,

it could be sold either raw or 
pasteurized; Grade B. was. good 
clean milk, which could be sold only 
when pasteurized, and Grade C was 
an inferior grade, sold only for man- 
ufacturing purposes and then only 
after urization. The following 
bacterial standards were adopted as 
part of this classification: Grade A 
—raw—not over 60,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter; Grade A—pasteur- 
ized—not more than 2,000,000 bac- 
teria before pasteurization and not 
more than 30,000 bacteria when de- 
livered to the consumer; Grade B, 
not over 1,500,000 bacteria before 
teurization and not over 500,000 
cteria when delivered to the con- 
sumer; Grade C, not over 300,000 
bacteria when delivered to the con- 
sumer, no bacterial standard being 
set for milk before pasteurization.

LITTLE IS KNOWN OF FIELD 





Investigator Says State Was Home 
of Two Great-Cultures, Pueblo 
and Moundbullder. 





It is a strange thing that Texas, 
the largest State in the Union, should 
have received so little attention from 
archaeologists; but it is a fact that 
the whole vast area. which includes 
within its borders remains. of. the 
two greatest. cultures. of ‘ancient 
America north of Mexico—the Pueblo 
and the Moundbuilder—is practically 
unknown archaeologically, according 
to M. R. Harrington of the Museum 
of the American Indian, Heye Foun- 
dation. On this account, when the 
work of the Mrs. Thea Heye Expedi- 
tion was suspended in Nevada, it 
was decided to transfer its activities 
to the Texas field, he says in a re- 


cent issue of Indian notes, published

NEW JERSEY HIGHWAY 
IS RUSHED BY BOARD 


Commission Hopes to Have Large 
Parts in Newark and Jersey City 
Completed Next Month.

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 24.—The 
State Highway Commission is mak- 
ing special efforts to complete by 
mid-December additional sections of 
the superhighway in Jersey City and 
Newark, which will serve as a new 


artery to the Holland Tunnel. 

In Jersey City and Newark, this 
new thoroughfare, which will be 
known as Route 25, will be free of 


intersecting streets and will lessen 
to minutes a short trip which con- 
estion of. traffic now frequently 
engthens to hours. 

By the middle of ‘December, it is 
lanned to have. traffic avoid using 

elinghuysen Avenue in Newark on 
the trip to Jersey City by turning to 
the right on North Avenue at the 
Durant automobile plant in Eliza- 
beth. After a two-block drive on 
North Avenue the new State high- 
way in Elizabeth will be reached on 
Spring Street. 

ollowing an entirely new right of 

way across the meadows, the State 
highwa' will take: automobilists 
through Newark near the airport. 
The new thoroughfare is built at 
grade as far as the airport and then 
a viaduct will carry vehicles over 
the intersecting railroad yards as far 
as the Lincoln Highway near the 
Passaic River at the Newark line.

Civil Engineering Course. at 
N. Y. U., Dean Snow Reports. |: 


HOLDS CURRICULA TOO FULL 


Reviews Mistory of Hie Subject, 
Showing: How Colleges Meet Need 
for Applying Pure Sciences. 


The important place which civil en- 
gineering has held in the curriculum 
of the College of Engineering at New 
York University for almost a-cen- 
tury is being threatened for the first 
time in the university’s histcry by 
the newly established courses in 
aeronautical engineering, It ‘was re- 
vealed yesterday by Charles H. 
Snow, Dean of the College of En- 
gineering, in his annual report to 
Chancellor Elmer Elisworth Brown.: 

In commenting upon this -new 
condition at the university, Dean 
Snow first explained that the useful- 
ness of a specialized course may be | D 
judged rather accurately by the num- 
ber of inquiries received concerning 
it. _He remarked that comparative- 
ly few New York University en- 
gineering students ever changed 
their minds as to the field they were 
determined to study in, after reach- 
ing University Heights. Civil en- 
gineering, the branch of engineer- 
ing, with which Dean Snow is par- 
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fra: 

T believe t more time should be 
dene to the study of roe les 
which do not change, and me 
to the study | of aplication: which 
does change.’’ 


The Story of Engineering. 

In telling the story of engineering, 
Dean Snow said; 
“All engineering curricula in the 
United States are of comparatively 
recent origin. Most of them have 
come into being since the Civil War. 
The greater part of North America 
was an unsettled wilderness at the 
time when steam was first used as 
a source of power. The need in this 
country, then, was for creation. This 
was not like the condition in Europe, 
where engineers were engaged in 
changing or improving that which 
already existed. These conditions 
influenced such preparation for en- 
gineering as was first attempted in 
co. 

“Engineering curricula were in- 
fluenced by the fact that physical 
development in North America came 
about in a series of waves or im- 
pulses, What ma rosy ihe be called stage- 
coach, canal, way, mine, rail- 
way, sanitary Pe other epochs were 
experienced, during which the ful- 
fililment of national needs brought 
accumulations of data and exper:- 
ence. Similarly, it may be assumed 
that the country is now passing 
through electrical, automotive, hy- 
droelectric and aeronautical epochs, 
and that other epochs will follow.”’ 
These waves were, according to 
Dean Snow, so vital as to have called 
for endorsement in some form by 
most engineering colleges. They 
have exerted such an influence upon 
society that great pressure has been 
brought to bear upon the colleges to 
prepare for them by means of full 
courses leading to degrees. He ad- 
mitted that it is not acm resist 
pepulat interest, particularly when 
ased upon a foundation of facts, 
and commented that those r nsi- 
ble had remained reasonably steady, 
deciding between the fundamental 
and the secondary. Every one of 
these waves or apolics ons has 
added to the curricu Compara- 
tively little has been taken away.

Dean Snow told how the first at- 
tempts to teach engineering in 
schools of technology were naturally 
influenced by customs already pre- 
vailing in colleges of liberal arts. 
Much emphasis was laid upon cul- 
tural subjects and the pure sciences, 
and comparatively little upon the ap- 
plications of sciences. Inspiration, 


rather than information and definite 
training, seemed to be the object. 
The pendulum then swung so far in 
the other direction as to contribute 
greatly to the need for the revision 
that has taken place. Collegiate in- 
dividualism reached a maximum dur- 
ing this riod. Institutions ree 
special attention to the needs of the 
localities within which they had 
come to function, or to the particu- 
lar fields of endeavor for which they 
had come to stand. The dean con- 
tinued: 

“The first real attempt to gather 
the threads tage en- 
gineering education as a whole, with

provement and reasonable standardi- 
zation, was made Arthur M. Wel- 
lington during the latter part of the 
last century.

OF LIFE INSURANCE 


Research Bureau's Report for 
October Shows Increase in 
Almost Every State. 








SECTIONAL FIGURES GIVEN 





Eighty Companies Having 88 Per 
Cent of Country’s Business 
Represented In Statement. 





October production records of life 
insurance companies indicate pros- 
périty in all sections of the country, 
according to the Life Insurance Sales 
Research Bureau. The figures are 
based on the records of eighty com- 
panies having in force 88 per cent of 
the legal reserve life insurance in the 
United States. 

New England States show an in- 
crease of 21 per cent over the same 
month a year ago.. Massachusetts 
leads with an increase of 29 per cent, 
while Connecticut shows a gain of 22 
per cent. The year-to-date record 
shows a 4 per cent increase, which is 
shared by all States except Vermont. 
Middle Atlantic States lead the 
country for monthly sales, recording 
an increase of 23 per cent over Octo- 
ber, 1927.. This increase is shared by 
all States. For the first ten months 
of the year the records show a 4 per 
cent gain for the section. New Jer- 
sey leads with a 13 per cent increase. 
East North Central States are 
headed by Ohio with a monthly in- 
crease of 29 per cent. The section as 
a whole records a 19 per cent gain for 
October and a 5 per cent increase for 
the first ten months of 1928. 

West north central States record a 
9 per cent increasg, which is shared 
by every State with the exception of 
Kansas, which shows a small de- 
crease. Iowa shows the greatest 
monthly gain ‘in that section, with 
16 per cent. For the year to date, 
South Dakota and Nebraska. lead 
with a 13-per cent gain. 

South Atlantic States show a slight 
decrease in sales for October and are 
the only section of the country which 
failed to surpass their 1927 record. 
Maryland Jleads with again of 18 
per cent. For ‘the first ten’ months 
of the current year the District of 
Columbia shows the largest gain. 
East south. central States as a 
whole record a 14 per cent increase, 
which is shared by every State, ex- 
cept Alabama, which experienced a 
slight decrease.

BUYER AND STYLIST 
NOT RIVALS, HE SAYS 


S. W. Reyburn Explains That 
No Basis for Conflict Exists 
Between Them. 


FORMER REMAINS IN CHARGE 


Fashion Assistant Gives Forecast | 


to Gulde Buying — Bureau 
Removes Friction. 


Utilization of stylists to assist. buy- 
ers is part of a major retail mer- 
chandising movement designed to 
make fashion more subject to scien- 
tific analysis and forecast, and there 
is no more basis for conflict between 
buyers and stylists than there is for 
opposition on the part of, buyers to 
the activities of the accounting de- 
partment, or to comparison shop- 
ping, according to Samuel W. Rey- 
burn, president of Lord & Taylor. 

“Retailing today is highly complex 
and demands consolidation of spe- 
clalized activities, and the develop- 
ment of fashion forecasting and 
knowledge is fast being recognized 
as requiring such specialized treat- 
ment,” Mr. Reyburn said yester- 
day. ‘This trend, in fact, is a re- 
alization that it is unfair to the 
buyer to carry this burden, in addi- 
tion to the prime functio: of know- 
ing and having what the customers 
of the department want. Buying is 
only incidental to selling, on which 
all of the ‘store’s activities should 
focus. 

“It seems to me that any conflict 
between buyers and stylists arises 
from a misunderstanding of the real 
function of the latter. The stylists 
are not intended to. dominate over 
or assume any of the fundamental 
duties of the buyer. There is no 
room in my conception for. a stylist 
who belittles a buyer or covertly at- 
tempts to tear down the latter’s 
a There should be a coup- 


g of minds, the one supplement- 
ing the other. 

Buyer Still Chief Executive. 

“The buyer remains the chief ex- 
ecutive of the department. No re- 
sponsibilities are taken away, but 
she or he is given an accessory that 
will serve as a guide to greater effi- 
ciency in the purchase and sale of 
merchandise having greater con- 
sumer acceptance. 

“Several years ago I expressed 
what was considered by 
somewhat far-fetched idea. 
that the philosophy of fashion was 
a thing susceptible of scientific 
methods of study and treatment. It 
was my belief that fashion has laws 
just as there are fundamental eco- 
nomic laws, the difference being 
that we are more familiar with the 
laws of economics. 

“This view met with considerable 
skepticism, the common rejoinder 
being that fashion was a will-o’-the- 
wisp, whose vagaries were infinite 
and incalculable. Since that time, 
however, there has been a marked 
—— in attitude. We now know 
definitely that within certain wide 
limits fashions may be quite ac- 
curately forecast. Changes in fash- 
ion are adual and from. what is 

pular today we can reasonably 
oretell what is apt to be popular 
next season. 

‘The safeguard for the fashion 
predictor is that people recognized 
as fashion leaders do not want to 
be conspicuous—ithe changes must 
not be too radical—and consumer ac- 
re ae is the acid test of the vi- 
tality of any fashion. 


Style and Fashion Differ. 


“Incidentally, in the merchandis- 
ing terminology of our store, style 
and fashion are not synonymous. 
Style is defined as that artistic and 
enduring quality to be found in an 
object of beauty and usefulness, fea- 
tured by good design, harmonious 
colors and good workmanship. Fash- 
ion, on the other hand, we define as 
designating, those newer items of 
merchandise in which is registered 
the shifting interest of the public. 
These items may or may not have 
style value. 

‘As a concrete application of the 
view that fashion may be studied 
and handled intelligently, the stylist 
or fashion assistant has entered the 
retail picture. In the Lord & Taylor 
establishment we have centralized 
this function in the bureau of fash- 
ion and. decoration, headed by Miss 
Dorothy Shaver. 
the bureau comprises fourteen fash- 
ion assistants here and seven 
abroad, who are in constant touch 

th current developments, and who 
are equipped to interpret them in 
connection with fashions of the past. 

“The fashion forecasting of this 
bureau, I may say, has been ex- 
tremely accurate and has proved of 
immense value to the buyers. Rather 
than expressing opposition, the buy- 
ers have welcomed the assistance of- 
fered and have taken advantage of 
it with eagerness. 

“Prior to the development and ap- 

lication of fashion knowledge 

ough a centralized bureau e 
buyer had to go it alone and to rely 
almost entir on the producer of 
the merchandise for guidance. 
the producer they believed in guessed 
wrong his errors were passed on 
to the store. Such mistakes hap- 

ened all too frequently and resulted

THe Times by Kirby, Block & Fisch- 
er, ‘Some merchandise men tell 
us,’’ the report adds, ‘“‘that regard- 
less of the improvement in weather 
conditions it will. be hard to offset 
the shrinkage in turnover, particu- 
larly in the Winter apparel depart- 
ments. The call for holiday novel- 
ties and gift items continues good. 

“‘Negligeés for holiday selling,’’ the 
report continues, ‘‘are at the peak. A 
good demand is anticipated in the 
wholesale markets for at least the 
next two weeks. Manufacturers are 
now being forced: to cancel some 
orders, because they will be unable 
to deliver in time due to lack of fab- 
rics, colors and trimmings. Deliveries 
are naturally slow and stocks lighter 
than in past seasons. 

“There was a slight let-up of orders 
on jewelry and leather goods during 
the week. Dolls and toys are having 
an earlier zeueer business this year. In 
men’s and boys’ merchandise boxed 
holiday items are in demand. 

“Girls’ coats in sizes 2 to 6 and 7 to 
14 cannot be had for spot delivery. 
The little stock on hand is generally 
undesirable, being in broken size and 
color assortments. 

“The women’s fur coat business 
this season continues generally un- 
satisfactory. The demand for cloth 
coats quieted down considerably. Re- 
tailers still find all black coats in

PROVE QUALITY BY TESTS. 


Retailers Make Sure the Goods Are 
Right Before Offering Them.

NEW MANAGEMENT 


FOUND IN BUSINESS 


Investors’ Scrutiny Emphasizes 
Trend Toward Scientific: 
Type of Control. 


APPLIED TO ANY ENTERPRISE 


How One Company Was Saved—A 
Case in Textile Field—Tariff 
Decided No Bar. 


With the increasing scrutiny of 
management on the part. of the in- 
vesting public during the past few 
years, there has been a notable trend 
toward guidance of important com- 
mercial and industrial enterprises by 
men educated in the science of busi- 
ness. In many instances these men 


have succeeded managing executives 
of the. self-made or rule-of-thumb 
type who have found the problems of 
modern competitien a little too diffi- 
cult to solve. In others they have 
supplanted management bound to the 
job by no stronger tie than relation- 
ship to the principal stockholder in 
days gone by. 

.The results of the changes are ap- 
parent on every hand. Small enter- 
prises have been built “Pi large busi- 
nesses that were figuratively on their 
last legs have been rehabilitated. The 
kind of enterprise to which scientific 
management has been assigned has 
not mattered, as men who have been 
properly trained for their work rec- 
ognize no basic differences. The 
trade breast differs, but the 
underlying principles of operation are 
the same. By. way of proof may be 
cited the case of an industrial engi- 
neer of this city who at present is 
successfully running simultaneously 
two such ger diverse enterprises 
as a public utility corporation and a 
concern manufacturing a nationally- 
known. confection. 

Lejos yon of how scientific man- 
agement has overcome the mistakes 
or shortcomings of private operation 
are legion. me of them concerns 
a low-priced packaged commodity, to 
mention the character of which would 
be tantamount to naming it openly. 
Under private management this arti- 
cle sold so largely in the Middle 
West that about per cent of the 
total volume of sales came from that 

art of the country. The remaining 


per cent was well spread through 
other sections. ° i 


Lost Business to Rivals 


Smugness, overconfidnce or some 
other commercial error on the part 
of private management let the Mid- 
dle Western business slowly be lost 


to competitors. Finally things got so 
bad that the 40 per cent volume from 
that section acne to 5 per cent. 
Frantic, erratic efforts to regain the 
lost 35 per cent failed, and the con- 
cern was headed for the financial 
rocks when scientific management 
was called in. 

The first step of the new president 
was to order sharp concentration of 
selling effort on the Middie Western 
States. Just enough attention was 
= to other = of the country to 

old sales at the normal levels of the 
former régime. Pressure on the Mid- 
dle West was kept up until it was 
proved. beyond doubt. that the lost 
volume in that Sno was in large 
measure gone beyond ‘hope of recov- 
ery. Everything that scientific ad- 
borage sales promotion, improve- 
ment of the product, &c., could do 
could not offset the change in public 
taste to an appreciable extent.. Bet- 
ter than 9 per cent of total volume 
sales, based on the old normal, could 
not :-be obtained. 

But right here scientific manage- 
ment did what private management 
failed to do, and probably never 
though of. It “anchored” the 9 per 
cent and set out to make up the re- 
maining 31 per cent of the old Middle 
Western volume -by waves of pres- 
sure selling that began at the Atlan- 
tic seaboard and worked westward 
Every gain was “anchored’’ by pro- 
tective measures after it was estab- 
lished. Not only was the lost 31 per 
cent made up, but the current annual 
volume is substantially greater than 
that of the best year the concern 


ever enjoyed under private manage- 
ment, 


New Machines Were Needed. 


Within the last year two very close 
rivals in the textile field were faced 


with the be ay ae of installing new 
machines that increased volume and 
lessened production costs or of con- 
tinuing to operate with old equi 
ment. Private management finally 
decided in the negative on the 
ground that, while the new machines 
were undoubtedly the better, the loss 
involved in oe the old ones 
was too great. Scientific manage- 
ment, after a careful study of the 
matter from all angles, ordered a 
gradual replacement of the old ma- 
chines with the new over a period 
of months. In this way the ae 
ment was changed without notice- 
able loss of production. 

The decision to make the change 
‘was bound up with revisions in pro- 
duction and marketing plans that had 
been worked out by the management 
and which would ‘enable the new ma- 
chines to pay for themselves fully in 
about three years, without detriment 
to net profit, ona basis of 80 to 85 
per cent of their maximum output. 

f market. conditions remain active 
enough -to warrant continued full 
produetion,. the ‘payment period will 

e less than three years. The pri- 
vately managed. concern, while a 
parently maintaining its net profit, 
will have to put in new equipment 
sooner or later, and when that be- 
comes necessary the market situa- 
tion may not be so favorable. 

Not long ago a concern making a 
low-priced confection decided to press 
for greater business in Mexico. It 
was forging ahead quite. rapidly 
when the Mexican Government put 
a high tariff.on its product. ot 
wanting to withdraw from the field, 
and yet unable to ship its product 
from this country profitably over the 
tariff wall, ‘the concern established a 
sw plant there. aa 

ngs were again go nice 
when a domestic concern started up 
in opposition and an American com- 
etitor also entered the field. ‘This 
Sensmaed ‘the market up somewhat, 
and the question came up of whether 

e original concern should abandon: 
its. Mexican plant... Scientific man- 
agement immediately got to work on 
the matter, and within three days of 
the concern's represaneaite’ti 2 

e concern’s re ive 
received an order to stay on 
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retailers. It spurred consumer buy- 
ing in encouraging fashion, but 
hopes of a good month’s trade are 
not so bright in most. instances. The 
change comes too late also for the 
convenience of the stores, since it is 
apt to. mean that seasonal buying 
will interfere with gift purchases. 
The setback occasioned by the 
weather, however, is likely to incline 
many retailers toward greater effort 
in the promotion of holiday busi- 
ness. The latter is already under 
way, despite the fact that the for- 
mal season ‘will not commence until 
after the holiday this week. Ways 
and means are sought by. the stores 
to spread gift purchasing over a 
wider range of merchandise... New 
articles are being added to the 
Christmas list. In addition, sales 
figures will probably be helped by 
stronger emphasis upon quality. 
The week saw many buyers in the 
merchandise markets and, while the 
effect of unfavorable weather is as 
apparent in these branches as at re- 
tail, there is the unusual feature of 
rush deliveries being requested on 
certain lines, of earlier duplicate or- 
ders on others, and of shortages here 
and there. The situation, in brief, is 
rather mixed. The stores have en- 
joyed very little success with their 
Winter apparel offerings, and the 
wholesale markets have been dull 
and quiet. On the other hand, 
stocks are not as large as might be 
imagined from the circumstances. 


The tremendous 
speculation in se- 
curities dwarfed or- 
dinary business hap- 
penings during the 
week, just as it has ‘appeared to ig- 
nore for some time actual conditions 
and prospects in trade and indus- 
try. The motivating principle in this 
speculation seems similar in most re- 
spects to what governed the land 
boom in Florida—the payment of any 
price because some one else is going 
to pay more. Even if there was 
universal prosperity, and that was 
questioned quite pointedly during the 
week by a leading economist, who 
maintains that it is more a state of 
mind than an actuality, the present 
level of security values would be ex- 
treme. 

In. cold figures, earning reports of 
the best managed industrial com- 
panies of the country for the first 
nine months of the year are just 
about 10 per cent ahead of 1926, 
or little’ better than the increase 
which would come from year-to-year 
growth. The showing is better, of 
course, when comparison is made 
with the same period of last year, 
because that was a period of reac- 
tion, The recovery this year was 
best in automobile parts and acces- 
sories, leather, oil production -and 
refining, mining and textiles. On the 
other hand, not only have certain 
industries failed to make headway, 
but profits of their leading com- 
panies are under a year ago. These 
include railroad and building equip- 
ment producers and bakeries. 

If these are the conditions reported 
by what are presumably the ablest 
managed concerns, the average type 
of manufacturer cannot be prosper- 
ing much more than the average in- 
dependent retailer, who finds no re- 
flection of large chain store profits 
in his own small earnings.

Reference was 
made above to the 
view of an econo- 
mist who stated that 
our prosperity is 
mental rather than actual. Virgil 
Jordon, chief economist of the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, 
explained further before the conven- 
tion of the National Founders’ As- 
sociation during the week that the 
industries enjoying prosperity are 
those catering to new wants and lux 
uries,’ while a number of basic lines 
suffer in a world-wide depression, or 
fail to share in the improvement. 
This prosperity, he added, ‘‘in larger 
part is an illlusion created by ex- 
traordinary financial conditions, by 
radical changes in the organization 
and methods of manufacture, by 
changes in methods of distribution 
and by shifts in the living habits of 
the urban population.’’ And all these 
carried forward on a ‘‘powerful tide 
of inflation.’’

To hold down the 
supply would mean a pro-rating that 
not even the largest mills could prof- 
itably stand. To fix uneconomic 
prices would quickly transfer busi- 
ness from the members of the co- 
operative and price-fixing association 
to the marginal producers. It would 
no doubt mean the acquisition and 
operation of mills by distributing in- 
terests. 

How different is the viewpoint of 
one of the largest mill organizations 
in the South. The current bulletin 
of this company flatly declares that 
the mills must either reduce their 
manufacturing costs or suspend op- 
erations. The former calls for the 
modernization of machinery proc- 
esses, it is pointed out, and a re- 
adjustment of machinery operation. 
bd nd 

In its analysis of 
replies received 
from wholesale mil- 
linery concerns and 
department stores 
to a questionnaire on trade prac- 
tices the committee. on trade rela- 
tions of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association brings out some 
interesting points. The stores re- 
port that merchandise returns aver- 
age about 3 or 4 per cent of pur- 
chases and there are six common 
causes in ‘this order: Imperfect mer- 
cHandise, substitution,’ unordered, 
damaged merchandise; delayed de- 
livery and misrepresentation. About 
80 per cent. of the stores answering 
find that necessary returns are con- 
fined to a small number of houses. 
The majority, but a smaller one, of 
wholesalers says a small group of 
retail customers are responsible for 
a substantial proportion of returns. 

It is noteworthy that 65 per cent. 
of the stores report being troubled 
with receiving unordered merchan- 
dise. The comment comes from a 
wholesale source that this shipping 
of goods without orders. probably 
makes the retailer less scrupulous 
about returns where there has been 
a legitimate transaction. 

An interesting section of the ques- 
tionnaire deals with buying methods. 
The question was put to stores about 
the means they have adopted to in- 
sure that buyers look at new lines 
and give salesmen courteous treat- 
ment. In half the reports made it 
was stated that these matters are 
left to the discretion of the buyers. 
And the wholesale view was divided 
almost equally that store buyers un- 
reasonably refuse to look at new 
lines. - Since profit is so. often bound 
up with obtaining what is new, the 
stores may see their way clear 
toward remedying. this complaint.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 1.—The 
first man to plant rubber on a large 
scale in the sparsely inhabited Ama- 
zon Valley was Henry Ford. It is 
difficult for one not acquainted 
with the many factors that have 
affected the situation to understand 
why rubber had never been planted 
here before, except on very -limited 
areas. The largest. plantation’ does 
not have more than 20,000 trees. 
And yet’ the Amazon Valley fur- 
nished the seeds that gave birth’ to 
the. rubber. industry. in the. Far 
East. In fact, these seeds were 
taken from a place on the banks 
of a tributary of the Tapajoz River 
very near to.the area .where Ford's 
lands are located. 

The area to. be planted, though 
‘only. partly explored, is not diffi- 
cult to locate on. a map. It ison 
the east bank of the Tapajoz, and 
runs from a short distance south of 
Santarem almost to the village of

Especially is 
this true in its prompt adoption of 
the latest mechanical devices for 
speeding the work which has to be 
done and for keeping its equipment 
thoroughly up to date. 

It is well known, of course, that 
Pope Pius himself possesses an ex- 
cellent radio receiving set, presented 
to him as a gift by the president of 
a well-known American corporation. 
But the Pontiff is not particularly 
fond of radio and very rarely listens 
in. Almost every day, however, he 
takes a ride in the Vatican gardens 
in his motor car, and this may be con- 
sidered a veritably triumph of mo- 
dernity, as he is the first Pontiff who 
has allowed a horseless carriage in- 
side the precincts of the Apostolic 
Palace. Until a mparatively few 
years ago, indeed, Cardinals were 
forbidden to ride in motor cars even 
in the city. 


New Telephones Recently Installed. 

Only a short time ago a new auto- 
matic telephone system was in- 
stalled. One instrument was placed 
on the Pope’s desk and another by 
his bed, thus enabling him, if he so 
wishes, to communicate with the out- 
side world at any moment of the day 
or night. 

Almost at the same time a new, 
up-to-date wer station was begun 
to supply e Vatican with electrici- 
ty for lighting purpose. A plan is 
now being considered for replacing 
the present old-fashioned elevators 
with modern electrically driven ones. 

Gradual changes have been taking 

lace even in the more intimate de- 

ils of life at the Vatican. Vacuum 
cleaners have taken the place of the 
brooms of another day and electric 
ovens and electric refrigerators have 
been installed in the kitchens. 

The halls of the Belvedere are being 
adapted to house the overflow of the 
Vatican library. In collaboration 
with an American expert librarian, 
——< by the Carnegie Foundation, 
it being fitted with all devices 
known to the most up-to-date libra- 
ries in the world. fle an elab- 
orate system of indexing and cross 
references is being devised, the very 
latest in the way of American library 
furniture is being installed. 

i * o* 

Complicated metal bookcases which. 
‘'t is asserted, have the advantage of 
tiving air and free access to each 
rolume and rendering reference to 
in book easy by means of very light 
metal stairs running on rails, form 
a part of the new American equip- 
ment. The floor of the whole library 
already has been raised about three 
feet to ensure that it shall be abso- 
lutely dry, lest the precious tomes 
which will be preserved in it suffer 
injury. 

Another important charge which is 
under way is the enlargement of the 
Vatican electric power ‘station. The 
water which at present feeds the 
fountains in the Square of St. Peter’s 
will be caused to pass first through 
the Vatican, where it will operate 
three water turbines. In this wa 
the Apostolic Palaces will have avail- 
able sufficient power for all future 
needs.

Last week the Scala Opera in Milan, 
which, despite a strong bid for lead- 
ership made by the Royal Opera 
House in Rome, remains the best 
known Italian opera house, opened 
its doors for the first time this season 
with a performance of Verdi’s Forza 
del Destino. Arturo Toscanini wield- 
ed the baton with his usual consum- 
mate skill and won the applause of 
an enthusiastic audience, 

The Royal Opera House in Rome, 
on the other hand, will not be opened 
this year until the day after Christ- 
mas. The delay is oe to the 
fact that the season in Rome starts 
somewhat later than it does at Milan 
and partly to the fact that construc- 
tion of a new covered driveway 
which was begun by Prince Poten- 
ziana and continued by his successor 
as Governor of Rome, Prince Bon- 
compagni Ludovisi, is not yet 
completed.

ZEPPELIN ROW ON AGAIN. 


Heirs of a Croat and a Serbian 
Claim Prior Invention of Airship. 


GENEVA, Nov. 10.—Did Ceunt 
Zeppelin really invent the type of 
airship which bears his name? 

The successful flights of the Graf 
Zeppelin have again stirred a contro- 
versy which began in the early days 
of the airship, when experimental 
flights with Zeppelins were first at- 
tracting the jeers and scoffing of 
cynics in Germany. This week the 
families of a Croat named David 
Schwartz and a Serbian engineer 
named Kostovich have come forward, 
insisting that their kinsmen and not 
Count Zeppelin should have the 
credit of the invention. 

Fraulein Schwartz, daughter of the 
obscure Croatian scientist, asserts 
father’s. discove was stolen, and 
she quotes an article by Maximilian 
Harden in die Zukunft reproaching 
Count Zeppelin for it at the time he 
made his first exhibition flight over 
Vienna. 

She says her father communicated 
with Russia and France, but as the 
two governments wanted to photo- 

ph the plans of the airship first 
eee father’s discovery was stolen, and 
Berlin, where Count Zeppelin was ar- 
ranging for his first exhibition flight, 
and although the German inventor 
asked Schwartz to collaborate with 
him, the latter again refused. 
Schwartz died heartbroken on the 
day of the Zeppelin’s first successful 
flight, Jan. 15, 1896. 

Mme. Nechitch, daughter of Kosto- 
vich and now the widow of a Serbian 
Colonel, goes even further than the 
Schwartz family. Ten years before 
Schwartz made his experiments. her 
father, she says, completed the plans 
of an airship and, according to Mme. 
Nechitch, it resembled the later Zep- 
pelin exactly, even in its motor. 

She says she remembers an offer 
of 100,000 rubles from a man who 
represented himself as agent of an 
American firm, but Kostovich 
turned it down, keeping his inven- 
tion to himself. Seven days after 
this man ieft Belgrade, according to 
Mme. Nechitch, “my father discov- 
ered that the plans of his airship had 
been stolen.’’

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GERMANS FOUND US 
CAREFREE ON LOANS 


Three Financiers, After Visit 
Here, Say We Take Bankers’ 
Word on Investments Abroad. 


AMAZED AT. INDIFFERENCE 


They Expect Industries of Reich to 
Enter World Market Again After 
Reparation Is Fixed.

BERLIN, Nov. 22—Three Germans 
who are prominent in the industrial 
and financial world and have just re- 
turned from independent, extended 
visits to the United States have ex- 
pressed strikingly similar views of 
the American public regarding finan- 
cial matters. These men neither met 
each other during their visits nor 
have they compared note. since re- 
turning. Yet, without leading ques- 
tions, they set forth the same funda- 
mental opinion of American citizens 
from New York to San Francisco. 

These people, the German observ- 
ers say, who have lent Germany 
more than $2,000,000,000 and are the 
creditors of all other European coun- 
tries have only a vague idea of the 
political and economic situation in 
the lands where their money is in- 
vested. 

All these investors, they declared, 
take the word of the banking insti- 
tions floating the loans that their 
powers. 9 is safe. Most of them, es- 

eci the holders of one single 
ond, believed that the banking in- 
stitutions which sold them the loans 
would make good in case of loss, it 
was said. 


Need of Capital Stressed. 


The purpose of these men in visit- 
ing America was to try to show 
American leaders that Germany is a 
better investment than other Euro- 
pean countries and thus enable the 
Reich to get such extensions of cred- 
its and loans as would enable her to 


blossom out in full flower as soon 
as the reparations question should 
be settled. en rmany’s pay- 
ments are fixed then the danger of 
th: Reich being involved in extra 
burdens will be over, they asserted. 
German industry, they said, has a 
far vaster capacity for production 
than it enjoyed before the war. The 
shops are not running to capacity, 
they ceclared, first, because of the 
lack of markets; second, through in- 
sufficient m gro ie | capital, and, 
third but not least, because her rep- 
aritions burdens have not yet been 
fixed eee rg wang Noy her ability to pay 
as judged by the commission of ex- 
perts on order of the Dawes Com- 
mission. When the sum has been 
fixed, the industrialists can ask for 
sufficient funds to run their plants 
at the production peak and, by so 
doing, reduce operation costs, and 
with cheaper prices get back into, 
the world market as a real competi- 
tor, they said. ; 
With this in view, industrialists 
and economic leaders have gone to 
the United States to arrange for fu- 
ture loans. As a means of further- 
ing their chances, they said they 
wanted to tell the American nation 
just what strength their political and 
economic situation enjoyed. Three 
of these men decided that the Amer- 
icans cared little about Europe, be- 
yond its advantages as a vacation 
resort, and left the study of other 
uestions to the bankers of whom 
e bonds were bought. 


Americans Called Indifferent. 


Regarding politics beyond the 
ocean, they said no one seemed to 
care, apparently being satisfied that 
America was following a hands-off 
policy and desired a lasting peace. 
That America would immediately be 
involved should the Balkans flare up 
or Poland come to gn open break 
with Lithuania, or any other of a 
score of possible combinations arise, 
seemed to cause no concern, they 
said. These German financial ex- 
perts were willing and anxious, they 
said, to point out these problems, 
feeling free from censorship, since, 
as they asserted, Germany was dis- 
armed and showing that she was not 
militaristic; her government and 
currency stable, yet her bonds based 
on the same security which was 
wiped out by the inflation. 

That re dewron is planning an in- 
dustrial expansion on a grand scale 
cannot be doubted. These plans, 
however, will not be executed until 
the new commission fixes the repara- 
tions amount. Excessive overhead, 
due to running the plants far below 
their capacity, will continue to eat 
up profits for the time being. Heavy

NORWAY WINS IN FIGHT 
FOR ANT ARCTIC WHALES 


$2,500,000 Research Expedition 
Financed by British Goes 
for Naught.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Norway has 
apparently beaten England in a fight 
for the $32,810,000 whale-oil industry 
in the Antarctic; and British disap- 
pointment over this defeat is so keen 
that the question will probably be 
raised in Parliament during the pres- 
ent session. 

The public knows and cares little 
about a business rivalry so far from 
home, but the business interests in- 
volved are resentful. Their disap- 
pointment is all the sharper because 
$2,500,000 has been spent in trying 
to establish a profitable industry for 
England in the Antarctic. An elab- 
orately equipped research expedition, 
for example, was sent to the south 
aboard the ship Discovery to investi- 

te the whale and its habits. The 

iscovery returned with a mass of 
scientific information, yet the expe- 
dition must be called a failure from 
the British business point of view. 

Only two British companies are 
now operating in the Antarctic, as 
compared with thirteen energetic 
Norwegian companies there. ore 
than 10,000 whales are killed each 
year and the value of whale oil pro- 
duced annually has risen to more 
than $30,000,000. The Norwegians, 
using floating whale-oil ‘‘factories’’ 
built in Hagiand, have pushed ahead 
until the ave almost a monopoly 
of the industry. 

Still more discouraging to those 
watching the situation here is the 
gradual extermination of the great 
blue whale which American whalers 
once killed in small numbers but 
which the Norwegians are now kill- 
ing by thousands. Licenses for whal- 
ing were once issued for small 
British stations on the shores of the 
Falkland Islands; but the Nor- 
wegians have made licenses unneces- 
sary by their floating whaling sta- 
tions, which are utterly unregulated. 
The great Antarctic blue ‘ whale, 
which grows to 100 feet in length, 
multiplies ew ike and thus there is 
grave danger that the species will 
some day become extinct. 

If the British oil interests had their 
way they would acquire the Nor- 
wegian whaling stations with en- 
couragement from the Colonial Office 
here, and would then press for inter- 
national regulations to govern the 
whaling trade. Only in this way, it 
is argued here, will it be possible for 
British interests to reap the benefits 
of expeditions like the Discovery’s 
and make England once more a fac- 
tor in the only industry of importance 
in the Antarctic.

PEASANT VIOLENCE 
AROUSES MOSCOW 


Press Demands Severer Penal- 
ties for Kulak Attacks on 
Soviet Officials. 


THREE SENTENCED TO DIE 


Problem Facing Central Com- 
mittee of Communist Party.

MOSCOW, Nov. 22.—The kulak— 
rich peasant—‘‘offensive” against the 
rural socialization program continues 
to occupy a prominent place in the 
Moscow press which demands se- 
verer penalties for ‘‘acts of revenge’’ 
perpetrated by kulaks. dispossessed 
of their land, against Soviet officials. 

The Supreme Court of the Russian 
Soviet Federation has just confirmed 
@ severe sentence inflicted by the 
court of Briansk Province on a group 
of kulak offenders, one of whom, 
named Kopeelov, shot the Soviet offi- 
cial Voropayev whom the group 
blamed for the augmented taxes and 
the transfer to the communal farm 
of land the group had hired from 
the poorer peasants. The death pen- 
alty was inflicted on Kopeelov and 
on two others, while three more were 


given long term sentences of impris- 
onment, 

Despite the invariable references in 
the Soviet press to the opposition 
of the kulaks, it is generally ad- 
mitted here that other sections of the 
peasantry are not satisfied with the 
present agrarian policy.

Opposition Change Rumored. 


The Central Committee of the Com- 
munist Party is now in session. This 
body was elected by the Biennial 
Party Congress held last December 
and it wields supreme authority in 
the Soviet Union for the year to 
come. Its meetings are surrounded 
by absolute secrecy, but all indica- 
tions point to the fact that the peas- 
ant question will be in the forefront 
of the discussions.

General Shoots Himself. 


Moscow opinion is perplexed by the 
recent suicide of a responsible em- 
ploye of the State Leather Syndicate 
named Khvoshchinski, who at the 
time of the Bolshevist revolution 
was a Major General in the Russian 
Army after a brilliant career at the 


Czarist Staff College. Khvoshchinski 
k the attitude that his oath of 
allegiance was pledged to Russia 
rather than to the Czar, and he 
served the Soviet no less sincerely 
than he had his former master. 

The Polish war found him a trusted 
aide to the chief of the general staff 
of the Red Army. After the de- 
mobilization and the introduction of 
the new economic policy he received 
an important position in the leather 
syndicate. On Nov. 9 last, according 
to a letter written on the eve of his 
death, he committed an error of 
judgment which resulted in consider- 
able embarrassment to his depart- 
ment. 

There was no om, oeigsed that the 
former General profited by his error 
or behaved incorrectly, but three 
days later he shot himself. Perhaps 
some future Soviet Dostoievsky will 
elucidate his motives. 


MORE WORK IN ENGLAND. 


Overhauling of Big Ocean Liners 
Causes a. Labor Shortage.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The port of 
Southampton is facing a labor crisis 
—not of unemployment but of too 


much employment for: its waterfront 
workers. 


So many big Atlantic liners will be 
overhauled at Southampton during 
the coming Winter that a hurry call 
for skilled labor has been sent out 
to other British ports. The over- 
hauling season will extend to March, 


and in consequence the schedules of 
the Cunard, ite Star and other 
lines will undergo drastic changes 
for: the next few months. 

The Mauretania, which still breaks 
ocean speed records in spite of its 
twenty-one years of age, will have 
its engine room overhauled. The 
ship will be taken off the schedule 
next week and its place in the sail- 
ing list will be taken by the Fran- 
conia. In January it will make one 
voyage to New York and then will 
be in port for three weeks again be- 
fore starting on the Spring cruise. 
The Aquitania will begin overhaul- 
ing in December, and the Beren- 
garia will be withdrawn from ser- 
vice for six weeks after Jan. 10. 

The Homeric will be the first of 
the White Star’s giants to be with- 
drawn for overhauling. It will be in 
drydock early in December, and the 
Olympic will follow with a seven 
weeks’ layoff -late in the month. 
The biggest of all, the Majestic, will 
be in dock from: the middle of Feb- 
ruary until April 10.

vice to Britain and the Continent 
may be operating before the end of 
next year. 

Already the first step has been 
taken in registering and promoting a 
company under the title Irish Air- 
ways, Limited. {It is realized that 
during the initial stages it cannot be 
self-supporting and with the heavy 
demands. now being made on_ the 
Free State exchequer, there is con- 
siderable difficulty facing the grant- 
ing of a subsidy. 2

Plan to Divert Army Funds. 

I understand, however, that a 
scheme is being put before the Ex- 
ecutive Council—which already is 
spending $500,000 yearly on army 
aviation—to divert a quarter of this 
to civil aviation. The proposal is be- 
ing favorably considered, especially 
as it provides that the pilots em- 
ployed in commercial aviation should 
be attached to the Free State Army 
Air Service. 

It is proposed to link the Free 
State with the existing European air 
system with services from Dublin 
and Cork and, if an arrangement 
can be entered into with Northern 
Ireland, from Belfast, too. The ex- 
act route will be a matter for sur- 
vey and negotiations, but it will 
probably be Cork-Dublin-Chester- 
Birmingham-London.

. ‘A small country can never hope 
to maintain a national shipping ser- 
wieeunder,the national flag, but it 
can afford a national air service,’ 
he says. ‘Posterity can no doubt 
purchase airplanes and probably 
cheaper and better airplanes than we 
can buy. But posterity can never 
purchase the tradition of their 
pilotage, which is akin to seaman- 
ship, and if for no other reason than 
this it is our duty to build that tra- 
dition now.”’ 

Efforts are also going to be made 
in conjunction with shipping com- 
paniés to run a seaplane service 
from Queenstown to Cherbourg, 
which would greatly facilitate trans- 
port of the transatlantic mails.

Then we found we had more Bibles 
than we knew what to do with; so 
we decided to give each girl a Bible 
when she entered service, and choose 
something else for her prize if she 
gained one.” 

At a meeting of the Friends of the 
Poor held at Dudley House, Park 
Lane, Oct. 30, Princess Marie Louise, 
President of the society, presided 
and presented sixteen girls with gold 
watches for serving one year in their 
first places; seven with leather at- 
taché-cases for three years’ service, 
and six with leather suitcases for 
seven years’ service. In her address 
her Royal Highness ted that a 
home be provided for domestic ser- 
vants who were too old to work. 

“Many of our best domestic ser-

Many Changes on Champs Elysées, 
Little by little, but steadily, the 
campaign for improving Paris that 
has been so strongly supported by 
the Prefect of Police, Jean Chiappe, 
is gaining ground. For the moment 
the traffic’ problem seems to be ‘mas- 
tered by the use of one-way streets © 
and effective go-and-stop signals, . 
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“INSURING AGAINST 
PANICS.” 

One aspect of the plan for a $3,000,- 
000,000 reserve fund to “stabilize pros- 
perity” appears to have escaped notice. 
Governor BREWSTER explained its pur- 
pose as accumulation of resources “in 
time of plenty against the lean year that 
is to come,” He described it as “one of 
the best forms of insurance” against re- 
currence of such panics as afflicted us 
in the past. Although it may not be a 
cure-all, the Governor added, “it cer- 
tainly will alleviate our ills.” 

What is the meaning of this public in- 
timation that we are still confronted 
with the probability of “lean years” 
and “ business ills,” not to say “ finan- 
cial panics”? ‘The project of speeding 
up expenditure on public works in time 
of severe trade reaction and general un- 
employment was outlined in - much 
greater detail by President HARDING’s 
Committee on Unemployment, organized 
in September, 1921. That committee 
came into existence, as Mr. HOOVER ex- 
plained, “ primarily to develop plans for 
“relief of the four or five million unem- 
“ployed as a result of the business de- 
“pression of that year.” The invoking 
of emergency measures, designed to 
avert return of the distressing business 
conditions of 1921, was a natural result 
of the disastrous trade reaction. 

But the present appeal for adoption of 
the suggestion of seven years ago, in 
order to prevent another 1921, is made 
at the very moment when the American 
financial community seems to be indulg- 
ing in the belief that trade reaction, 
diminishing business profits and increas- 
ing unemployment will never be seen 
again in the United States. Whatever 
else the extraordinary stock market of 
1928 has indicated, it has reflected a con- 
viction that nothing can arrest or even 
seriously check the growth of American 
prosperity. Why, then, this measure for 
the adoption of unusual measures, avow- 
edly based on the prospect that, without 
gome stich new safeguard, the country’s 
industries may again have to face de- 
pression and unemployment? 

One possible explanation is that, as 
goon as discussion of such matters gets 
away from the atmosphere of an excited 
stock market, it begins to recognize 
sober facts. Wall Street itself has al- 
ways presented the paradox that, while 
the stock market is traditionally sup- 
posed to foreshadow trade prosperity or 
adversity, the picture drawn in Wall 
Street of am existing economic situation 
is frequently wide of the mark. On cer- 
tain notable occasions, indeed, even the 
stock market has moved in response to 
such imaginings rather than to the real 
probabilities of trade and industry; that 
happened early in 1920, in the Autumn 
of 1906 and during the still more famous 
speculation of April, 1901. But once 
away from such surroundings, the teach- 
ings of business instinct and experience 
again shape opinion. The probability of 
future ups and downs in trade prosper- 
ity, as a result of the multitude of 
causes which produce such changes and 
which can rarely be foreseen, is recog- 
nized by every competent financier and 
company Manager, precisely as it has 
been recognized by President CooLmpcE 
and Secretary MELLON in their conduct 
of the public finances. 

No one disputes the fact that ‘ panics,” 
in the shape which they used to assume 
Defore the war, are unlikely to recur. 
Some of the phenomena which were fa- 
miliar in all such episodes could not pos-

The experience of 1920 and 1921 indi- 
cated also that important and disastrous 
failures, such as always accentuated the: 
crisis of our pre-war panics, may pos- 
sibly -be-averted hereafter by the’ better 
organization of banking resources and 
concentrated credit. But this does‘ not 
mean that finance and industry may not 
in the future have to adjust themselves 
at times, and perhaps very suddenly, to 
a change in the situation caused by ac- 
cidents of industry and politics, or by 
necessary shrinkage of consumers’ pur- 
chases, or by rash use of credit. Whether 
the plan discussed at the Governors’ 
meeting could be put into effect, or 
would achieve all its purposes if it could, 
is no doubt debatable. But its discus- 
sion is at least reassuring, in so far as 
it proves that practical men are still con- 


sidering the longer financial future with- 
out illusion. : 


THE IRREPRESSIBLE COURT. 

Now that Mr. HuaHes has become 
one of the judges of the World Court, 
many are wondering whether this fact 
will affect the attitude of our Govern- 
ment. When Mr. HUGHES was ‘Secre- 
tary of State he was strong and per- 
sistent in favoring adhesion to the Court 
by the United States. He cannot have 
changed his mind. Moreover, his pres- 
ence among its distinguished judges 
must tend to make even more artificial 
and ridiculous the fears expressed in 
the Senate about the International Tri- 
bunal of Justice as a sort of collection of 
foreigners conspiring against the United 
States. The question of joining may be 
revived in the short session of Congress. 
A resolution will be pending which was 
offered by Senator GILLETT at the last 
session. It is drawn in very mild terms, 
simply expressing the sense of the Sen- 
ate that President CooLipce should re- 
new negotiations looking to clear away 
obstacles to our giving adherence to the 
Protocol: establishing the World Court. 
Ambassador HOUGHTON has expressed 
himself as believing that this should be 
done. If Mr. HuGHES were asked his 
opinion, there can be no doubt what it 
would be. 

It will be recalled that only a single 
and slight difference existed between the 
views of our Government and those of 
the signatory nations. It related to only 
one of the reservations proposed by our 
Senate, and in that there was an ob- 
scurity which might be cleared up by a 
friendly conference. As for the World 
Court itself, its functions have been ably 
discharged and its usefulness amply 
demonstrated. It might prove to be a 
present help in time of trouble, even 
after the Kellogg peace treaty shall 
have been ratified. That treaty speaks 
of various ways of composing interna- 
tional disputes without resort to war, 
and one of them would be naturally a 
reference of justiciable questions to the 
World Court. The previous opposition 
to our joining it was partly factitious 
and political. Let us hope that the real 
reasons why America should be in it 
officially, as well as in the person of a 
distinguished jurist, will soon prove 
themselves so strong as to sweep away 
the petty objections which have hitherto 
kept us out.

Salons of the capital are being dusted 
up for the inevitable post-mortem and 
pre-natai discussions of contemporary 
politics. Real estate men begin to perk 
up and wonder whether the new Admin- 
istration is going to be composed of 
spenders or skimpers. What will become 
of Secretary So-and-So’s house? Secre- 
tary So-and-So’s wife is thinking about 
that too, though moving day in her case 
may be still several months away. In 
hamlets all over the land the wives of

“THE FIGHTING BISHOP.” 
Born the son of a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, who was Moderator of the Presby- 
terian Church of Scotland-and a great 
favorite of Queen VICTORIA, and educated 
at the Universities of Glasgow and Ox- 
ford with the intention of devoting him- 
self to the practice of the law, but led 
by his interest in the work among the 
slums of London to enter holy orders 
and to devote his life to the Church, 
Cosmo GORDON LANG has become. Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. Despite the coun- 
sel of the Queen he has remained a bach- 
elor, with this justification, as the story 
is told: To VicToriA’s suggestion to 
“take the advice of an old woman and 
“marry, for a good wife is worth half. 
“a dozen curates,” he is said to have 
replied: “If I have a curate I do not 
“like, I can send him away. But such 
“is not the case with a wife.” 

His title of “ Fighting Bishop” he got 
long before the war for going into the 
“ring” in the East End of London to 
referee a boxing match; but he was a 
militant figure during the war. The elo- 
quence of this orator of mellow voice 
and glowing diction will never be forgot- 
ten by those who heard him in America 
in the Spring of 1918, when as Arch- 
bishop of York, “holder of an office 
“older than the crown of a united Eng- 
“land,” he came to speak for “ the plain 
folk” of his country who had made Eng- 
land “free, stable and strong.” In one 
paragraph he told the plight of a people 
whom he knew from the King and Queen 
in Buckingham Palace to the poorest 
families in Bast End, and from the hills 
of Scotland to his parish at Portsmouth: 

The iron has entered into our very 
souls. The valor amid tragedy of our 
troops in the field, the privation which 
we suffer at home as to food have made 
the war a vivid matter to us, the tre- 
mendous expenditure of more than $32,- 
000,000 a day for war purposes, the 
ceaseless toil in munitions plant, fac- 
tory and shipyard, have made it the 
predominating industrial matter with 
us. Ana, above all, there have been 
drawn from us and our daughters 
across the sea 7,500,000 men for the ser- 
vice of the Allies, of whom 5,000,000 
came forward of their own free will. 

He is now England’s most potent voice 
for the interests that lie in the realm of 
the spirit. In the announcement of the 
election by the Cathedral chapter, he is 
described in quaint formal language as 
“a provident and discreet person of free 
condition,” “in matters both spiritual 
“and temporal very circumspect and 
“knowing,” a person of “ great merit,” 
“known for his eminent learning and 
pious conversation.” But he will be de- 
scribed in the hearts of the “ plain folk,” 
and especially by those to whom he min- 
istered in the war, as was the “holy 
blissful martyr” whom CHAUCER’s pil- 
grim to Canterbury went “for to seke” 
—‘‘hem that hath holpen when that 
“they were seeke.” For us who know 
only the ministrations of his voice we 
have to do our part to keep in the mem- 
ory of the English-speaking world the 
two sentences he spoke in Faneuil Hall 
in 1918: “ Once and for all” and “ Never 
again.” 





LYCEUM NO. 3. 


Pioneering days in Iowa have been 
portrayed in distinguished works of fic- 
tion; and the State Historical Society 
steadily gives to the world results of 
reminiscence and research which usually 
have an intrinsic charm and quality. 
Its latest publication is “In Cabins and 
Sod-Houses,” by that veteran scholar, 
THOMAS HUSTON MACBRIDE, President 
Emeritus of the State University. The 
name of the book has its own magic. 
The spoiled sons of all the modern com- 
forts, however distressed and pining for 
farm relief, must enjoy the contrast be- 
tween themselves and their heroic 
ancestors. 

Yet the latter; as seen through Dr. 
MACBRIDE’S. imagination, tolerant philos- 
ophy and good humor, seem to have 
been happy folk. He deals with the intel- 
lectual life of the founders somewhere in 
the eastern part of the State between 
1846 and 1860, in the spirit of GorETHE’s 
“Poetry and Truth.” The first organiza- 
tion of the scattered settlers is a meet- 
ing at a preacher’s house. After ser- 
mon one Sunday he. invites them to 
gather about Gerrit Simpson’s wagon 
outside. Gerrit has offered a half acre— 
he afterward makes it an acre—for a 
schoolhouse.

THE “KNOCKOUT” IN ART 
AUCTIONS. 


In the book and art market of London 
the dealers’ “knockout” is an accepted 
institution. Among us until lately it has 
been unknown, and its appearance, on 
however small a scale, seems to mark 
the end of an era in our auction market, 
For generations it has been the pride of 
our great art auction concerns to main- 
tain an open market and in particular to 
safeguard the rights of the private bid- 
der. Bidding in, though it never could 
be absolutely controlled, was discoun- 
tenanced; intermediaries and dealers 
were denied all special privileges and 
their activities scrutinized, the ideal was 
an open market with a large attendance 
of private bidders and a broad competi- 
tion, which was clearly in the seller’s in- 
terest. Naturally this excellent system 
cannot be changed overnight, but the 
first move to secure the control of the 
auction market for the professional has 
been taken, and the American amateur 
has in the advent of the knockout a new 
and formidable fact with which to deal. 

Since the knockout is a novelty here, 
it may need a word of explanation. It 
has two aims—a passive aim, to keep 
the price down for the professional by 
combining to limit competition; an ac- 
tive aim, to drive the private bidder out 
of the auction room and compel him to 
bid, ordinarily on 10 per cent commis- 
sion, from the members of the inner pro- 
fessional ring. 

The case may be illustrated as follows: 
Three friends sitting together at an auc- 
tion find that they all want the same 
item. They agree to let one bid and to 
cast lots for the object later. This obvi- 
ously eliminates two competitive bidders 
and by so much keeps the price down. 
Suppose the three friends to be dealers. 
The method of casting lots may throw 
too great a prize too cheaply to the win- 
ner. Instead, they hold a private auc- 
tion, dividing the profit among the three. 
This in miniature is the dealers’ knock-

ELEMENTS OF SUCCESS. 


An exact formula for success has 
never been devised. But the careers of 
such men as the late GrorGe H. JONES, 
Chairman of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, suggest the closest. thing 
to it, so far as America is concerned. 
In other parts of the world the caste 
system and a different idea of manage- 
ment might have prevented such a man 
as Mr. JONES from reaching the great 
industrial height to which he slowly but 
surely climbed. But in this country, 
his type of man, pursuing his arduous 
course of progress, is bound to win. No 
matter how huge the corporation, or how 
full of able men, his final success is 
assured. 

“What boots it? ” the philosopher will 
say, reading somewhat sadly the tale of 
@ pure heart and fine ability toiling to 
the top and then dying of overwork at. 
a@ comparatively early age. ‘“‘ Were it not 
better done, as others use,” to make a 
moderate success, have time for play, 
live long and enjoy most of it? But 
there is something in these great Ameri- 
can industrialists which keeps them to 
their tasks; a sense of responsibility for 
the large concerns under their direction. 
So it was with Mr. JONES. And he and 
many men of his type would not ex- 
change the zest of steady labor for all 
that the philosopher. who questions their 
devotion to toil could offer them 2 ex- 
change. 

His story is one long since familiar 
to American youth. He went to work 
early in his up-State town to help sup- 
port his family. He had only such 
schooling as he, could snatch after weary 
hours of manual labor. When he joined 
the forces of an oil company he stood 
out among his fellows (and such men are 
never popular at first) because he gave 
everything in himself to his particular 
task and looked about for more to do. 
This he found, and soon the young clerk 
was developing activities which the man- 
agers found useful. When he decided 
that a knowledge of law would be of 
value to his work, he took night courses. 
The culmination of the story was inevi- 
table—the biggest job in all the Standard 
Oil group. Yet he was one of the 
least known of the great figures in the 
oil business, as his life was entirely in 
his office and in his home. 


This country is full of men who, by 
following the same regimen and because 


they possess essential virtue, are at the 
head of its industries, Nearly all. of 
them began life as poor boys, but nature 
—in addition to giving them character, 
ability and the will to work—endowed 
them with the great gift of personal 
charm. The combination is irresistible.

Not an Alluring Possibility. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It_is often said that since thirteen 
States can prevent the repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment it will -re- 
main permanently a part of the Con- 
stitution. From this premise the 
drys argue that the only escape from 
the present intolerable condition is 
by. substantially complete enforce- 
ment.. The wets, on the other hand, 
maintain that such enforcement is 
impossible and that nullification will 
only become worse as time goes on 
unléss a liberalizing change in the 
law can be effected. 

If the drys can achieve substantial- 
ly complete enforcement, and at ‘the 
same time marshal and hold suffi- 
cient - public. opinion,. their.. view 
doubtless will prevail. But the vari- 
ous State referendum votes since 
1918 and other signs of the times 
indicate. a trend of public opinion 
away from prohibition. When and if 
it become demonstrable that major 
ity opinion opposes the present bone- 
dry prohibition law, the amendment 
being, still unrepeaiable, the nation 
will indeéd haye reached an impasse. 
In that event a drift to open and 
complete nullification seems inevit- 
able, at least in the wetter States. 

In his recent book Howard Lee 
McBain, Professor of Constitutional 
Law in Columbia University, has dis- 
cussed some of the possibilities of 
this impasse. He points out quite 
correctly that even if the amendment 
is unrepealable, the Volstead act is 
répealable at the will of Congress. 
This is undoubted. It has been con- 
ceded by such outstanding prohibi- 
tionists as Senator Glass of Virginia 


and Dr; Cherrington of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League. 


Limited State Rights. 


If. under the pressure of public 
opinion Congress eventually repeals 
the Volstead act and refuses to main- 
tain any Federal enforcement legis- 
lation, the dry States will still have 
their own State prohibition laws to 
take care of the situation. The 
trouble will be with the wet States, 
which do not want a prohibition law. 
They could not license beverage 
liquor, because such’ laws would 
with the amendment and’ be 
held unconstitutional. The liquor 
traffic in such States would be wholly 
without any statutory laws or regu- 
lations of, any kind: As Professor 
McBain points out, contracts for the 
sale.of liquor would doubtless be held 
ille and. void,’ and the bootleg 
business would be reduced to an open 
‘“‘cash-and-carry’’ basis, with no need 
for or attempt at concealment.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Dr. John Haynes Holmes uses very 
bad logic in comparing the Pure 
Food law with the LEighteenth 
Amendment: 

First, the Pure Food law was from 
the start acclaimed by the great ma- 
jority of our citizens as a good law, 
the exceptions being only a few in- 
terested parties. This is not at all 


the fact with the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. 


Second, the law was easy to en- 
force, since it was chiefly a matter 


of chemical analysis, and public 
opinion was entirely behind its en- 
forcement. I hardly think that even

Third, the Pure was 
pesees in order. to sha a with the 
llegal and dishonest foisting on the 
ignorant public of poisons and of in- 
gredients which the usual buyer of 
most. of the poisonous stuff would 
never have bought if he had under- 
stood what it contained. In a 
word it was essentially a dishonest 
traffic. It was quite otherwise with 
alcoholic drinks in general, for the 
never masqueraded as anything ditf- 
ferent from what they were. 


Under False Pretenses. 


Today, however, about all the 
alcoholic drinks are something dif- 
ferent from what they pretend to be. 
Rye, scotch, rum, &c.—they are 
nearly all frauds. The Eighteenth 
Amendment has made more bypoe 
risy and dishonesty than any other 
law, and it is in no manner fair to 
compare it ethically with the Pure 
Food law. 

Please look at Massachusetts. 
While there is a large Catholic vote 
there, it was not this which carried 
the State into me Democratic col- 
umn, but principle, which in the old 
Bay State is still considered more 
valuable than material things. Mas- 
sachusetts did not like the character 
of Mr..Smith more than that of Mr.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The relations of America and Eng- 
land are bound to become less amica- 
ble as time goes by unless the two 
countries come to: an agreement in 
regard to the sizes of their respective 
navies. The United States will never 
—on paper, at least—accept anything 
less than naval equality with Eng- 
land, although they may, through 
pacifism or indifference, neglect to 
build up to equality. That is the case 
at present, when our navy has only 
about three-fifths of the strength of 
the English navy.

DISCLAIMING

Simply expecting what you 
want, just as fear is expecting what 
you don’t want. _ Hence it is an at- 
titude of mind. But we do not have 
to take anything on faith, for we 
have the proof. within us. 

So-called miracles are being per- 
formed every day, and every miracle 
is the result of natural law—super- 
normal rather than: supernatural. 
Natural law is God in. operation, or 
the way God works. Every miracle 





can be explained by the science of 
psychology or metaphysics, for they 
are the result of thought. Thought/|o 
is mind in action and mind is God. 
Nothing every happened without 
thought, which is the only absolute 
method of creation. The identity of 
thought and form is absolute; 
change the thought and you change 
the form. I have personally healed 
many infants, but it was my faith 
and my scientific use of thought 
that produced the result rather than 
that of the infant. 

I reiterate, the Church does not 
care for the soul, for it knows very 
little about it. We are fongnt that

KURDISH CHIEF CLAIMS 
$200,000 FROM BRITAIN 


Asks Compensation for His Estate 
on the Tigris—Suit Involves 
King Feisal Also.

CONSTANTINOPLE. Nov. 1— 
The recent arrival of the first con- 
tingent of Afghan students prom- 
ised by Ameer Amanullah for Turk- 
ish schooling almost coincided with 
sympathetic comments upon the dif- 
ficulties that beset the most ambi- 
tious. emulator of Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha. — 

King Amanullah’s western tour 
was nowhere invested with greater 
significance, than in. Turkey. His 
brief sojourn here bore fruit in the 
shape of the treaty of amity and de- 
fense that Russia had ardently de- 
sired, as well as in the determina- 


tion to keep the rapid westerniza- 
tion of . Turkey. as. his model for 
Afghanistan. 

-But Amanullah has not been hav- 
ing as easy a time enlightening his 
country.as Turkey imagined. Super- 
ficial Asiatic resemblances, espe- 
cially in respect of a common re- 
ligion, Turkey as well as Afghanis- 
tan belonging to the Sunni branch 
of Islam, may have given rise to 
great expectations. But the ethnic 
and cultural backgrounds of the 
two races show.them to be poles 


art. 

-Already Turkey has heard of the 
intransigeance of the Afghan mul- 
lahs, or priests, in regard to the 
abolition of the purdah, or veil. And 
Amanullah’s decision to postpone the 
emancipation of Afghan women in 
deference to the opposition of the 
Afghan mullahs has brought him a 
prompt Turkish sympathy. For the 
unveiled face of his Queen Suriya, 
during her Turkish sojourn, became 
an encouraging omen for-.a tutorial 
Turkey... It had been one thing for 
Turkey to suffer the a en- 
couragement of an amused est: 
It was quite another to find her oc- 
cidentation. become an ideal example 
for an Asiatic ally and pupil. 


Romance in Example. 


Thus the memorable visit of the 
Afghan sovereigns to Turkey meant 
more to both countries than the rest 
of the famous Western tour. It sud- 
denly’ enhanced the virtues of a pain- 
ful westernization in the eyes of the 
Anatolian peasant. The rapid and 
revolutionary: series of reforms has 
exposed his disadvantageous eco- 
homic life to the pressure of West- 
ern competition. But the Afghan 
determination to follow Turkey’s ex- 


ample for the first time invested the 
grim realities of Anatolia’s arduous 
readjustment with the necessary 
fillip of romance. 

Though the West was amused at 
the recrudescence of the Edwardian 
frock-coat as a symbol of Afghan 

rogress, when Amanullah thought- 
ully outfitted the 700 delegates he 
received with this emblem and its 
accessories of trousers, boots and 
fedoras %. maccend ted py gee 
slippers an agey amas, was 
otherwise . regarded: i Turkey. 

Which is as it should be, for Turk- 
ish memories go back to the not too 
distant day when Angora’s stern 
edict. encarnadined the blue waters 
of the Bosporus around Galata 
Bridge with abandoned fezzes; when 
that hasty. .compliance with. . the 
ultimatum ‘‘Get yourself a hat’’ soon 
exhausted the stocks of male head- 
gear in Constantinople, it furnished 
the amazing spectacle of the burly, 
hard-bitten peasant of Anatolia, who 
for centuries has been unexcelled as 
infantry material, obediently crown- 
ing himself with a ridiculous child’s 

at. 

‘But Turkey is not discouraged. 
Turkish officers are already at work 
on the Afghan army, Turkish school- 
teachers and art professors, Turkish 
policemen and Turkish medical men 
and nurses are busy in the moun- 
tainous State that looks down with 
envy on a westernized India. Mean- 
while, Queen Suriya is using argu- 
ments on Afghan reactionaries: op- 
posed to female emancipation. She 
tells them what the republicans told 
a once recalcitrant Turkey—that the 
veil is not mentioned in Moslem 
canon law, that Afghan women, like 
the Anatolian peasant women of Ot- 
toman times, lay aside their veils 
when working in the fields. 


The. Differences in Peoples. 
Having mentioned the fact that, 
but for superficial resemblances, the 
Turk and the Afghan are poles 
apart, one can do no better in ex- 
plaining this guilt than by quoting the 
opinions of a.» great European 
scholar, Count Leon Ostrorog, whose 
lectures last year before London Uni- 
versity have been published in book 
form under the’ title of ‘“The Angora 

Reforms.’”’

With the arrival in London of 
Hamdi Beg Baban, the surviving 
head of the Baban dynasty of Meso- 
potamia, powerful and wealthy in 
the days of the Crusades, the High 
Court of Chancery will be asked to 
settle a claim against the British 
Government for: $200,000, which also 
involves King Feisal of Iraq. 

In the middle. of the last century 
the vast estates of the Babans were 
confiscated by the Turkish Govern- 
ment and a sop was thrown to the 
father of Hamdi Beg in the shape 
of the Governorship. of the vilayets 
of Mosul, Bagdad and Busra, which 
constituted the exact territory over 
which the Babans had ruled at the 
time of the Crusades, while the son 
was kept as a hostage in Stamboul, 
where he was brought up as a Turk- 
ish gentleman and every effort was 
made to have him forget his ante- 
cedents. Agents of his father did 
not rmit this, and in 1911, after 
making many pledges to the Porte, 
he received permission to reside in 
Bagdad, his father, by that time, 
being dead. 

In Bagdad Hamdi Beg purchased 
20,000 acres of land on the right 
bank of the Tigris, opposite the city. 
Here he raised fancy fruits and sold 

t of the land to the Bagdad 
Iway Company at a great profit. 
It was said that he possessed the se- 
cret of irrigation known to his an- 
cestors when Mesopotamia had ‘‘blos- 
somed like the Garden of; Paradise.”’ 

Just before the British troops oc- 
cupied the region in 1916 he had se- 
cured from Stamboul, it is alleged, a 
full title to the land, with a map 
showing its situation. This is said 
to have the endorsement of the local 
department of the British collector 
of internal revenue. 

According to the brief that Hamdi 
Beg’s lawyers have lodged with the 
court, part of his land was occupied 
by military forces, his irrigation en- 
gines were commandeered or de- 
stroyed, as were his fruit trees, and 
his whole estate was rendered a 
desert by the closing of the Khirr 
canal which he had built. 

He was told, the brief states, that 
all would be well if he, as a Kurdish 
Prince and the last of the Baban 
dynasty, would acknowledge himself 
a vassal of King Feisal. This he de- 
clined to do on the following 
grounds: ‘“‘All good Kurds wish for 
the protection of the British man- 
date, but they cannot admit the 
overlordship of an Arab. They have 
nothing to hope from Turkey or 
Persia, and they would rather be a 
hair on the lion than the end of the 
monkey’s tail.’’ 

Then, finding it impossible to 
sojourn in the ancient city of the 
Caliphs and having.a great admira- 
tion for British Fastice, he deter- 
mined to seek the latter in London. 
He entered his complaint at the Co- 
lonial Office, which admitted its in- 
adequacy to adjust the matter; hence 
his appeal to the High Court. How- 
ever, the Colonial Office, he alleges, 
intimated to him that he would be 
allowed about a two-hundredth part 
of what he asked, on condition that 
he would accept the arbitration of a 
British judge in Iraq and would re- 
fund the amount if his claims were 
not allowed. This he declined on the 
ground that he had no money to pre- 
sent his case adequately before the 
designated judge. A supplement to 
his brief says that since his de- 
pariure from Bagdad some of his 

ds have been sold by an irregular 
civil court established by King Feisal 
and that the latter was the pur- 
chaser.

A message of Nov. 6 tells of the 
organization of a society for combat- 
ing anti-Semitism in Soviet Russia 
by a number of Russian scholars. 
The society has for its purpose the 
publication of books, articles and 
newspapers. It will also compile 
periodically. blacklists of the names 
of anti-Semitic agitators in the Union 
of Socialist Soviet Republics. The 
founders of the society are S. Olden- 
burg, M. Malikh, Zaru 
Morozok and K. Fedin. 

Shortly before that Dr. 8S. N. 
Berenstein, a famous mathematician, 
wa3 unanimously elected to the Rus- 
sian Academy of Science. Dr. Beren- 
stein had been demied a professorship 
under the Czarist régime because of 
his Jewish origin. 

And still earlier the' Soviet Gov- 
ernment of the Ukraine had been 
severely criticized in Pravda, the of- 
ficial central organ of the Communist 
Party, for permitting the publication 
of a Russian language dictionary in- 
cluding the insulting term ‘‘Zhid’’ 
as a noun meaning Jew. 

But on Nov. 6 Anatol Lunatcharsky, 
Commissar for Education, made the 
following statement to The Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency regarding the 
matter of Hebrew in the schools: 
‘Under no circumstances would we 
introduce dead Hebrew as a language 
of instruction, regardless of the de- 
sires of the population. Moreover, 
I doubt extremely whether it is pos- 
sible to find anywhere a Jewish pop- 
ulation, except small groups, who 
would: demand this. Hebrew, ‘ike 
Latin, should be permitted, I believe, 
if the population somewhere demand- 
ed that in a certain school Hebrew 
be introduced among other subjects 
on the curriculum.”

ver. In Richmond County, where 
Augusta is located, Mr. Hoover won 
by a majority that was overwhelm- 
ing in a Democratic State. Yet in 
Southwest Georgia, Talbot County, 
which is agricultural, and where 
there is not a single Catholic—an 
overwhelmingly dry and Protestant 
county—the vote was 536 for Gover- 
nor Smith and only 74 for Hoover. 
Camden County, where the -only 
hewspaper, a weekly, turned to Mr. 
Hoover, the victory went to Gover- 
nor Smith. In Cordele, Crisp Coun- 
ty, the only daily deserted the Dem- 
ocratic Party and daily filled its edi- 
torial columns with bitter attacks 
on Governor Smith, Tammany and 
Catholicism. Both Cordele and the 
County of Crisp. were carried by 
Governor Smith. In the little town 
of Dexter, in Laurens County, there 
were 315 registered voters; 315 votes 
were cast and Governor Smith re- 
ceived 315 votes. 

In short, three of the largest 
counties were carried by Mr. Hoover 
and Governor Smith carried 90 per 
cent. of the counties in the rural 
districts. And Muscogee, which is 
the leading industri coun in

E new Dictionary of American Biog- 
raphy, as can be seen from the first 
volume, just published after three 
years’ preparation, is not only a 
monumental work in form and content, 
and a scholarly and disinterested contribu- 
tien to American iearning, but also «a 
theilling and colorful epic in prose of the 
men and women who have made the 
United States. 

Carlyle said history is ‘‘the essence of in- 
numerable biographies.’’ That is borne out 
by this volume. It takes us back more 
than four centuries to the beginnings of 
distinctive New World existence, describes 
the lives and times of the leaders of an 
early agricultural and frontier civilization, 
carries us through the changes of the 
Revolutionary and Civil Wars, through the 
far greater economic and social ch of 


origina! contributions to the progress and 
development of our national) life, not mere- 
ly the cold record of who they were and 
what they did, but a warm, living story 
of how they did it and why, in the light 
of their personality, their background and 
their times.

The only previous work of national scope 
is forty years old and has never been 
brought up to date. Most of the others 
have been either commercial enterprises 
dealing out eulogies at a price or hack 
compilations lacking comprehensiveness 
and authenticity. 

Planned and written in the scientific 
spirit of critical analysis, with the benefit 
of newly discovered information and mod- 
ern thought, the dictionary necessarily 
differs from previous biographical collec- 
tions. They were limited to statesmen, 
soldiers and sailors, clergymen, scientists 
and literary and artistic folk. The editors 
of the conventional and traditional earlier 
compilations would have been surprised 
at the wide variety of professions and occu- 
pations represented in the new work—in- 
ventors, manufacturers, merchants, busi- 
ness men, capitalists and specialized tech- 
nical men. 

Some moderns even are surprised that 
the catholicity of the editors goes so far as 
to include a showman like P. T. Barnum 
and a professional athiete like ‘‘Pop’’ 
Anson, the baseball player. But how could 
an archaeologist centuries hence under- 
stand American life without the insight 
into our mass psychology that the stories 
of such men afford? 

Our national heroes of the past are not 
let off with ‘‘cherry-tree’’ eulogies; their 
lives and characters are subjected to 
critical study in the best modern manner. 


Competent historians, military experts and 


specialists in other appropriate fields were 
assigned to write about them, and as the 
results show, they have gone to original 
sources of information, have weighed the 
facts objectively and have told the truth 





modern biography never intrudes itself. 
This balanced revaluation of the lives of 
national figures is one of the most valuable 
features of the work. 

Another service the dictionary performs 
is to revive the reputation of persons, in- 
cluding several -inventors, who really made 
great contributions to the development of 
America, but whose records have been un- 
known except to workers in their own 
specia) fields. 

The scholarship of the work shows itself 
in the obviously painstaking workmanship 
exerted for the sake of accuracy of detail. 
There has apparently been much indepen- 
dent research in official archives, diaries 
and letters, and among family records. To 
each article is appended a bibliography 
citing the principal sources of information. 
References are interlarded in the text in 
some controversial] cases, but not to such 
an extent as to break the continuity and 
hamper the reader. 

One can hardly turn a page without 
striking some example that sets the volume 
off from other works of the kind.

She kept hoping that 
somewhere, some time, she would 
find herself a husband and a quiet 
home; she would resolve from time 
to time to make better use of her 
opportunities and to remain cold 
and calculating toward all men ex- 
cept where it was definitely to her 
advantage to be otherwise. Yet 
each time she would give herself as 
guilelessly as before to the next 
man who attracted her: Most of

on her, and after they had left her 
she often found it difficult to dif- 
ferentiate in her memory between 
them. 

Thus repeatedly she was driven 
back in her search for satisfaction 
and happiness to the meager pleas- 
ures to be derived from her pro- 
fession.

OT to mince matters any fur- 

ther, Beatrice Lillie is a 

great comedian. Ever since 

her first appearance here in 
“Charlot’s Revue,’ which is still 
freshly memorable for her knock- 
about travesty on patriotic set- 
pieces, Miss Lillie has been held in 
high public esteem. Even’ the 
wretched, beflustered musical com- 
edies in which she has lately ap- 
peared have not tarnished the bril- 
liance of her reputation; and now 
she is sparkling with superb wit and 
intelligence in ‘‘This Year of Grace."’ 
We have all saluted her hysterically. 
In comparing her with the master 
of comedy, Charlie Chaplin, we have 
come down as handsomely as we 
can, for, like him, she is no passing 
comedian, but a historical event. In 
order that there may be no possible 
probable shadow of doubt, let is’ be 
soberly recorded that she is a great 
comedian. 

= e* 

NLY the great ones can com- 
mand so much mute eloquence 
in pantomime. All Miss Lillie’s 

comedy, whether it be subtle or 


broad, springs from an alert intelli-|. 


gence which plays around ideas as 
flames lick around a fresh log. No 
doubt some of it comes through the 
medium of blousey costumes, over- 
elaborate hats that twist the line of 
her figure into a laugh. But most 
of it she conveys through gestures 
and facial expressions.that respond 
instantly to every coruscating quirk 
in her mind. Her first-appearance in 
“This Year of Grace’ is a prolonged 
pantomime, entitled ‘‘The ‘Bus, 
Rush,”’ in which Miss Lillie makes 
another excursion into that up-side- 
down realm of bourgeois dignity, 
where she has always been match- 
less. Costumed with the tawdry 
elegance of bad taste, encumbered 
with balloons and packages, she en- 
deavors to preserve her sense of 
personal importance in the confusion 
of repeated sallies toward passing 
buses. If she were humble this 
would be a forlorn spectacle. But 
since she is vain and desperately 
complacent, afflicted with delusions 
of haughty grandeur, she is pain- 
fully ridiculous as she struggles for 
her rights in a vaguely perplexed 
mob, and as she asserts, ineffectual- 
ly, her petty individuality. When she 
goes further and attempts to assert 
her superiority by smiling coyly at 
an alarmed little boy and patroniz- 
ingly patting him on the head she 
touches the heights of incongruity. 
It is a masterly comic sketch, like 
a George Belcher drawing. Yet all 
this fluid, street-corner drama Miss 
Lillie enacts with nothing more 
elaborate than a jumpy walk and a 
varying look of primness, scorn or 
indignation on her face. Those who 
radiate intelligence and humor need 
not encumber themselves: with the 
slapstick or with words. 
e. 

N ious to romp around in broad 

buffoonery. Other productions 
have made fuller use of her slapstick 
than “This Year of Grace.’’. Who 
will forget the indomitable, smiling 
prima donna that, in a previous com- 
edy, sang relentlessly in harsh tones, 
notwithstanding a violent brawl with 
the furniture and the leading man? 
There was no stopping her; there 
was no relief from yocal bathos or 
riotous laughter. As Daisy Kipshaw. 
the hoity-toity Channel swimmer, she 
verges on low comedy in ‘‘This Year 
of Grace,” strikes grotesquely affect- 
ed poses for the photographers, ad- 
dresses the vulgar mob in an insult- 
ingly friendly style, signs her auto- 
graph with a condescending flourish, 
and for one delirious moment she 
wrestles savagely with the frightened 
lad who will not give her his album, 
signs it and flings it angrily over her 
head. When she is a lady she insists 
upon observing every rule of conduct. 
She will not tolerate exiguous lapses 
from the accepted form. Despite the 
comic inadequacy of her pretensions 
to greatness, she expects every one 
to submit to her aura at once. 


OT that Miss Lillie is:too fastid- 


NLIKE most mimics, Miss Lillie 
is as good as her models; and 
there is, accordingly, no injus- 

tice in her caricatures. Seated at a 
high desk, dressed as a youth, she 
sings ‘‘World Weary’”’ with a tender, 
modest charm that enraptures the 
audience as completely as her bril- 
liant comedy delights it. Without the 
violent tag line, which twists this 
number also into satire, ‘World 
Weary’? might endure on its own 
merits as lovely music-hall singing. 
Before America impetuously usurped 
Miss Lillie five years ago she had 
acted on the dramatic stage, and no 
doubt well, for to be so articulate a 
comedian is to be an actress at heart.

The history of those twenty-three 
years is not one of hardships or 
struggles. His first job, secured 
through the Baron with the difficult 
name, was hardly one that required 
much art education. It called for 
the. coloring of postcards for the 
firm headed by the Baron at so 
much per card. Within a week, how- 
ever, young Choos showed the first 
flash of that initiative and fore- 
sight that has since marked his 
career. He figured out a stencil 
that allowed him to color several 
thousand cards a day. So he was 
put in charge of a staff of girls and 
trained them in the use of stencils, 
while he collected handsome royal- 
ties on the increased business. 

A little while later, when the 
case of Harry Thaw was at its 
height, Choos saw a chance to put 
his stencil to a new use. The result 
was a flood of colored pictures of 
Miss Nesbit, by reason of which ap- 
proximately $30,000 accrued to Mr. 
Choos.. (It may be noted at this 
point that this is not exactly a tale 
designed to wring tears of pity from 
the reader.) 

In the meantime he had been a 
pretty. constant student, if that is 
the word, of our American theatre. 
Now, with his sizable capital and 
the help of the Baron, whose name 
will not be typed again if it can 
possibly. be avoided, he opened a 
vaudeville production house. .

Choos, it seems, has something of 
talent in such matters, and it is a 
matter of record that in one way or 
another “The Busybody’’ earned 
back its investment. Maybe, of 
course, it wasn’t much of an invest- 
ment.

time. The second was an unusually 
interesting revival of Galsworthy’s 
‘The Silver Box.”’ The third was an 
astonishing entertainment called 
“High Treason,’’ by Noe] Pemberton- 
Billing. 

The Tolstoy play came as part of 


| the celebration of his centenary, and, 


being thus put on the stage for a few 
days only, suffered in performance. 
The acting of many parts was re- 
markably bad, though a young ac- 
tress, Miss Jean Shepeard, was dis- 
tinguished by her vitality and poise. 
But, in spite of a too general smudg- 
ing of the subtleties of Tolstoy’s por- 
traiture, the merits of the play ap- 
peared clearly enough. It was origi- 
nally written by him as an entertain- 
ment to be performed privately by 
his family and their Triends at Yas- 
naya Polyana, and an entertainment 
it remains before all else. It is a 
tale of how a group of peasants came 
to the landowner of their district 
with a request that their community 
might be allowed to buy land in in- 
stalments. 

The landowner was a kindly but 
silly man with an obsessed interest in 
spiritualistic séances. The spirits ad- 
vised him to refuse the peasants’ re- 
quest and he consequently refused it, 
Tolstoy skillfully suggesting that it 
was by such fanciful, arbitrary and 
thoughtless rule that Russia was vir- 
tually governed. The landowner’s 
maid servant, who was in league with 
the peasants, thereupon devised a 
plan. She arranged that her master 
should get it into his head that the 
youth to whom she was betrothed, a 
footman’s assistant and an affable 
fool, was mediumistic, and should in- 
vite him to preside at a séance. She 
ar.:anged further that she herself 
should be concealed in the room 
while the séance was in progress and, 
after deceiving the learned company 
with manifestations that she had in- 
vented, should give advice in favor 
of the peasants’ cause. 

There is the whole story in out- 
line—much of it broad comedy, some 
of it very near to farce. It is, or 
would be if it were well performed, 
remarkably good entertainment. 
But through the entertainment, Tol- 
stoy, the reformer and teacher, ap- 
pears. In a sense, the play is a plea 
for the peasant ownership of land, 
and a satire—pretty fierce now and 
then—on the ruling classes. And it 
is worth while to observe how this 
plea and satire are introduced. 
There are no rhetorical sermons, no 
heavy passages of seriousness out of 
keeping with the general lightness of 
the piece. Instead, Tolstoy has re- 
lied upon the accurate portraiture of 
a large group of people and has 
allowed the portraits to speak for 
themselves. His peasants are splen- 
didly drawn. As they sit in the 
kitchen and discuss their own and 
their master’s affairs, you seem to 
be present and overhearing. Tol- 
stoy’s purpose has been to make you 


a| love and understand these men with 


their faults, their ignorance, their 
prejudices, but with a great sim- 
plicity of heart and an overwhelm- 
ing affection for the country. He 
does not argue their cause. He 
shows them to you and allows them 
to be in themselves their own argu- 
ment. Nor does he attack with bit- 
terness and distortion the ruylers 
whom he satirizes. The worst he 
does for them is to draw their por- 
traits and allow their portraits to

author’s own supervision, so that we 
‘Taay assume that its present form is 
that seiek he is willing to leave 
it. “And in many ways it is one of 
‘the best ot his dramatic works, be- 
ing more clearly cut than most and 
less arbitrary in its sentiment. This, 
too, is a plea for the poor and a 
satire on the rich, and Mr. Gals- 
worthy has conspictiously one of 
Tolstoy’s virtues. He can draw por- 
traits of those he loves and persuade 
his audience to love and pity them. 
Mrs. Jones, the charwoman who was 
wrongly accused of theft, and her 
husband, who did steal, but in cir- 
cumstances of terrible need and 
temptation, are tragically alive. 
But by comparison with these, Mr. 
Galsworthy’s rich men and women 
are puppets. Why? Not indeed be- 
cause he cannot draw rich men. 
The old fellow who ate his dinner in 
“The Stoic’? was a masterpiece; so 
was Soames Forsyte; so, in varying 
circumstances, were half a dozen 
others. But the truth is that when 
Mr. Galsworthy draws rich men in 
their relation with the poor he can- 
not avoid distorting them, either on 
the side of sentiment or on the side 
of hypocrisy and cruelty. It is the 
latter distortion that is the flaw in 
‘The Silver Box."’ It is not so great 
as to prevent the play from being a 
good one, but great enough to injure 
its persuasive value and to endanger 
it as a work of art. Tolstoy allows 
his rich men to make fools of them- 
selves; Mr. Galsworthy’s tendency 
is to thrust foolishness upon them. 
And when we come to Mr. Pember- 
ton-Billing we come to propaganda

as blatant as propaganda can be. 
The idea in the author’s mind ap- 
pears to be that peace cannot come 
to the world by any negotiation be- 
tween governments because the ulti- 
mate sanction of all governments, as 
they are at present constituted, is 
war. He tells, therefore, of a world 





League of Peace with millions of 
members who pledge themselves to 
resist the commands of their govern- 
ments when those commands conflict 
with the teachings of Christ. A saint- 
ly Bishop is persuaded to put himself 
at the head of this league. His ac- 
tion is regarded by the Prime Min- 
ister as of world-shaking importance. 
Why, I cannot imagine. There are 
thousands of priests or Bishops all 
over the world ‘who might be pre- 
pared to sign such a covenant, for, 
after all, the teachings of Christ are 
open to various interpretations, and 
it is safe to assume that if a new war 
should come the covenanters would 
variously interpret their pledges, In 
fact, priests are already pledged to 
allegiance to the teaching of Christ. 
I cannot see that the signature of 
Mr. Pemberton-Billing’s covenant 
would affect their present position or 
their future action. The promise 
contained in it is so easy to wriggle 
out of or to break that it cannot be 
regarded, as Mr. Pemberton-Billing 
appears to regard it, as a menace to 
the existing order, 


However that may be, the Bishop 
signs. Soon afterward war is in the 
balance. The Prime Minister has de- 
cided to fight and his decision is to 
be announced to the world by wire- 
less at midnight. But he is afraid of 
the influence of the League of Peace 
and tries to persuade the Bishop to 
give his advice on the side of war. 
The Bishop appears to yield. He goes 
to the microphone, but, instead of 
announcing war, he declares for 
peace. The enraged Prime Minister 
attacks him with the firetongs, but 
falls before the episcopal revolver. 
After that it is a short way to the 
law courts and a trial for murder. 
The Bishop has saved the world from 
war and is now to be tried for his 
life. He will not defend himself. 
He stands there with the look of a 
martyr on his face, having imposed 
upon himself a rigid rule of silence— 
a rule which does, at least, make him 
unique among his brethren. And the 
trial goes on. The counsel make 
speeches, the Judge sums up inter- 
minably, and long before the end we 
are all sick to death of it. You feel 
that if they don’t make haste to hang 
their Bishop he will die of old age 
before the gallows are prepared. 


Never was there a more extrava- 
gant and melodramatic play ona 
serious subject. And yet, for all its 
faults of matter and manner, it is 
saved from tediousness by the fanati- 
cism of its author. .I like fanatics; 
they are so much less dull than peo- 
ple who are too clever to believe in 
anything. And through all the non- 
sense of the stage Mr. Pemberton- 
Billing’s passionate belief in his own 
preachment appears. The most in- 
tolerable thing in the world is ‘re- 
ligious propaganda delivered by a 
man who has his tongue in his cheek. 
But Mr. Billing’s tongue is not in his 
cheek; at least it was not while he 
wrote this play, though it:is probable 
that his opinions are as _ swiftly 
changing as they are obviously emo- 
tional. So it happens that, though he 
delivers his message with extreme 
crudity and violence, it is to be en- 
dured for the plain reason that he 
believes in it and that his belief has 
given a sort of wild, stumbling vigor 
to his pen.

She played 
in the original production of ‘‘Mile- 
stones,’’ and she was a member of 
Charles Frohman’s now almost leg- 
endary repertory company at the 
Duke of York’s. She has acted with 
Hawtrey, and she toured Australia 
with Boucicault.

Mise Treadwell’s philosophy must 
apply as well in one case as in an- 
other), is an unendurable universe.

Last season he went to Rochester 
for more stock; played for a time in 
“The Medicine Man,’’ which never 
reached Broadway; played opposite 
Claiborne Foster in ‘‘Trigger,’’ and 
in ‘These Modern Women’ with 
Chrystal Herne. He has had, it will 
seem, no easy time of it. 

He has appeared on Broadway in 
“This Thing Called Love’’ for ten 
consecutive weeks, which is four 
weeks longer than he has ever pre- 
viously appeared in any one play. 


Both Words and Music 


LTHOUGH he is a_ successful 
song writer, Cole Porter has 
never assumed the responsibil- 

ity for a mammy song. Nor has he 
ever played the piano in Tin Pan 
Alley. His songs draw their inspira- 
tion from the sands of the Lido, from 
the gayer places of New York and 
Paris and from the sort of people 
you see depicted in Vanity Fair but 
never in real life; but they seem to 
have as great an appeal for the mul- 
titudes as do ditties about ivy-cov- 
ered cottages small by the water-fall. 
Such numbers as “‘Let’s Misbehave’’ 
and ‘‘I’m in Love Again’’ have sold 
thousands of copies in spite of their 
aristocratic origins. 


' And while it is perfectly true that 
. Porter was born on a farm near 
Peru, Ind., he has never in words 
and music expressed a desire for 
such bucolic pléasures as spooning 
beneath a Hoosier moon. His lyrics 
are more apt to relate cynical stories 
about little girls whose only knowl- 
edge of the pitfalls of the city is 
gained from nice gentlemen who buy 
them diamonds and pearls and His- 
pano-Suizas. Porter went through 
Yale, but its praises remain unsung 
so far as he is concerned. He went 
to law school before he began writing 
songs—both words and music. And, 
to. spoil a success story, let it be said 
that he writes only because he likes 
to. He never has had to struggle up 
from poverty—his chief difficulty has 
rather been to struggle down from 
the Ritz, where he lives when in New 
York. He also has an apartment in 
Paris and a house at the Lido. 


This emphasis upon Porter’s back- 
ground might seem exaggerated or 
decidedly superfluous were it not for 
the fact that his songs so well re- 
flect this background. Many of 
them—certainly one, or two which 
Miss Bordoni sings in ‘‘Paris’’—have 
originated from the same millieu that 
produces a Firbank novel, a Barton 
caricature or a Maugham play. In 
his talents Porter is not dissimilar 
to Noel Coward. .Some day, if he’ 
gets particularly ambitious, he may 
even emulate Coward by writing a 
one-man revue.

A 23-YEAR-OLD SCENE DESIGNER 





NY ONE of 23 is, of course, an 
infant in the theatre. They 
have to be 28 or so, like Jed 
Harris, before they can be- 

come an enfant terrible. Redington 
Sharpe, designer of the settings for 
the Theatre Guild’s . production of 
Mr. Shaw’s ‘Major Barbara,” is 
such an infant, and from him is 
drawn the information that as a 
stage-struck youth he constructed 
model settings and used eggshells 
whenever he wanted to suggest the 
dome of an Oriental palace! 

“Major Barbara’ is the young 
man’s first production on Broadway. 
He had been trying for a year or 
more to get a job hereabouts. He 
was very frank in saying that he 
needed the job badly. He tried sev- 
eral things allied, in a faint sort of 
way, to scenic designing, but sam- 
ples of his work, shown to the Board 
of managers of the Guild, interested 
that august (with the exception of 
Helen Westley) body, and he got the 
job. 

Young Sharpe’s mother was an ac- 
tress in Maude Adams’s company, 
and marriage, it seems, had ended 
her career but not her love for the 
theatre. He was, therefore, encour- 
aged to go ahead with his plans, 
which began with building blocks 
and developed, between the ages of 
5 and 10, to the point where he was 
doing original dramas (of his own!) 
for the children of the neighborhood.

ters he mounted them on small metal 
stands and moved them about the 
stage by means of a strong magnet 
used underneath the stage flooring. 

At 15 Sharpe was given.a two- 
years’ scholarship in the Art Insti- 
tute at Cleveland, where he was then 
living. At-17 he came to New York 
to study with Norman-Bel Gedées, 
who soon made him assistant in 
actual production work. This was 
what artists refer to as his inspira- 
tional, formative period. Then he 
underwent six months’ training in a 
scenic studio, determined, as it were, 
to learn the business from the bot- 
tom up. 


At 19 he was made Art Director of 
the Pasadena Community Playhouse 
in California, the noted Little Thea- 
tre presided over by Gilmor Brown. 
Brown is credited with having 
brought the boy out—it seems the 
position was non-existent until 
Sharpe arrived and ‘he held it down 
for two years. There he did designs 
for such varied. plays as ‘“‘Peer 
Gynt,’”’ ‘“‘The Swan,” ‘‘He Who Gets 
Slapped,” “Lady Windermere’s 
Fan’’ (we said varied), ‘‘The Chief 
Thing” (in which he was just as 
bizarre as the Soudekine sets for 
the Guild production in New York), 
“Outward Bound,” “The Merry 
Wives of Windsor’ and ‘Hedda 
Gabler.” His work at Pasadena 
attracted the attention of the play 
producers in Los Angeles, where he 
designed a melodrama for Pauline 
Frederick (the same-one now play- 
ing on tour in the Bast); ‘‘The 
Clinging Vine’ revival for Peggy 
Wood, ‘‘Lady Be Good” and ‘‘Little 
Nelly Kelly.’ When he left Cali- 
fornia to go to Europe, his designs 
for James Elroy Fiecker’s ‘‘Has- 
san,’’ which was the last play he 
worked on for the Pasadena Play- 
house, were requested by Robert G. 
Shaw, Curator of Harvard, for the 
university’s theatre collection. 


Sharpe went to Europe in the face 
of many friendly protests. He says 
now that he felt he was too young to 
grow complacent and he determined 
(ah, what is so brave as youthful 
dc’ -rmination!) to test his value in 
foreign atmosphere. He lived for 
nine. months in Paris and became 
familiar with the modern ideas of 
Baty, Dullin,’ Pitoéff and Gémier, 
talking with them, watching their 
rehearsals, assisting in odd jobs 
backstage and meanwhile earning a 
living by designing numbers for 
such papa-spank revues ‘as those at 
the Folies-Bergére, the’ Casino de 
Paris and the Palace:

The atmosphere of the unconven- 
tional and the unexpected in conven- 
tional surroundings is indicated at 
the very beginning of the play. We 
are shown the garden of the country 
house, which Lemazurier, the distin- 
guished Academician, has chosen for 
its solitude.

ARTISTIC GERMAN FILM 





Homecoming’ Ts a Lesson in Detail With a 
Fine Sense of Restraint 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 

N an extraordinarily facile man- 
ner and without those insuffer- 
able falsities and exaggerations 

' that so often accompany drab 
stories or those supposed to possess 
etrength, Erich Pommer, the Ger- 
man producer, and his director, Joe 
May, have inoculated their picture, 
‘“‘Homecoming,”” with a sense of 
fealism seldom seen on the screen. 

These Ufa producers in a relatively 
few scenes tell so much that those 
who are late for this film are bound 
to be disappointed. It is one that is 
spoiled by sitting through the last 
three quarters and then waiting for 
the beginning. It is at times a little 
slow, but the scenes are so ably por- 
trayed that: one may conclude after- 
ward that a great deal occurred in 
those very places where the story 
seemed sluggish. 

Those who anticipate any sparkle 
er tinsel will be disappointed in this 
effort, for it is an Enoch Arden type 
of narrative, that swings from chap- 
ters in a desolate section of Russia 
to an unpretentious dwelling in a 
German town. It may, therefore, 
not seem to have much relief, but it 
has truth, which is more important. 

The early sequences are finely pic- 
tured. There are two German cap- 
tive soldiers with contrasting na- 
tures. Richard 4s married. He is 

surly about having had to leave his 
young bride for the war. Karl is 
cheerful and he not only makes life 
worth living for himself in the grim 
region but he-also helps his chum to 
bear with the monotony. 

It is Richard who remarks that it 
would be about that time of day that 
his wife would bring him his supper. 
Karl tells the sullen Richard: to make 
the fire while he ‘‘attends to the 
larder.”” Then Richard, after look- 
ing at a makeshift calendar which 
tells him of the number of days he 
has been separated from his wife, 
guddenly declares that he has for- 





gotten what his wife looks like. Karl 
gays: 

“T haven't. We haven't talked | 
about anything else for the last 729 
days! Your rooms * * * the chair 
with the wabbly leg, the washtub 
behind the curtain, the sofa. Your 
wife * * * She’s got a mole on her 
shoulder! How could I forget?” 

The power of this film is such that 
it is even a relief for the spectator 
to get to a city, particularly after 
spending some time with Karl and 
RRichard in.-the Siberian . desert, 
where the two friends are separated. 

Mr. Pommer is quite satisfied with 
depicting a good idea once. When a 
Cossack neatly leaps from the: stir- 
rups to the saddle, the producer does 
not repeat the act and the episode 
is all the stronger for it. He gives 
a vivid idex. of thirst in the desert, 
and the scenes revealing Richard re- 
turning to Germany after Russia has 
ended hostilities. are expertly done. 
These traveling scenes impress. one 
in a brief interval with Richard’s 
agonizing hardships in going. first, 
across Russia, then through part of 
Germany. They occupy but little 
time on the scréen.and yet they lin- 
_ ger in one’s mind long after leaving 
the picture. There are dissolves 
where one sees the dancing feet of 
Karl end Anna in a beer garden 
slowly turn into the feet of ex-prison- 
ers of war stamping to keep warm. 

There is suspense and stealth in 
those sequences where Richard 
eventually approaches his home town. 
He is hopeful of finding his wife joy- 
ous at the sight of him. Yet his vis- 
age is cheerless. He is imagining 

; and that which he thinks up, 
possibly, happens. He treads his 
way to his home, the place that he 
had not seen for years, and slowly 
mounts the stairs. One knows that 
he is to meet with a surprise, for 
Karl hes Anna in his«arms. Rich- 
ard’s fingers are seen on the wain- 
ecoting and soon his head appears. 

- Anna and Karl are embracing. It is 
their first kiss and they tell this to 
husband, but he’ believes that 
affair has been going on ever

Just 
when one expects that Richard is 
going to pull the trigger the memory 
of Karl carrying him mile after mile 
in the Siberian desert deters him 
and he replaces the weapon in his 
pocket. 

In the bedcies there is a sugges- 
tion that Richard had abandoned the 
sea to wed, and in the end he re- 
turns to a ship. He has seen Anna 
recoil from him and he declares that 


he wants no woman who does not | 


want him. His love returns to the 
sea! 

Every incident in this picture is 
skilifully worked out, both in the set- 
tings and in the action. It is also 
cleverly acted. by the trio of players. 
There. is no cabaret relief, no haloed 
blonde, no glittering costumes, but 
in every sequence there is something 
new, something to make one think 
that the motion picture is an art 
after all. 


Lars Hansen is never for a moment 
out of character in this difficult réle. 
His work’ is as real as the back- 


—-| grounds. As. the--cheery.-Karl,-Gus-|- 


tav Froelich gives a fine perform- 
ance, one in which he is naturally 
good-natured and wholesome. Dita 
Parlo, who was only recently brought 
to this country by Famous Players 
Lasky officiates as Anna. There are 
moments when her eyes are some- 
what reminiscent of Lya de Putti. 
It was chiefly her acting in this pic- 
ture that brought her fame in Ger- 
many and caused Hollywood to want 
her. It-was intended: that she should 
act..opposite Maurice Chevalier in 
his forthcoming production, but soon 
after her arrival in Hollywood, for 
some reason or other, it was decided 
she was not to be in the Chevalier 
production. 


‘‘Interference.”’ 


HE audible pictorial transcription 
ft of the play ‘Interference,’ is 

an emphatically encouraging 
talking picture, for there is no little 
naturalness in the diction of the 
players. It. now remains, however, 
for further difficulties to be over- 
come before talking pictures can be 
criticized as one-would a play. At 
present their novelty is still the. most 
interesting point, and this is the case 
with ‘‘Interference,’’ despite the fact 
that the story is carried on quite 
smoothly. 

Producers and players in these 
talking films have no little diffi- 
culty in curing weaknesses of the 
new device, for it is one thing to say 
that an actor is slow on the uptake, 
but if one went to the studio to see 
this individual working one might 
not only sympathize with him and 
the director in their zeal to make 
something really impressive, but also 
fee] a keen admiration for their ac- 
complishments sd .eatly in the game, 
when no performers have had much 
experience. You may see a man in 
a silent room, the very stillness of 
which is discomfiting, and perceive 
him talking to a woman quite nat- 
urally, or just as if he were on the 
stage and a thousand pair of eyes 
upon him and could hear the ap- 
plause. It is difficult to maintain 
the illusion before the deceptive 
microphone! 


While, without a doubt, ‘‘Interfer- 
ence” shows the greatest progress of 
any talking -film, it ‘still possesses 
weaknesses in lines that would never 
be accepted for a play. There is also 
the idea that the director waits too 
long at times before there are replies 
to questions, and then there are mo- 
ments when he does not give suffi- 
cient time. If a person enters an 
apartment not a sound is heard dur- 
ing the approach from the hall to 
the room, which, of course, seems 
strange to the audience. One does 
not glare at the caller in silence and 
expect him to be mute unti] he has 
taken off his hat and gloves and put 
his cane in a rack. 


Mr, ‘Kelly’s Idea. 

Arthur. W. Kelly, Chaplin’s busi- 
ness representative and vice presi- 
dent and treasurer’ of the United 
Artists, had a brilliant idea the 
other day, when: Ae. declared that 
the spoken film of the future would 
eventually havea screen as large as

the stage, so that the director would 
not have to seek refuge in close- 
ups to show the expression on a 
countenance. This would ‘also. give 
the audience a chance to watch the 
other players during the actions of 
a central character. There have al- 
ready been pictures shown on a 
wide angle or enlarged screens, but 
Mr. Kelly’s idea would also entail 
special photographic .feats, which, 
after all, might not be so difficult 
to obtain. 

The picture producer may have ad- 
ditional expenses on his hands when 
making a talking film,. but his sets 
will cost him less, which after all is 
an item of no little consideration. 
The audible screen. effort, however, 
will always have to show more than 
is depicted on the stage, for if a 
woman. goes.to another apartment 
the audience will expect to see the 
other abode. The stage can use a 
telephone as in ‘‘Jealousy,’’ to make 
up for the absence of a character, 
but on the screen, whether it is 
silent or audible, the spectator. will 
not be beguiled by a mere voice over 
the wire. The speaker must be 
shown. 


Unless a'good many of the old 
plays (not classics)‘ are revamped’ by 
expert playwrights, it does not seem 
likely that they will ever make more 
than very ordinary film material. A 
great point in favor of ‘“‘Interfer- 
ence” is that the ideas are up to 
date and although some persons may 
feel a trifle ill at ease at the period- 
ical strange silences, they will be 
quite interested in this British melo- 
drama, which after all, as a speak- 
ing film, is good enough to call 
forth real criticism, which is not the 
case with the average dialogue pic- 
torial - production.

outstanding features of the 
past week in the British film 
world have been the trade- 
showing of Al Jolson’s second 
talking picture, ‘‘The Singing Fool,’’ 
and the opening of the new Empire 
picture ‘theatre. ‘The Singing Fool’’ 
proved to be so good that it almost 
completely reversed the judgment 
passéd. against the talkies after the 
inquest on “‘The Terror.’”” The new 
Empire is a bigger and better theatre 
than the old one, and it is easily the 
most important example of modern 
cinema construction England has yet 
provided. 

Eighty per cent of the criticisms 
of “The Singing Fool’ were highly 
favorable. Thosé who liked it wrote 
of Jolson’s “‘amazing versatility and 
visible'joy of life’? and described the 
film as “a significant and deeply en- 
joyable entertainment”’ and ‘‘a talkie 
triumph.”’ BE\verybody agreed that it 
would bea sure box. office success. 
It made even the hardboiled trade 
audience who saw and heard its first 
presentation reach for their handker- 
chiefs. -To make a film renter weep 
at a trade show is a rea] triumph 
unless: one» were to class’ his grief 
with; that. of the-afterdinner «guest 
who when found: in tears after the 
rendition of ‘‘Annie Laurie’ by the 
hostess’: daughter and asked whether 
he were a Scotsman replied: ‘‘No, 
@ musician.’? “Apparently one critic 





of “The Singing Fool’’ resented Al 
Jolson’s effect on his Adam’s apple, 
for this is ‘what: he wrote: 

‘Jolson is more than a phenomenon, 
he is-a portent; a symbol of that 
unutterably - dreadful theatricalism 
in domestic sentiment which seems 
to :be the. reaction from America’s 
overcommercialized conditions of ex- 
istence. ‘The Singing Fool’ reduces 
the ‘Pagliacci’ theme.to a morass of 
jellied slop, from-which ‘Al’ bleats 
and bellows like a stricken mooncalf 
dissolving in.throes of lachrymosity. 
This story of a singine waiter pining 
for his faithless wife and dying child 
makes ‘East ‘Lynne’ and ‘Little Lord 
Fauntleroy’ read like: actuarial re- 
ports.

Jolson’s Success. 

“The Singing! Fool’s success—for it 
will be a success despite the ‘hos- 
tility it excited in the breast of the 
aforementioned critic—will give a 
fresh fillip to the production of Eng- 
lish talkies. A significant announce- 
ment is that the English producer, 
Herbert Wilcox, has left for Holly- 
wood to. supervise the: production of 
two. full-length: talking pictures. for 
the British and Dominions Company. 
They: will .be.made in Hollywood at 
ithe Christie studios and one of them 
may. be directed by. Marshal Neilan. 
Meanwhile talking. picture. studios 
will. be built near London by British 
and Dominions. Mr. Wilcox, in other 
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words, is going to Hollywood to learn 
how to make talking films and he is 
taking with hima staff of British 
technicians for training. By April 
his company expects: to be able to 
produce its-own sound pictures in its 
own sound studios:and to have se- 
cured. sufficient. knowledge of the 
latest audible film technique and of 
the demands of the American market 
to give them an international appeal. 


Does Hollywood’s willingness to let 
the English industry into its talkie 
secrets imply a realization that talk- 
ing pictures must: be made in the 
country in which their scenes are 
laid? If this is so then another item 
of recent film news becomes signifi- 
eant. This is the departure from 
London for Hollywood a week ago of 
J. C. Graham, Paramount’s English 
head. Mr. Graham will. interpret for 
his chiefs the needs of the English 
market. as indicated by criticism of 
‘The Terror’ and other talking films 
recently shown here, 

The New Empire. 

Presenting talking films in Eng- 
land has its own peculiar problems. 
It has tentatively béen decided that 
a talking picture is not a play and 
therefore - not) subject ‘to censorship 
by the Lord Chamberlain. That is 
perhaps a good thing for the film, 
since the British Board of Film Cen- 
sors has more experience of, and pre- 
sumably more sympathy with, pro- 
ducers’ problems... The censoring of 
the talking films so far imported has 
meant in some>cases that they have 
had to be sent back to the United 
States for alteration; since the neces- 
sary equipment was not available 
here. The Board of Film Censors 
are judging sound films by the same 
standards they have employed for 
their silent » predecessors. Profane 
captions were not allowed in the lat- 
ter, and similarly ac‘ors will not be 
permitted to. swear.in the former. 


‘The -Singing Fool’’ ‘is ‘to be the 
opening film for: the new Regal 
Theatre, which will:be added to Lon- 
don’s .list: of palatial picture houses 
ina: fortnight.

‘hearsals of the new‘ works begin, 
‘according to our informant, he has 
‘two bright young men come to his 
‘study and play the music for him, 
over and over again, four hands, on 
the piano. These young men are very 
clever. The conducter searched far 
and wide to secure them, and main- 
tains their services and their discre- 
tion at a prodigious cost to himself. 
They can read scores if Mr. Kousse- 
vitzky cannot. It does not matter 
if he is performing a new work from 
manuscript. These young phenome- 
nons simply place the manuscript on 
the piano rack, dividing ‘the’ burden 
of the impromptu transcription in 
such a way as to equalize the parts 
between the player who plays upper 
parts and the player who ‘plays the 
bass. They do this at sight, mean- 
while explaining to the attentive and 
perspicacious conductor, as they go 
aiong, the details that he must look 
out for when he confronts the or- 
chestra. Then, whén Koussevitzky is 
letter-perfect in his knowledge, and 
not before, he puts the new work 
into rehearsal. Even then strange 
and disconcerting things happen. It 
is known by those close to Mr. 
Koussevitzky that although he has 
been for years an internationally 
famous virtuoso of the double-bass, 
and although his intonation has never 
been criticized, he really has, no. ear. 
If a false note is sounded, even, say, 
by such a prominent instrument as 
a solo horn, he is unaware of. it un- 
less some member of the orchestra 
calls it to his attention.

Even so, it is evident that without 


instantaneous assimilation Mr. Kous- 
sevitzky could not keep his impor- 
tant position. Of course, he learns 
very rapidly as he goes on with the 
rehearsals. Once his assistants have 
tactfully acquainted .him with the 
thematic material of his score and 
pounded the tempi into his head, the 
orchestra can be relied upon to do 
most of the real work that remains 
of preparation. The results secured 
are. amazing. When. the concert 
takes place, lo and behold! the or- 
chestra plays with a sureness, a bal- 
ance of the choirs, a precision of ac- 
cent and nicety of shading, a pro- 
portion of the inner parts, a variety 
of color and elasticity of pace that 
to secure in any like measure most 
conductors would have to under- 
stand every note of the score. But 
that is Koussevitzky, strange mix- 
ture ‘of virtuosity, magnetism and 
ignorance, whose orchestra performs 
with such apparent brilliancy and 
precision and whose concerts are 
sold out long in advance ” his ap- 
pearance. 


It may not be believed that such 
charges and explanations as those 
recorded would be made by supposed- 
ly serious and intelligent people—peo- 
ple, moreover, who are in many cases 
acquainted with the outline of Mr.

THE GASTEIN “SYMPHONY.” 
HE question of the legendary 
lost ‘‘Gastein’” symphony of 
Schubert, in which Sir George 

Grove always believed, while. later 
commentators have been inclined to 
deride the claims that such a score 
ever existed, has been revived by the 
sensational and questionable an- 
nouncement, which has yet to be 
proved authoritative; of the actual 
discovery of this score in Budapest. 


It will be remembered that a $1,000 
prize was offered by the Columbia 
Phonograph Company at the begin- 
ning of the Schubert year for the 
discovery of this symphony. As a re- 
sult four clues to the possible exis- 
tence of this score were reported to 
the Vienna Society of the Friends of 
Music. Three of these, which prompt 
investigation dismissed as being un- 
worthy of credence, came from Gmiin- 
den, Gastein and Styr. A fourth, 
which investigators have been work- 
ing upon, came from Budapest. In 
due course the Schubert centennial 
headquarters received a cable an- 
nouncing the discovery of a sympho- 
ny in C minor apparently the ‘‘Gas- 
tein,’’ together with the statement 
that a facsimile of a page of the 
newly discovered score was being 
sent to America by the Schubert Cen- 
tennial Committee. This facsimile 
was received last Tuesday.

THE RADIO AND COMPOSERS’ RIGHTS 





| To the Editor of The New York Times: 

¥ letter on the refusal of cer- 

tain organizations to permit 

the broadcasting of composi- 
tions at public concerts brings forth 
a letter from James FP. Dunn, 
| who says that he ‘‘would like to 
challenge’’ my statements. Doubt- 
less he would like to, since he 
seems to be a supporter of the 
American Society of Authors, Com- 
posers and Publishers, though in 
whet capacity or possible official 


connection he does not say, but he 


has not challenged them, nor given 
a single word or fact that could. The 
fact that a composer and his pub- 
lisher may assign the right of public 
performance to the Society of Au- 
thors, Composers and Publishers has 
absolutely nothing to do with the 
argument I have made. Mr. Dunn, 
complaining of my distinction be- 
tween the radio and the phonograph, 
says that ‘‘this seems to savor of 
nothing but the proverbial red her- 
ring.’”’ Why so? My entire letter 
‘was a very calmly and carefully rea- 
soned argument, a demonstration of 
plain logic: It is very hard to see 
where the proverbial red herring 
comes in, or why it should. But 
that kind of discussion is character- 


yee of those whose misguided ideas 
have interrupted the broadcasting of 
papers to Vambery, who examined | oat oe ng 


symphony concerts. 

The quality of their reasoning 
ability may be judged by this sen- 
tence from Mr. Dunn's letter: ‘‘The 
composer, instead of giving his prod- 
uct to the world, may even destroy 
it if he so chooses.: This no man 
can gainsay;’’ Well, who wants to 
gainsay such a statement? 

I should not have bothered to reply 
to this letter, except that yesterday, 
Nov. 11, we had another case of the 
same niggardly refusal to permit 
broadcasting at a Philharmonic con- 
cert. I have named the organization 
which bases its make-believe au- 
thority on a mythical copyright. I 
may as well name the other organi- 
zation, which has tried to set up an 
impersonal fetich of ‘‘contract”’ as an 
explanation of its: course of- policy 
toward the rddio, broadcasting com- 
panies. This is the Metropolitan Mu- 
sical Bureau, managers of the sing- 
ers who belong to the Metropolitan 
Opera. Company. 

I had perhaps better make it clear 
that I have no connection with. any 
broadcasting studio; I have no per- 
sonal friendship or even acquain- 
tanceship in the smallest degree with 
any one 80 connected. I own ‘no 
stock in any broadcasting company. 
I have moreover contributed in some 
degree to the financial recompense 
of ‘such artists during a period’ of 
thirty years, for while I have had 
the opportunity -of obtaining many 
passes to concerts, I have never made 
this a practice but have paid my 
way, and continue to do so. 

My sole purpose in discussing these 
matters is in the interests of those 
music lovers, or those persons who 
are becoming music lovers through 
means of the radio, who live in -re- 
mote country districts.’ For number- 
less. thousands the radio provides the 
only means they will ever have of 








hearing music that requires a large 


organization for its performance, 





for while singérs and solo instru- 
mentalists often go on tour reaching 
the smaller towns, now within reach 
of practically all communities, the 
symphony orchestras and opera com- 
panies cannot do so. 

The Metropolitan Musical Bureau 
has sent me a lengthy letter defend- 
ing the refusal to permit broadcast- 
ing. This letter is too long to quote 
even extracts, but I will say that it 
is based upon a thoroughly errone- 
ous business philosophy, @ failure to 
adapt to' currént conditions, an at- 
tempt. to continue managerial prac- 
tice upon methods of a bygone era, 
In a few words, this means that the 
managers, and perhaps some of the 
artists, look upon. radio perform- 
ances as being exactly of the same 
nature as free performances, and 
therefore calculated to injure the 
drawing rower of an artist. The ar- 
gument is so fallacious that it need 
not be seriously considered. I will, 
however, briefly answer it. 


Up to the time.of the World War 
it was easy to get tickets to almost 
any concert on the day of perform- 
ance, Try and get one today. If 
you. don’t get your ticket in ad- 
vance you don’t. hear the concert. 
And you can’t even do that in some 





cases where entire halls are sold out 
on subscription for the whole season. 
In New York. City nearly $5,000,000 
is spent annually for vocal. lessons 
alone, Figure the. money: spent for 
musical. tuition im. .all branches 
throughout the country. Any one in- 
terested may get. the statistics from 
any musical journal or-the United 
States Census Bureau. Music today 
in America is -a major industry. 
What did it? The radio, pure and 
simple, Never have musicians in the 
history of their art earned a fraction 
of what they are getting today. In- 
deed, there are not a few musicians 
whose incomes make them wealthy 
even in these days. It is notable 
that in every case they have been 
persons who know how to gain—and 
hold—the good-will of the public. 
Why the.tremendous- attendance at 
concerts, ifthe radio ts present to 
carry. thosé“ concerts’ out over the 
country? Simply because, in’ spite 
of the claims of some manufacturers 
of radio receiving sets, radio has not 
yet reached the stage of perfect re- 
production, nor ever will, probably. 
It is fairly good today, certainly, and 
for those who cannot, for any rea- 
son, attend a concert in person, it is 
better than nothing. But no one who 
has ever heard a concert in person— 
or an opera,.or a soloist—will say 
that the radio, however fine, can 
compare in any degree with the orig: 
inal performance. ‘And this says 
nothing of the desire inherent ir

Those cases are of a special na- 
ture. The singers were engaged to 
supply merely a vocal part of the 
harmonic structure, no different in 
any way from the various instru- 
mental parts. Symphony orchestras 
maintain only their instrumentalists 
on salaries; when vocalists are need- 
ed they are engaged for the per- 
formance and paid their fee for that 
purpose, and they. are, during the 
course of such a performance, mem- 
bers of the orchestra. They are no 
more entitled to.an extra fee from 
the broadcasting companies than are 
the other members of the orchestra 
or the.conductor.. If they were, then 
so would in truth the ticket seller 
and the ushers, for they, in their 
sphere, contribute to the. perform- 
ance of those activities which make 
up in whole an orchestral concert in 
a public hall, 

The seeming. inability to recognize 
this fact and the refusal to allow 
broadcasting upon their failure, thus 
preventing the broadcasting of the 
vocal-movement, of the Ninth Sym- 
phony and vocal parts of other or- 
chestral works, cam only appear to 
the public as a sordid commercial- 
ism, a mean selfishness and an utter 
contempt and indifference to public 
good-will. No plausibility and so- 
phisticated argument can make this 
practice appear in any other light 
or can excuse it.

DO PRIZES AID PROGRESS? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Although your editorials generally 
command my admiration, several 
statements made today in connection 
with Schubert. memorials cannot but 
arouse a word of .protest.. ‘‘Why 
should not great art and great busi- 
ness go hand in hand?” . Indeed, 
the almighty dollar, which is the 
bane of our civilization—the prime 
cause of so much class inequality, 
the competition among nations which 
leads to world wars, to malignant 
rivalries, to aggrancizement of the 
great nations over the small—this 
glitter of gold. this god Mammon, is 
to be the patron saint of art and 
evoke great music from the pen of 
the avaricious artist. 

I am not so convinced of the happy 
lot of the composer in this country. 
Nor will the mere doling out of 
prizes solve the problem. There is 
an element of cnauvanism, of sopho- 
moric emulation, of lowering of dig- 
nity in it.

Maria Olszewska, the Viennese con- 
tralto who made a recent début in 
“Carmen’’ with the Chicago Civic 
Opera Company, gave her first re- 
cital in America on Nov. 14 in Kan- 
sas City. ‘The Times of that city 
comments on her performance as 
follows: 

“The program, excepting perhaps 
the group in English, was beautifully 


chosen and beautifully suhg. ‘The |’ -- 


voice is warm and sumptuously col- 
ored all through its range, and par- 
ticularly lovely in its upper and lower 
thirds, so to speak. It is very well 
schooled and responsive, and is made 
to mold itself, phrase by phrase, into 
a structure that becomes an artistic 
whole with the concluding note of 
each song and can be remembered as 
a creation of substantial worth rather 
than as a passing expenditure of 
beautiful tone. 

*Such an ability is essential for the 
presentation of the German litera- 
ture, of which the program was chief- 
ly made. There has rarely been a 
more artistically thought-out presen- 
tation of Brahms’s “Yon Ewiger 
Liebe”? sung here than Olszewska’s, 
nor have the artistic means for the 
presentation of the same composer’s | =* 
embodiment of passionate yearning 
in “Die Mainacht’’ often been more 
satisfactorily chosen. So with the 
Wagner and Strauss songs, in which 
last there appeared just the proper 
degree of sophistication. 

“Olszewska’s English group was 
neither especially interesting nor 
especially well sung. She sang it as 
if it were German lieder, and it was 
not, Unexpectedly, however, most of 
the words were. understandable, and 
it was nice to hear the songs sung 
as if they were intensely important 
to the singer—usually they seem to 
be tossed off like a necessary evil.”’

Handsome New. Styles Are at Last Breaking 
The Long Rule of the Sports Frock 


ASHION designers are hailing 

with joy the return of a’ more 

elaborate style of dress. Their 
chief hope lies in the afternoon cos- 
tume, which until lately has been in 
eclipse because of the sports type 
which has possessed women the mod- 
ern world over. The couturiere of 
Paris had gone almost into a state 
of despair over the situation before 
the change in taste -appeared. 
Among those to express his gratifica- 
tion over it is M. Paul Poiret, an 
outstanding designer in Paris for a 
quarter of a century, who has but 
lately arrived in the United States. 

He has, like his confréres, until 
lately condemned the decadence of 
style, clegance, originality and dis- 
tinetion in dress, observing that 
every model, whatever its fabric, has 
been made “to pull on or to step 
into.” He believes that women 
should wear a softer, more graceful 
type of costume, and urges the use 
of the beautiful embroidery and 
flower work that serve for the elab- 
oration of gowns of elegance and 
formality. 

The afternoon gowns offered this 
season show the.new trend clearly. 
They offer many delightful variants 
to replace the sports frock or suit. 
that has served for comfort and con- 
venience in post-war days, and had 
seemed to have become a habit. 

in the latest models skirts are 
longer, and wide variations in the 
hemline are achieved by means of 
the great diversity of styles in drap- 
ery. Gowns that dip low at the back 
and are lifted high in front, thai 
have long swaying panels at the sides 
or drapery that flutters in points all 
around, designed to suit the, style 
of the individual wearer, are now 
the ideal of couturiers. A supple 
silhouette, fullness and ease of move-

No less artists 
than Laboureur and Marie Laurencin 
have designed wall-papers for the 
manufacturer André Groult, a de- 
signer himself.

An detenorditiary Valsnee of accom- 
plishment is spread over these six 
decades. His successes as & dancer 
are to our generation only a matter 
of history, for we have not‘seen him 
‘excépt in the character=of a mime, 
with Paviowa and the Diaghileff 
Ballet. To us his greatest fame. lies 
in the ‘perhaps unprecedented: fact 
that. practically all of the important 
dancers of the last twenty years, 
with the prominent exception of Ade- 
line Genee, studied under him. Some 
of them ‘he trained in their formative 
period during his many years as 
teacher in the Imperial Ballet School 
in Petrograd; others He worked with 
after they had achieved their. artistic 
maturity and were members of ‘the 
Diaghileff organization. 

The Training of -Paviowa. 

For the greater part of thirty years 
Cecchetti was: associated with the 
technical training of the artists of 
the Russian ballet, and his crowning 
achievement is perhaps Anna Pav- 
lowa, to whose instruction he de- 
voted three years of exclusive atten- 
tion, at her insistence, when she was 
a youthful, but inordinately wise 
débutante. 

Cecchetti was literally born in the 
theatre. His father, Cesare. Cec- 
chetti, was a prominent ballet mas- 
ter, and his mother, Serafina Cas- 
agli, a popular prima ballerina. It 
was in the Tordinona Theatre in

Peters- 
burg, not all of ‘which were easy 
or unencumbered with imperial zed 
tape, Cecchetti was implored to go 
to Warsaw to revive the much de- 
teriorated Imperial Ballet School 
there; and until revolutionary. activi- 
ties in Poland in 1905 made it impos- 
sible further to pursue his work, he 
and Mme. Cecchetti devoted their ef- 
forts to recreating the Warsaw 
school. 


Later Work in Russia. 


A return to Italy proved most dis- 
heartening. The .ballet had been 
swallowed up in the opera, and nos- 
talgia for Russia seized the whole 
Cecchetti household; which by now 
included three sons. So a return was 
made, a private school opened, and 
the association with ‘Pavlowa. begun. 
The formation,of the Diaghileff 
troupe brought to an end his sec- 
ond Russian period, for many of the 
artists whom Diaghileff wished to 
engage refused to join him unless 
Cecchetti could be on hand to take 
care of their technical needs. 


Thus began the work which lasted 
twelve years, broken only by. an oc- 
casional interlude such. as the tour 
of America with Pavlowa in 1913; A 
school in London, opened in 1919, oc- 
cupied. the intervening years until

ETHICAL CULTURE SCHOOL WIDENS WORK\s 


ITH -the dedication of its| 


new school buildings at 

Fieldston on Wednesday, 

Nov. 28, the Ethical Culture 
Society formally initiates its ‘social 
laboratory experiment,’? which cen- 
tres around the training of youth 
‘for manhood and. womanhood by 
hew and more individual methods to 
meet the demands of the new order 
of civilization. The actual. school 
year has already begun with an en-| 
rolment of 480 students, whose ages 


range from 11 to 19. Dr. Felix Ad-| 


ler, founder of the society, is rector | 


is its principal. 


Dr. Adler summarize the aims of| 
the Fieldston School as follows: 

“The men and women we seek to! 
educate. shall be humane, free, effi- 
cient, cultured and forward looking. 
We hope to produce specialists,. effi- 
cient in their own fields, who. have 
learned the relations of these fields 


| experience that difference in endow- 
mént and vocation can be made the 
basis of respect, admiration and un 
derstanding.”’ 


The Student Body. 


The school is designed neither for 
the masses nor any particular class. 
Its student body will represent a 
cross-section of the community, 
drawn from the families. of the rich, 
the’ well-to-do and the poor. There 
will be no discrimination as to race, 
color or creed. , The inability of par- 
ents to pay all of the tuition fee will 
not bar their children from admis- 
sion. The enrolment probably: in- 
culdes a greater number of free 
students than that of any::other 
educational institution in the coun- 
try. 

Elimination of wasted time and 
energy is une ofthe school’s ambi- 
tions. In this respect it has fol- 
lowed the example of modern indus- 
try. The Board of Governors be- 
lieves that if the conservation of ma- 
terial in production is necessary, the 
same holds true in education. With 
that end in view, it has proposed 
pre-professional. schools for men in 
business, science and art; and’ an- 
other for women who intend making 
mind or character training, either 
in the home or. the school, their vo- 
cation. Two of these are already in 
operation—the:.Art. School under the 
direction of Herbert Reynolds Knif- 
fin, who has guided this department 
over a period of eleven years, and 
the Business. School, of which Jo- 
seph Jablonower is the director. 
Among the graduates of the Art 
School are Lee: Simonson, Deems 
Taylor, Jonas Lee, Babette Deutsch, 
Kenneth MacKenna and “Marie 
Luhre, *

Old English Buildings. 


In the arrangement and design of 
| the school, the architect, Robert D. 
Kohn, who is also President of the 
Ethical Culture Society, has adhered 
strictly to a note of artistic sim-| 
Plicity, the buildings resembling! 
those of an old English school. 

The library and the dining hall are 
large and lofty rooms, the latter.a 
great refectory with long tables, 
each seating a dozen or more, where 
students and Faculty have their mid- 
day meal. 

In the Arts Building there are sep- 
arate studios devoted to the various 
forms, of modern art. The walls and 
window sills serve as a background 
for paintings, sculpture, pottery, 
drawings and‘ other examples of the 
students’ work. Music has a definite 
place here, too, with a large hall sur- 
rounded by a dozen or. more practice 
rooms with sound-proof walls. 


Some Experimental ‘Features. 

As the school, is itself an experi- 
ment, so the pupils in turn are to 
have ample opportunity. for experi- 
ment. This is not only apparent in 
their Student Council, through 
which they participate actively in 
the administrative and social life of 


eral laboratories in the Science 
Building, each carefully equipped 
for its purpose. 

The physical examination rooms, in 
charge of the school physician and 
nurse, are the last word in modern 
medical equipment for careful atten- 
tion ‘to the. health of; the students.

MOVIES IN AFGHANISTAN 





HILE King ‘Amanullah is 
busy applying the new) 
ideas he learned during his | 
European trip to the politi- 

eal, religious and economic life of | 
Afghanistan, European visitors to his | 
capital are hoping that he will find 
time to do something toward bring- 
ing the film facilities of Kabul up to 
date. Judging by an account by a 
German writer of what he saw in 
Kabul a short time ago, the Afghan 
film enthusiasts are receiving poor 
film fare under the most primitive 
conditions. The story in the German 
paper. runs ‘as follows: 

‘There are two picture houses in 
Kabul—one. of them burned down 
and the other not built yet. The 
burned one is situated in the better 
section of the city, opposite the! 


mausoleum of the Emir Abdurrah- | 


man and was built by Amanullah | 
jhimself. The disaster occurred dur- 
\ing the King’s visit to Europe. The 
first -weekly news reel was being 
shown, with. pictures of the reception 
of the rulers in Rome. Queen Suriya 
appeared on the screen in heroic 
size and—unveiled. This was too 
much for the pious movie house. It 
was consumed with shame. ; 

‘The movie house yet to be built 
is.to.be constructed by the city of 
Kabul.” Ihave seen the plans, and 
it will be very. beautiful. But some 
time will pass before it is ready, as 
money is lacking. 

“But as there must be some sort 
of.a movie house, a temporary one 
has been erected in the People’s Gar- 
den. A great, square space has been 


,| Surrounded by-straw matting. The 


projector’s box is made of baked 
clay, like nine-tenths of, the houses 
of Kabul. The greatest technical 
difficulty. was-found in constructing 
a.balcony... For there had to be a 
balcony, where the ‘hanums’ (ladies) 
could sit and see:without being seen. 
The trick was done, however, and 
the Afghan ladies now clamber up.to 
their film harem via a’ ladder like 
those used in henhouses, Beneath 
the balcony ‘is the loge, where only 
Europeans sit, because of the price. 

The projection machine is a regu- 
lar curiosity turned by hand: The 
films come from India. . They are 
the fiercest Wild West dramas 
imaginable. Every drama is cut into 
at least three parts, and each part 
is run three days in succession. 
When it comes to throwing in a ‘to 
be continued’ at the most exciting 
moment, the Kabul cinema mana- 
ger can hold his own with any editor 
of a newspaper novel.

EVEN small volumes of Shake- 
speare, inseparable companions 

of John Keats for thrée years 
prior to his death, have réecént- 

ly come to light. The’ pages clearly 
reveal the influence’ that the ‘great 

Elizabethan exerted: upon the young 
poet at the time’ when dreams of 
“Endymion” filled his mind... The 
yellowing paper of the newly. found 
books is covered with markings and 
notes written in Keats’s delicate 
script. The volumes are in the pos- 
session of George Armour of-Prince- 
ton, N. J. 

“ Chance brought them. to. the atten- 
tion of an English scholar. About a 
year ago Dr. Caroline F. E. Spur- 
geon of the. University of London 
was visiting the home of Professor 
Henry Fairfield Osborn at Garrison, 
N.Y. One evening after dinner the 
conversation turned to Keats. When 
a fellow-guest told Dr. Spurgeon of 
some books annotated by the author 
of “Endymion” -she expressed a 
desire to see them.~ Arrangements 
were made for a call upon Mr. 
Armour in his library at Princeton. 


“JT shall never forget the moment 
when Mr. Armour came forward to 
greet me holding the treasured books 
ijn his hands,’’? said. Dr. Spurgeon, 
now visiting Dean Gildersleeve at 
Barnard College. 

History of the Books. 

A few minutes sufficed for Dr. 
Spurgeon to identify them as the set 
of Shakespeare acquired by John 
Keats in April, 1817. Scholars hai 
previously known of their existence, 
‘but for half a century all trace of 
them’ had been lost. They accom- 
panied Keats on his journey to 
Rome, where he gave them to his 
friend Joseph Severn, the artist. On 
the title page he wrote his name and 
the date of their purchase, and be- 
neath he inscribed “To Joseph 
Severn.’”? The painter treasured the 
volumes until his death in 1879. 
Then, so Buxton Forman says, they 
passed into the hands of his medical 
attendant. However that may be, 
they next appeared in an auction 
room in London in 1881, where they 
were bought by “an American.” So 
it happened that they came to this 
country and became a part of Mr. 
Armour’s library. 

Until Dr. Spurgeon went through 
the books they had not been exam- 
ined by any specialist scholar of 
English—not even Amy Lowell saw 
them when she was preparing her life 
of John Keats. Through the courtesy 
of Mr. Armour the London professor 
was able to study Keats’s markings 
and annotations. In addition he gave 
her permission to photograph the 
pages she deemed most valuable. 

The result of her findings and 
studies has been gathered together 
and commented upon by Dr. Spur- 
geon in a book under the title: 
‘“‘Keats’s Shakespeare: A Descriptive 
Study Based on New Material,” just 
about to be published. 


Influence of Shakespeare. 


The marked volumes are witness to 
the influence of Shakespeare on 
“Keats, Dr. Spurgeon pointed out. 
“Keats got them at a time. when. his 
‘mind was aflame with ‘‘Endymion.” 
He had just completed his first vol- 
ume of poems. Tired and in need 
of rest, he prepared for a journey to 
the Isle of Wight, where he began 
the writing of his first long poem. 
We have it in his own words that 
the edition of Shakespeare in ques- 
tion was his solace when he arrived 
in Southampton after a tedious stage- 
coach trip. He wrote to his brothers: 
I felt rather lonely this.morning at 

- breakfast, so I went and unbox’d a 
Shakespeare. There’s my comfort.’ 


~ Her observations led Dr. Spurgeon 
to the conclusion that ‘‘The Tem- 
.pest’” and “Midsummer Night's 
Dream”’ were the plays that most in- 
fluenced Keats at the time. This is 
indicated not only by the under- 
lined passages and the annotations 
but also by the heavy thumbing of 
-the pages. Next in interest for him 
were “‘Antony and Cleopatra,” **The 
~,Merchant of Venice,’’ ‘‘Cymbeline’’ 
~.and *“‘The Winter’s Tale.” Further 
-. ight on Keats’s knowledge of Shake- 
speare is found in the folio edition 
. used by him, which he gave to Fanny 
. Brawne, and now in the Dilke col- 
election at Hampstead. Dr. Spurgeon 
sgshas enriched her work on the vol- 
: ‘umes found in Princeton by adding 
oto it an account of the markings in 
the folio edition as well as those in 
-~the Princeton volumes.

OUR LATIN-AMERIC,

LTHOUGH President-elect Hoo- 
ver’s tour of South America is 
a journey of good-will and 
friendship, he will. doubtless 
return home with a vast store of in 
formation regarding the economic 
conditions of the various . Latin- 
American republics he will visit., His 
tour. emphasizes anew the. steady 
growth of commercial relations be- 
tween the United States and her 
southern neighbors. Before he sailed 
Mr. Hoover received from the De- 
partment of Commerce a mass of in- 
formation regarding them. And 
while he was Secretary of Commerce 
he more than once emphasized the 
value to the United States of the 
South. American markets. 

For the past twenty-five years our 
trade. with Latin America has had 
a.steady increase, Today it consti- 
tutes about one-fifth, perhaps a lit- 
tle more, cf our total world trade. 
Last year, for the third. successive 
year, our comrcerce with this area 
exceeded  $2,00),000,000. Though 
slightly below the levels of 1925 and 
1926, it. nevertheless exceeded that of 
any other previous normal year. 

A Leader in Trade..: 

Two billions of ‘dollars’is a sizable 
ftem on the list of national: assets. 
And Mr. Hoover is not alone in be- 
lieving that this trade can. be greatly 
increased, to the advantage both of 
the United States and of Latin Amer- 
ica, Another significant fact is that 
in. 1927. the United States sold more 
goods to Latin America than were 
sold in the same countries by our 
three chief competitors combined. 
Great Britain, Germany and France. 
Latin America, in turn, sold to us 
more than it sold to Great Britain, 
France and Germany. . 

The mounting trade has brought 
About a community of economic in- 


‘derests between the Latin-American 
“nations and the United States. We 


export oyr manufactured products 
and. specialties, and in return buy 
guch essentials as coffee, sugar, ni- 
@raics and tin. The United States 
furnishes a market for over 35

American countries, our imports in 
1927 having been 112 per cent. greater 
than in 1913. Great as is the impor- 
tance of inter-American -trade, it 
does not tell the whole story of the 
economic interdependency of the. two 
Americas.

Our commerce with Latin .America 
explodes the old theory: that, we ‘could 
not meet European, competition 
there.

‘BECOMES LEGION 





Portrayers of the Patron Saint of Christmas Are 
Being Mobilized for Their Annual Duty 
In. Stores and on ‘Streets 


y BERTRAM REINITZ. © 
annual mobilization of the 
corps of metropolitan indoor 
and outdoor Santa Clauses is 
now in progress. Within three 
weeks the local quota. of synthetic 
St.. Nicholases will be at its full 
Yuletide strength, which, for the five 
boroughs, is approximately .400... In 
the absence of an official census, sta- 
tistics on this vocation are obtain- 
able only through estimates of the 
number of Santa Clauses employed 
in collecting coins on tHe ‘streets, in 
lending authenticity to department 
store toy displays and for sundry 
other purposes. 

Although one New York store has 
announced that it will abandon its 
custom of employing a bewhiskered 
host for young visitors during the 
pre-holiday period, the general out- 
look for the Kris Kringle profession 
igs nevertheless promising. It is the 
opinion of those who employ Santa 
Clauses for sales promotion and 
other purposes that the increased 
sophistication of modern youth has 
not as yet destroyed the implicit 
faith of persons between 2 and 7 in 
the existence of a generous god of 
gifts. 

The city’s Santas might be divided 
into two distinctive classifications— 
the artists and the artisans, The 
first are supplied by those theatrical 
agencies that are prepared to provide 
on short notice any type of enter- 
tainer. This is often the source 
of a store’s Christmas saint. One is 
a retired circus clown, who busies 
himself during the months when 
Santas are not in season in deliver- 
ing monologues at club entertain- 
ments. Another plays minor réles 
with modest stock companies in the 
long period between Christmases. 


The Fine Art of Make-Up. 


These artists are fastidious in their 
make-up. No stringy whiskers, hap- 
hazardly affixed, suffice for them. 
They apply their spurious beards 
with all the care of a Booth prepar- 
ing for the part of Shylock or King 
Lear. No flapper making ready for 
a junior prom is more painstaking 
in daubing on rouge than are those 
expert delineators of merry old St. 
Nicholas. Their figures are expand- 
ed to the desired rotundity, not by 
means of a pillow or two, but by 
skillfully cut and sewed sections of 
cotton batting. Working as they do 
in the glare of powerful lights, they 
take every possible precaution to 
prevent the more skeptical of their 
young visitors from penetrating their 
disguises. 


In many of the larger stores two 
men are required to.enact the réle 
of Santa Claus. They relieve one 
another about every two hours. It 
is apparently beyond human endur- 
ance for one to dispense convinc- 
ing benevolence to an unbroken pro- 
cession of eager, voluble children 
for more than a couple of hours at 
atime. Of course, an effort is made 
to have the pair of Santas filling 
the one job of the same height and 
breadth; for ‘‘St Nick’’ is invariably 
followed to the locker room by a 
sizable delegation of petitioning chil- 
dren, so that when his colleague 
emerges there must be no ground 
for suspicion that a substitution has 
been made. 


One store experiences some diffi- 
culty in obtaining a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for its head Santa Claus, be- 
cause he is one of the very few 
exponents of that profession whose 
whiskers are only detachable by 
means of shears and razor. He is

picting the holiday saint, he sells 
jJodestones that purport to forecast 
the decrees of the Fates. 

This Santa Claus beams and glows 
without.-effort because he. takes 
more than a merely professional in- 
terest in his work. To him the wid- 
ened eyes and breathless voices. of 
the young suppliants are the needed 
stimulation for his daily grind. He- 
is as popular with parents as with 
children by reason of the fact that 


injunctions to apprise certain chil- 
dren that unless they eat their spin- 
ach or cease making pencil marks on 
convenient walls, their stockings will 
be empty on Christmas morning. 


Less Sensitive Santas, 


The second group of Santas com- 
prises those who conduct the pseudo- 
chimneys on the sidewalks of the 
city. They are not nearly as sensi- 
tive to the esthetic side of Santa 
Clausing as are their indoor contem- 
poraries. They are not particularly 
concerned if their beard is a bit 
askew or if the looseness of their 
costume gives them a lean and hun- 
gry look quite out of keeping with 
the spirit of plenty they are sup- 
posed to portray. 

These Santas are recruited largely 
from among the habitués of the mis- 
sions situated in the humble sections 
of the city. They are, in reality, 
playing Santa to themselves as well 
as to the youngsters to whom they 
give audience. A day of bell-ring- 
ing beside a chimney brings them 
food and lodging from the charitable 
organization employing them. Many 
are too old to work at anything else, 
even during the pre-holiday period, 
when employment is somewhat easier 
to obtain than usual, according to 
Dr. Alton M. Young, an executive 
of the Volunteers of America, which 
stations 200 sidewalk Santas in va- 
rious parts of the city. Grizzled vet- 
erans of the coal mines, ex-rovers of 
the seven seas and retired knights 
of the open road are included in the 
heterogeneous complement of this 
organization’s Santas. But not all 
of the Volunteers’ Santas are men 
from the lower depths. 

A Bishop Plays the Role. 

“For six years,’’ said Dr. Young, 
‘fone of our most enthusiastic Santas 
was a retired Bishop, who donned 
the Santa Claus costume for sheer 
Iwe of the task it involved. No day. 
was too cold for him and he became 
a familiar and beloved character on 
the corner at which he served. Un- 
believable as it may seem, there is 
an important official of a bank who 
plays Santa Claus before one of our 
chimneys three or four hours a day 
for about a week each year. He re- 
gards this as a combination of re- 
laxation and service. He is not con- 
tent to give a monetary contribution 
alone and emplicys this means of 
lending other assistance. 

‘“‘The dean of our Santas, whose 
station is usually at Fifth Avenue 
and Forty-second Street, has been 
with us for eighteen years. He lives 
on a small pension; but every year, 
a few days before we launch our 
street appeal, he presents himself, 
ready to take up his post. He alone, 
out of the two hundred Santas we 
employ, must not be tendered a 
beard as part of his equipment. He 
studiously shuns the shears and each 
Christmas finds him a more faithful 
portrait of the legendary saint than 
he was the year before.’’ 








AUTHORS OF. ITALY SEEK 
PROTECTION BY A TARIFF 





They Complain That Their Country Is Over- 
stocked With Translations of Foreign Writers 


OMPLAINING that Italy is over-‘ 


stocked with translations of for- 
eign writers to the detriment of 
Italians, a group of Italian authors 
known as “‘Strapaese”’ is advocating 
a limitation on the number of books 
written by foreigners which may be 
circulated in their country. As a 
result of their complaint, it is said 
that a commission may soon be ap- 
pointed in Rome or some other city 
for the purpose of considering meas- 
ures of protection. The ‘‘Strapaese’’ 
have in mind a sort of tariff wall 
through which only a quota of books 
by foreign authors may be admitted. 
Their appeal to. Premier Mussolini 
is believed to have been well timed, 
for ‘the Premier has announced that 
the Fascist idea of struggle between 
nations does not apply only to the 
material, to such things as economics 
and concessions in politics; it should 
apply, says Il Duce, to the mind 
and soul of a people as well. The 
authors believe that books are as im- 
portant as banks and boats in a 
scheme for a new Italian Renais- 
sance, and they believe they ‘will get 
a sympathetic hearing at Rome. 
The petitioners: disclaim that they 
have in mind only to line their pock- 
ets with increased royalties. They 
are thinking, they say, in terms of a 
@reater Italy; they say that in order 
to be great'a nation must have a4 
great literature. Italy has placed, so 
' they ‘contend, too great a value on 
“all foreign literatufé; and now a 


commission is neéded to sift ovit the’ 


good from thé bad, to” save Italy 
‘from invasion by unworthy books. 
In ‘their argument ‘for'’a ‘selective 
tariff’ the disconténtéd ‘writers are’ 
"backed by ari opinion that protection 
| for Italian’ literdture would’ not be 
; nt with ‘a general policy of 
" protection for ‘othe? “Italian arts,’ 


though there are some Italians who 
do not wholly approve the proposed 
policy toward books. If, argue the 
Italian writers, the government can, 
as it does, forbid the removal of an 
old chair from Italy, it can, and 
ought to, forbid the entrance into 
Italy of undesirable books, especially 
since wholesale book importations in- 
terfere with the style and income of 
Italian writers. 

Persons who have objected to the 
plan are principally booksellers, but 
they contend that they represent a 
great public which prefers foreign 
books to Italian—not because of the 
nationality of the authors but be- 
cause the foreign writers more near- 
ly give it what it wants. Young Italy 
reads Wild West and blood-and-thun- 
der stories by the thousand. Fascism 
is built around the young, and the 
rising, generation will object, it is 
said, if it is deprived of its thrillers. 
There are; too, some foreign writers 
who are favorites in Italy; and if 
they are admitted to Italy on the 
proposed quota of two foreign books 
to every ten Italian placed in circu- 
lation, the booksellers fear for their 
business. é 

A question raised by the book- 
sellers is where the Italian books 
will come from. Italian authors who 
have achieved popularity are not 
many. There are Pirandello and 
d’Annunzio, of course. But it is said 


making a living by their work may 
almost be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. There are notably six— 
Benelli, 
Verona, Ferraro, Zuccoli and Papini.

Presidents of Other Countries. 


In later years several Presidents- 
elect of South American republics 
visited the United States and were 
accorded Presidential honors by our 
army and navy. Three of these dis- 
tinguished visitors were Epitatio Pes- 
soa, President-elect of Brazil, who 
arrived in July, 1919; General Plu- 
tarco Calles, President-elect of Mex- 
ico, in November, 1924, and General 
Gerard Machado, President-elect of 


.|Cuba, in April, 1925. Each received 


a national salute of twenty-one guns 
on boarding and departing from 
naval vessels and upon their arrival 
and departure at army posts. 


This. manner, of honoring person- 
ages had its origin in the most 
ancient of customs of the sea and 
has come down to us from the. time 
of the earliest navigators. Saluting 
with guns is a custom as old as guns 
themselves. Naval writers of the 
time of the Stuarts and the Common- 
wealth describe this mode of honor- 
ing the sovereign and distinguished 


salute was given with shotted balls 
which were sometimes almost as 
deadly as the missiles of an enemy. 

While our navy followed the old 
customs of honoring the head of na- 
tions and distinguished visitors, regu- 
lations in regard to the honors and 
ceremonies to be observed on these 
occasions were not prescribed by law 
until after the Civil War, when Sec- 
retary of the Navy Gideon Welles, in 
1865, issued regulations governing 
ceremonies to be observed during 
the visits of the President, Vice 
President and members of the Cabi- 
net on board naval vessels. 

Today the honors and ceremonies 
of receiving the President on board 
a@ vessel are clearly described in 
naval regulations which provide: 


Receiving the President. 


*‘When the President of the United 
States visits a ship of the navy, all 
officers of the vessel shall assemble 
in dress uniform on the side of the 
quarterdeck on which he enters; he 
shall be received at the gangway by 
the flag officer and commanding 
officer, accompanied by such other 
officers as may be designated; the 
rail shall be manned; the full guard 
paraded; and such of the crew as are 
not otherwise employed shall be 
formed in order forward of the 
guard. 

“When the President reaches the 
deck, officers and men shall salute; 
the guard present arms; the drum 
give four ruffles and the bugle sound 
four flourishes; the ruffles and 
flourishes shall be followed by the 
national anthem by the band; the 
President’s flag shall be displayed at 
the main at the moment he reaches 
the deck and keep flying as long as 
he is on board. A national salute 
shall be fired as soon as practicable 
after the President shall have been 
received.

Harvard's President Says That. Resourcefulniess Kouuired 
“Through the Voluntary Use of the Mirid Is'More ~*~. 
Important Than Mere Knowledge 





HAT is the true edu- 

cation? The question 

holds a constant interest 
and the. attempts to answer it 
have been many. In the article 
that follows, Dr. A. Lawrence 
Lowell, President of Harvard 
University, sets fotth his view— 
on original and most interesting 
one. The article consists of the 
full text-of Dr. Lowell’s address 
delivered at the recent annual 
dinner of the Chamber of Com- 
| mere of the State of New York. 











An Address. 

By A. LAWRENCE LOWELL. 
WAS' asked to say something 
about the relation of colleges to 
business, but if I may be per- 
mitted I should rather talk about 

business—my business—for I am a 
manufacturer, as my forebears were 
before me, and I want to advertise. 
No; that is not the proper word; I 
want to let people know the quality 
of the goods that we produce. 

My forebears made cotton goods. 
The concern that I belong to has a 
different kind of product, but it is an 
old and well established concern; it 
is the oldest corporation now exist- 
ing in the United States. In eight 
years the business will be 300 years 
old, which is more, I think, than 
any here. " 

What we produce is men. I am 
epeaking not of the professional 
schools, but simply of the college. 
‘We make men. It is a curious prod- 
uct, one that cannot standardize, 
because it is a biological product and 
therefore it cannot be wholly stand- 
ardized. Nevertheless, there are dif- 
ferent grades in the goods we pro- 
duce and one of the difficulties we 
find is in marketing—that business 
men are very apt to prefer our 
second-class goods and then com- 
plain that they are not first rate. 

The Selected Brand. 

I remember some years ago a busi- 
ness man said to me: ‘‘You are not 
teaching your students as you ought 
to. A good many of them go into 
Lrolers’ offices and they sell stocks 
ond bonds to their fathers’ friends, 
but they do not progress much.” I

Jolter Gifford has made some 
yory interesting statistics, which he | 
.cished in Harper’s Magazine and 
\.hich, perhaps, some of you have 
coon. He employs some thousands 
ci college graduates and it occurred 
to him that, being an honor gradu- 
cte from college himself, he might 
see how other meu did in relation to 
their rank in college. He graded 
these men for the periods they had 
been in his employ and compared 
that with the rank they had ob- 
tained while in college, and he found 
that for the five first years, while 
men were learning their business, 
there was little difference; but from 
that time on the better students in 
college got larger salaries. 


By the way, the comparison was 
wholly made not by estimates but by 
salaries actually paid. He. found 
that from that time on they departed 
more and more; that the men who 
had been in the first third of their 
class in college were earning larger 
salaries than those in the second 
third, and those ia the second third 
“more than those in the third third; 
and that this divergence continued 
until they had been out about twenty 








years, when it accentuated itself 
very much, the better scholars rising 
and the lower scholars falling off rel- 
atively more. 

The goods we produce are of a 
peculiar character. The machine, if 
you choose to call it so, that we 
place upon the market does not run 
very smoothly for the first 100 miles 
or so, by which I mean that it will 
not run as well as an inferior ma- 
chine which has already been run- 
ning for some time; but try it and 
let it run a while and then see how 
it compares. I think you will see 
that the difference is very consider- 
able by that time. 


The University Process. 


Now, -what is our process of manu- 
facture? How do we try to make 
these queer and uncertain goods? 
We pursue a policy which is not 
quite wzolly understood by. those 
who do not know the constitution of 
the human mind. I was very much 
struck. in reading Trevelyan’s ‘‘His- 
tory of England’’ at a remark he 
made about the medieval universi- 
ties, and if I may I will simply 
read it because I do not want to 
massacre. the words of a: man like 
Ccorge: Macaulay Trevelyan. - He 
says: 

"The chief study of the medieval 
universities was a peculiar school on 
logic.. The great work of medieval 
and logic scholasticism was to train 
and subtilize the crude intellect of 
Europe. The intellectual progress 
of the middle ages is to be. measured 
not. by..results in original thought, 
which was.under an interdict, or at 
least..in -strict..confinement, but by 
the skill with which men learned to 
handle their .philosophic materials, 
though. much ofthe subject-matter 
of their. dispute seems.to us as vain 
and nugatory, as the much debated 
problem, .‘How .many. angels can 
ste-<d onthe pcint of a meedle?’ The 
debt we.owe,to these, ancient: chop- 





pers..of .logic is none the .less.great., 
|for being strictly inestimable.’ 


There is a theory, at one time 
called “‘the Recapitulation Theory,”’ 
which was that all in growing re- 
capitulated the history of the human 
race; that the child started as a 
savage, then becomes a barbarian 
and then semi-civilized and so on. 
That theory has been naturally dis- 
carded because we know that in- 
fants are not savages. 


Nevertheless,“ there is something 
true about it in that the evolution 
of the mind of the race, just as the 
medieval universities trained men to 
think abstractly and to handle and 
deal with their material, to enter- 
tain abstract ideas, to think clearly 
and to develop a power of dealing 
with things which could not be per- 
ceived by the material senses, which 
was later of value when applied to 
useful results. 


The Aim of the Colleges. 


So it is true that the cultivation 
of the mind by the colleges is an 
attempt to make men think accu- 
rately, to discern between the essen- 
tial and the accidental in phenome- 
na, and to train the imagination to 
grasp things that cannot be felt 
or perceived by the material senses. 
That is the great object of college 
education. It is not merely to give 
knowledge. Knowledge vanishes 
away but wisdom, I take it, is after 
all a perception of the relative value 
of things. 

That, I know, some of you are 
saying to yourselves, ‘‘This is very 
well; but why not teach a man to 
think on subjects that he can ap- 
ply, things that are useful as well 
as the things that are useless?’’ The 
answer is simply that dealing with 
the concrete does not lead to the 
knowledge of the abstract. The study 
of that which is directly applicable 
does not tend to give a grasp of 
things which are not perceived by 
the senses themselves. The mind that 
is directed toward the practical does 
not indulge in flights of imagina- 
tion and thereby enlarge its scope. 


Training for Essentials. 


I remember very well when I was 
in college and studying comparative 
anatomy and physiology with Wil- 
liam James. He told me that he 
could pick out of the class the men 
who intended to be doctors -because 
they spent their time studying hu- 
man bones and thereby failed .to 
grasp, as the rest of us did, the 
physiology that is, the functions of 
animal life, which were, after all, the 
essential and valuable things in the 
course. 


Let me put it in a different way. 
The real thing we want is not knowl- 
edge but resourcefulness. What I 
mean is that the art which creates 
things both great and small, is not 
the capacity for solving problems. 
That may seem a curious statement, 
but the real art of life consists in 
finding out what is the question to 
be solved, and the person who can 
find out what the problem is to be 


solved is the man who really makes ! 


the contributions to life. 


It is comparatively easy to train 
people to solve problems when they 
are stated; but the man who can see 
a new problem and state it is the 
man who: makes the real advance, 
and that is true in everything. You 
all know perfectly well that the 
young man you want in your busi- 
ness is the man who will perceive 
something that needs to be done and 
has not been done; and then the 
question of finding out how to do it 
is comparatively simple. 


First Find the Problem. 


It happened to be my good fortune 
to meet some time ago two mer who 
have made great contributions to 
medicine. One of them was Bant- 
ing, whom I happened to meet at 
luncheon at Toronto, and I took the 
privilege of an older man and said, 
‘Tell me how you found it’’; and he 
told me how he made his discovery 
of insulin. It was a marvelous story. 
I wish I had time to tell it to you 
here. Shortly after that I happened 
to ask-our Dr. Minot how he hap- 
pened to get hold of the use of the 
liver treatment for pernicious ane- 
mia, which has practically abolished 
that disease, always fatal before but 
now banished. He told me how he 
did it. And in each case the great 
thing was finding out what the prob- 
lem was. The solving it afterward 
took more time, but the really great 
thing was finding out what the prob- 
lem was to be solved, That, we say, 
is resourcefulness; and that is what 
really we are attempting to impart. 

How can resourcefulness be ac- 
quired? Do it by pumping into a 
man information? No, not at: all. 
There is only one thing which will 
really train the human mind, and 
that is the voluntary. use of the 
mind by the man himself. You may 
aid him; you may guide him, you 
may suggest: to him, and, above all, 
you may inspire him; but the only 
thing that is worth having is that 
which he gets by his own exertions, 
and what he gets is proportionate to 
the effort’ he puts into it. It is the 
voluntary exercise of his own mind, 
and I-care very little about what he 
exercises it upon. 

In his study I noticed that Mr: Gif- 
ford paid no attention whatever ‘to 
what subjects his men‘had studied, 
and I fancy the: reason ‘was that he 
did not consider that:important. I 
myself made some studies twenty- 
five years: ago about the relation be- 
tween rank in college and rank in 
our law and medical schools, where I 
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-could easily. get. the. figures, and. I 


found just the same thing: he found, 
that the men who‘ had’ ranked high 
in college courses, with many excep- 
tions, were on the average the men 
who ranked high in the law and 
medical schools. I took also in 
that case the subjects they had 
studied, and I found that it made no 
difference. ‘There was no perceptible 
difference between the men who had 
studied one subject. or other; but 
there was a great superiority on the 
part of the men who really had done 
well in college and who-had sharp- 
ened their minds by hard thought. 
Given a certain voltage of intel- 
lectual power ahd, save in men who 
are uhusually constituted, you can 
turn it into almost any channel and 
make it effective. . The. important 
thing is the degree of voltage, and 
that must come by making the men 
desire to educate‘ themselves. 


There was a theory that the way 
to make men educate themselves is 
to select the: subject in which they 
were interested and ‘study that. The 
trouble is that: nine boys out of ten 
at that age have no real interest, and 
if you ask them what their interest 
is, they will select the thing which 
offers the least obstacle. In other 
words, their object, instead of being 
to cultivate their mind by. effort, is 
to attempt to cultivate their mind 
with the least expenditure of energy. 


Interest Comes From Doing. 


Now, that is the wrong way. Any 
one who deals with young men who 
have ‘an occupation realizes that al- 
most any one will become interested 
in that which he really does ear- 
nestly. In other words, doing comes 
not from interest but ‘interest comes 
from doing. That is, att of you are 
interested in the’ things you are do- 
ing. It is not because ‘you were born 
with a natural interest for that par- 
ticular kind of business. You know 
perfectly well’ you could have slid 
into something else; but as soon as 
you do a thing and try to do it well 
you become interested in doing it— 
you feel that it is worth while. 


Such is the way we are trying to 
educate in our factory, and when I 
say ‘‘our’’? I mean the colleges of 
the United States are today aware 
of the fact that there has been a 
great deal too little energy put by 
students. voluntarily into their. work. 
We think that our.product has im- 
proved, and, to revert to what I said 
in the beginning, it costs more. Try 
it and see whether it is worth the} 
cost. 


And, above all, 


product. When your son goes to col- 
lege, do not be satisfied that he gets 
by or creeps through and» obtains | 
those other very substantial advan- 


tages which come from college; but | 


feel that, when he goes, he goes | 
there to get an education, and let him 
understand that it is the education 
you expect him to get. 


Troublesome Parents. ° 


The great trouble that we have is 
with parents who do not desire that 
their sons shall get an education. 
Why, then, do they send them to 
college? I will not attempt to an- 
swer that question. You can answer 
it better than I can. 


But the fact is that many parents 
do not seriously .care that their boy 
gets an education. In other words, 
they do not seriously care that he 
should leave college with a_ well- 
trained and a self-trained brain 
which can be turned. into. fields of 
great utility for. this country. 


Now, I think any man is entitled 
to think that the particular thing. in 
which he is engaged is the most im- 
portant for the country, and there- 
fore you will pardon me if I think 
our product of men is the most im- 
portant for the future; and I be- 
speak your assistance in helping to 
hold up our hands in making that 
product, which will determine the 
fate of America in the next century, 
what it had better be.

The new style in 
footwear has: been extended only to 
the field artillery and cavalry of. the 
mounted service, but the remainder 
of the army expects changes in uni- 
form. 

Since the armistice military leaders 
have been looking for a uniform that 
would combine the comforts of civil- 
ian attire with the necessary orna- 
mental features of the military dress. 
The problem is not new. Between 
the simple hunting shirts of the 
Colonial troops and: the coats of 
Life Guards in the time of George 
IV of England, which were so tight 
that the men were unable to: per- 
form their. sword excercise, . military 
forces have adopted: many different 
types of unhiforms‘in the hope of 
combining smartness and comfort. 


First Official Uniform. 


In the Revolutionary War the 
| army had to be satisfied with what- 
| ever the soldiers could manage to 
get together in the way. of a uniform. 
| The Continental Congress expressed 
a preference for brown asthe color 
and for a uniform to include merely 
{the hunting shirt, leggins, rifle, a 
bag for bullets and a powder horn, 
but in actual practice the men ap- 
peared in blue, green and. white 
coats with and without the other ac- 
coutrements. 


The first official: uniforms adopted 
by the United States. Army after the 
Revolution were,pleaging to the eye, 
but they, were uncomfortable “and 
made difficult the~most simple ~ of 
military. manoeuvres. . e coat. was 
fashioned somawhat. like. the present 
“cutaway.” ~The artillerymen wore 
red collars, cuffs and. turnbacks. :In- 
fantry trimmings were white. The 
white, buff, or natural colored buck- 
skin breeches of the Revolution gave 
way to tight pantaloons. 

During the war those who could get 
a hat cocked it and decorated it ac- 
cording to their regimental ‘design. 
Field officers wore red or pink col- 
ored cockades in their hats, the cap- 
tains yellow or buff,.and the subal- 
terns green. Many . of. the Soldiers 
wore leather or fur headgear. 

After, the Revolution some ..of. the 
organizations began to take .to caps 
and helmets. - The three-cornered hat 
gave way completely in:1802 to cha- 
peaux bras*for the.officers and round

leather hats with: a’ bearskin crest 
for the enlisted men. ‘The headgear 
also included a white plume.. In 1810 
the officers changed to chapeaux and 
the enlisted. men-to a pattern some- 
what like the ‘present civilian silk 
dress hat. 


From about 1813 the. enlisted men 
wore coatees, resembling civilian full- 
dress coats except: that they had 
stand-up collars and buttoned tightly 
down the’ front. The non-commis- 
sioned officer wore gilt lace on his 
collar, cuffs and epaulettes in addi- 
tion to.the colored facings of his 
branch of the‘service. Privates wore 
straps instead of. epaulettes. 

A short time: later’ ‘‘cadet gray’’ 


uniforms appeared. They’ are still} 
worn by the corps of cadets at West | 


Point, but outlived their usefulness 
for general military’ dress for the 


; regular army after the Mexican War. 


In 1825. shell jackets for officers 
and. enlisted. men and- additional 
frock coats for thesformer were au- 
thorized. - In 1835 line officers wore 
sky blue and those on staff dark blue 
trousers. On the. outside seam 
of the trousers enlisted’ men wore 
cords, and all officers—except Gen- 
erals—welts in colors corresponding 
to their branch’ of the'service. Welts 
and cords gave way to. stripes in 
time, . but. with, that. exception the 
trousers ‘were changed but little until 
the khaki was: introduced in the war 
with Spain.-in. Later, khaki 
breeches .became. the army style. 


A World War Alteration. 


The evolution, ofthe ,blouse down 
to the present open>.cdllar, copied 
from the English, passed: through a 
number of: “changes in: the: last 100 
years. In ’' 1841. a short’ double- 
breasted coat: of dark blue cloth was 
anthorized for: enlisted dragoons and 
a singl@breasted frock coatof dark 
gray ‘Cloth’ for “foot~riflenrén, both 
with double rows of brass buttons on 
the breast. In 1851 a single-breasted 
frock coat of dark ‘blue cloth, with 
a skirt extending one-half- the dis- 
tance from, the hip to.the-bend of the 
knee, , was issued to enlisted men. In 
1861 the dark blues of the ‘Piva War 
were adopted. : 

With minor chneiee. the, ‘‘blues’’ 
continued -in, use. until the . World 
War,, when: they, were abolished. The 
question of bringing back the ‘‘blues’”’ 
in some form is.-now ‘being consid- 
ered by the-War Department. With 
the World, War came :the olive drab 
uniforms, with. their. high | standing 
collars, which, since 1925 have: given 
way to-the open’ atid “more™ comfort- 
able army~blouse of today.

f qWO remults of the war to end 
war survive as “practical is- 
sues in American diplomacy 
ten years after the armistice. 

One is the Kellogg multilateral 
treaty, which, if accepted by the 
Senate, will bind us to the peaceful 
settlement of all disputes with the 
signatory countries. The other is the 
question, long pending, of American 
participation in the Permanent 
Court of International Justice— 
commonly known as the World Court 
—at The Hague. Both these subjects 
are due to come before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee at its 
meetings next month.: If the schedule 
agreed upon is followed,” both will be 


‘voted upon by the Senate in® the, short 


session this Winter. — 
Of the two -the World Court has 
been the cause of most controversy, 
principally because it is an institu- 
tion of European origin with its:roots 


- lin the League of Nations. By adher- 
‘jing to it the United States would 


touch the fringes of the great organi- 
zation at Geneva from which ’so far 
it has officially kept: aloof. ‘Yet, by 
one of the contradictions which have 
been numerous.in our international 
relations since the Senate’s ‘rejec- 
tion of the Treaty of Versailles, the 
idea behind*=the court is American 
in origin and spirit and: has at. one 
time or another commanded the sup- 
port of the leaders of both the major 
varties. 
An American Member. 


One of these leaders, Charles 
Evans Hughes, who. has. probably 
had more influence’ on Republican 
diplomacy than any other, living 
American -- with .the...exception.: of 
Elihu Root, will. take his seat upon 
the international bench when the 
court begins its next session. Mr. 
Hughes’s acceptance of this appoint- 
ment has had a powerful influence, 
it is admitted at Washington, in less- 
ening Senatorial opposition to our 
adherenge. He is known as a friend 
of the movement for peace and at 
the same time a stickler for Amer- 
ican rights. If the court has, even 
theoretically, the power to injure 
; American interests, it is not likely to 
ido so while Mr. Hughes is a mem- 





| ber. 

Technically, the question of Amer- 
jican adherence is dead and will re- 
main so until and unless the Senate 
takes up the Gillett resolution, held 
over from last May, to reopen nego- 
tiations. This resolution, according 
to the understanding arrived at just 
before the close of the Spring ses- 
sion, will come up in Deeember. It 
may, however, be postponed until the 
Kellogg treaty and the new navy 
bill are out of.the way. 

The Gillett Resolution. 


Leaders in both parties are said to 
think this a wise plan, owing to their 
desire to avoid introducing too many 
international complications at once. 
But the doubt as to the exact mo- 
ment when the resolution will be 
considered is recognized as. of sec- 
ondary importance. The significant 
fact is that it is due to.come up at 
the session now imminent, and that 
the chances of successful: action are 
better than they have been for sev- 
eral years past. 

The precedents set by American 
diplomacy and by American public 
opinion up to the time of the Treaty 
of Versailles are all in favor of our 
becoming a member of the court. As 
far back as the settlement of the 
Alabama claims against Great Brit- 
ain, arising out of the exploits of a 
British-built Confederate cruiser dur- 
ing the Civil War, the United States 
bad recognized: the. principle of 
peaceful adjudication. In his first 
inaugural message, in 1897, President 
McKinley declared that American 
foreign policy. had always contem- 
plated ‘‘the adjustment of difficulties 
by judicial methods rather than by 
force of arms.’’ Two years later, 
after the Spanish War had. been 
fought to a finish, President McKin- 
ley asked Secretary Hay to draw up 
plans for a court to which the mem- 
ber nations might submit ‘‘questions 
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= coped political independence : 
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or territorial integri

Roosevelt's Proposal. 
President Roosevelt had a temper- 
amental intolerance for an organ- 
ization so powerless. He sent to the 
second Hague conference in 1907 a 
proposal which acct:zately describes 


the existing World Court. - He de-|. 


clared that. it should be | “composed 
of judges who aro judicial officers 
and nothing else, who are’paid ade- 
quate salaries, who’ have no other 
occupation, and who | will deyote 


their entire time to the trial and| 


decision of international causes. by 
judicial methods and. under a sense 
of judicial responsibility. "The pro- 
posal was not accepted. | 

‘American influence went into ‘the 
organization of the-court\as it had 
into its inception, for Elihu Root 


‘was a member -of the. international : 


commission which. met at The Hague 
in 1920 to draw up the charter. The 
League accepted the plan the same 
year. It was then submitted as an 
independent treaty, first ‘to League 
members and nations mentfoned in 
the annex to the League Covenant— 
by which was meant the United 
States—then, by a résolution of the 
League Council, to any nation which 
would meet the. conditions. 

Out.of deference to American opin- 
ion the League remained as much as 
possible in the background... Adher- 
ence involved no recognition of any 
provision or activity of the League 
outside of Article XIV. The delicate 
matter of the selection of judges was 
settled by Mr. Root’s plan.. This was 
that nominations should be made by 
the national groups, or panels, which 
make up the old Hague Tribunal. 
These nominations were to go to the 
Council and Assembly of. the League, 
who were to choose from them eleven 
judges and four deputy judges ‘‘re- 
gardless of their nationality.”’ 

John Bassett Modre was nominated 
and elected a steer of the originai 
bench in 1921. His resignation, 
which he decided upon because he 
wished to pursue his life-long re- 
Searches in international law, left 
vacant the place which Mr. Hughes 
is now to fill. It is generally recog- 
nized that whether or not the United 
States becomes a .member. there 
should be an American judge on 
the bench. Mr. Hughes’s nomina- 
tions came from all over the world. 
He had more than enough to insure 
his election before his:name was of- 
ficially . voted. upon: at. Geneva. 
Judges are elected for a term of nine 
years and may be re-elected. 


Composition of the Court. 


The court is permanent in the 
sense that it meets regularly once 
a year, that its president and reg- 
istrar are officially in residence at 
The Hague the year round, and that 
it may be summoned by the presi- 
dent in extraordinary session when- 
ever he thinks the emergency justi- 
fies it. He has already summoned. it 
on seven different occasions. ‘ 

There is a-special Chamber of five 
judges for labor cases and another 
for cases relating:to transit and com- 
munication. Judges of the same na- 
tionality as a party in interest may 
sit. If one litigant is not represented 
on the bench; a judge of a corre- 
sponding nationality may be selected 
from among the deputy judges or 
specially appointed for that particu- 
lar case. In-these provisions some- 
thing of the principle of the arbitra- 
tion proceeding is retained. 

Of the twenty-nine decisions’ ren- 
dered since 1922, sixteen, as has al- 
ready been said, were advisory opin- 
ions given on request of’ the’ League 
of Nations. One of ‘these’ had to do

Lightning and Power Lines. 


When, in the early days of the elec- 
trical industry, the first attempts 
were made to transmit electrical 
power on conductors strung above 
the earth, it was soon learned that 
lightning would play an important 
part in determining the success of 
such efforts. Although the first elec- 
trical systems operated with entirely 
reasonable results for the most part, 
they were entirely powerless against 
attacks of lightning. It was common 
* practice forty years ago for systems 
to be shut down and lines discon- 
nected during thunderstorms in 
order to avoid the otherwise inevi- 
table destruction of equipment. 

Interruptions in service were not 
permitted to remain entirely uncor- 
rected. As the novelty of electric 
lighting and electric motors wore 
away, 


some empirical kinds of protective 
devices were made and used. Wurts, 
Thomas, Neall, Creighton, Jackson, 
Steinmetz and others, 


other—and reasoning from occasional 


observed effects of lightning and 


working with laboratory miniatures, 


built up a theory and system of pre- 
vention and protection which made 
it possible to usé electric power 
during thunderstorms, but without 
wholly preventing damage and shut- 


downs. 


With the theory and the devices 
the situation was brought so well 
under control that power systems 
could be operated successfully, thus 
permitting the very rapid growth 
that the electrical industry has had. 
The problem of lightning seemed to 
be taken care of sufficiently well for 


the needs. 


When the idea of super-power was 
introduced, however, a new demand 
was made on electrical systems and 
this new demand again changed the 
situation in regard to lightning. The 
super-power vision is based on the 
idea that electrical energy may be 

ner at the most economical 


demands for better service 
grew. Insulation was improved and 


using the 
available relatively crude devices— 
mostly air gaps of one kind or an- 


take care of the total demand by in- 
terconnecting systems, so that the 
peaks of one load fall into the valleys 
of another. 


Dependability Required. 


These schemes promise improved 
economies of operation and greatly 
improved quality of service, but they 
impose a requirement for dependa- 
bility of transmission far beyond that 
of the previous more localized sys- 
tems. In a failure or a shut-down, 
it is no longer a single house or a 
neighborhood which suffers, but the 
effects may be felt in a whole city. 
If it is going to be possible for the 
industry to take full advantage of 
the possibilities of super-power, it is 
absolutely essential that service in- 
terruptions be reduced far below the 
point which has proved satisfactory 
for present operating conditions. 

Analysis of operating results and 
particularly of the causes of circuit 
interruptions have disclosed the fact 
that in most sytems the predominant 
cause of trouble is lightning. With 
the introduction of the super-power 
idea, ightning research enters a new 
stage. Just as the first scientific 
curiosity gave way to - business de- 
/mand predicated on operating ease, 
convenience and economy, so now 
this demand gives way to a much 
more insistent and urgent demand 
predicated on a more vital necessity. 


With the realization of this in- 
creased demand comes a second real- 
ization, namely, that the barrier to 
improved protective or preventive ef- 
fort lies very largely in the lack of 
knowledge as to the nature of the 
thing against which we must pro- 
tect. 


In 1923 J. F. Peters, recognizing 
the problem before us, devised a ma- 
chine called the klydonograph, which 
does more to give information with 
regard to lightning voltages than all 
the instruments which have preceded 
it. It makes use of a photographic 
form of electrical records discovered 
in 1769 by a German scientist, Lich- 
tenberg,.and known as Lichtenberg 
figures. Work by Lichtenberg and 
others had led to the discovery that 
if a voltage is applied between a 
pencil-shaped electrode and a metal 
plate, between which is interposed a 
photographic film, a star-shaped fig- 
ure appears on the emulsion side of 
the film. 


Measuring the Lightning. 


No practical use had been made of 
this discovery until Peters, searching 
for a means for measuring extremely 
brief and extremely high lightning 
voltages, and realizing that the pho- 
tographic Lichtenberg figures form 
with tremendous rapidity, used the 
Lichtenberg figures for brief, high- 
voltage measurement. He learned 
that the figures can tell the magni- 
tude and the polarity of the voltage, 
and that they form rapidly enough 
to give reliable records of any volt- 
ages likely to be introduced by light- 
ning. Since then klydonographs have 
been used in hundreds of installa- 
tions throughout the country and in- 
formation has been collected on a 
large scale. Much has been learned, 
but as the work progressed it became 
increasingly evident that. even the 
best use of this instrument would not 
give all the information required. 

For some few years there has been 
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nishing all information on lightning | 
required, if only we could make use 
of it in connection with actual power 
lines. This device is the cathode | 
ray oscillogravh, the present labora- , 
tory form of which was devised by a 
French university professor, Alex- ; 
ander Du Four, as a war implement) 
in 1914. Industrial use of the device 
did not begin until 1924, when the 
instrument was brought to this 
country for the study of lightning 
protective devices in the laboratory | 
by V. E. Goodwin and K. B. Mc- 
Eachron. 

The cathode ray oscillograph is a 
measuring instrument the only mov- 
ing part of which is a stream of | 
electrons oor negative’ electrical 
charges in a vacuum tube. The 
stream is produced by the applica- 
tion of a high undirectional voltage 
between two electrodes within the 
tube. If such a stream of electrons 
strikes a phosphorescent material 
such as calcite or willemite, or in 
fact practically any other salt, a 
visible glow results. If, now, the 
electron stream is of small area, -as 
when produced with a tubular anode, 
the glow is confined to a small spot. 

Response of the Instrument. 

Since the stream of electrons is 
actually an electric current flowing 
in the vacuum chamber, its course 
ean be diverted by an electric or 
magnetic field. We thus have an in- 
strument which responds to voltages 
or currents properly applied, and 
will do so with practically no delay. 
So much has been known for years. 
The first proposal for this kind of 
device was made by the German 
scientist, Braun, and later work of 
development and use was done by 
others, notably Ryan and Chaffee. 

The deficiency of this instrument 
for direct work with lightning  volt- 
ages, either in the laboratory or in 
the field, lay in the fact that the 
phosphorescent glow lasts only a 
few seconds and thus photographic 
records can only be made if the 
course of the beam on the plate is 
traversed repeatedly. However, by 
the use of a stream with a suffi- 
cient number of electrons moving 
with sufficient rapidity, a record

may, be as fast as need be. 
Here, then, is an instrument which 
does everything we wish. It works

with any desired speed and it can be 
applied to measure voltages of any 
desired magnitude by the use of a 
proportionate dividing device, a po- 
tentiometer. 

It is evident that we have in this 
type of oscillograph just the device 
we need to give us all the informa- 
tion required in regard to lightning 
voltages, And yet, in the period from 
1924 until 1928, this use has not been 
made. How can this be explained? 

The instrument is costly, cumber- 





some and difficult to operate, even 
in the laboratory, because of the re- 
quirement for a relatively high de- 
gree of vacuum and the complicating 
requirement that replaceable films 
must be used within the vacuum. 
But these facts, though they intro- 
duce difficulties, are not barriers 
which would stop the use of such a 
perfectly suited instrument in the 
solution of the problem of such 
great magnitude. 

The difficulty has been that light-

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ning, which lasts only a few. mil- 
lionths of a second, may. occur at 
any, time. in .a- period of a few 
months. The oscillograph must be 
ready. to record a disturbance of.a 
few millionths of a second: occurring 
at any time during a thunderstorm 
of two or three hours. But, if the 
stream, of electrons is permitted to 
strike at a single point on the pho- 
tographic film for longer than .00001 
of a second, a large area of the film 
will be blurred or fogged to such an 
extent that no visible record can 
be made. 

The problem, then, in the use of 
the oscillograph in studies of natural 
lightning, was to find some way to 
turn on the oscillograph not more 
than .00001 of a second before the 
arrival of the lightning and not even 
a fraction of a millionth of a sec- 
ond later. This has proved to be a 
problem of considerable magnitude. 

An organization was set up in Ger- 
many for the study of high-voltage 
disturbances, and this group, headed 
by Professor A. Matthias and includ- 
ing many of the best scientific brains 
available for consultation in Ger- 
many, worked for two years in an 
effort to produce some kind of relay 
to accomplish this result. Similar 
efforts were made in this country. 


Norinder Finds a Way. 


The problem was solved by Dr. 
Harold Norinder, a Swedish scientist, 
who has devoted the last eight years 
to a study of this problem. By an 
ingenious modification of the oscillo- 
graph- itself, he eliminates the need 
for any relay accessory. Engineers 
of the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company, who had 
worked long and hard on the prob- 
Iem of producing the kind of relay 
device which would be at once quick 
enough and reliable, hailed the news 
of Dr. Norinder’s accomplishment 
with joy and high hopes. Dr. 
Norinder was induced to visit this 
country to discuss the problem and 
his solution. 

As a result, arrangements were 
made by which Westinghouse engi- 
neers were privileged to use the 
Norinder improved oscillograph in 
field studies. Immediately intense 
activity was begun on a dozen phases 
of the problem—to design instru- 
ments incorporating the Norinder 
idea, to build these instruments, to 





ESULTS of recent scientific re- 
search with turkeys are believed 
to insure the permanence of the 

American turkey industry. No rem- 
edy has as yet been found for the tur- 
key disease ‘“‘blackhvad,’’ which: for 
a time threatened to wipe out the in- 
dustry; but new methods of artificial 
incubation and brooding have been 
developed to render turkeys practi- 
cally free from parasitic diseases. 


It has long been the general impres- 
sion that turkeys would not thrive 
when closely confined, but, according 
to poultry specialists of the New Mex- 
ico Agricultural College, when proper 
sanitary precautions are taken and 
the right type of feed is provided 
the birds are contented and do well, 
even though confined. While this 
system is more costl: than the free- 
range plan, it is possible to secure 
greater growth and a better product. 

The artificial incubation and brood- 
ing, of young poults is a system 
followed only a relatively short time, 
but it is rapidly being adopted by 
leading turkey prodticers, This 
method requires less work, prevents 
the spread of disease from old to 
young and produces a flock more 
uniform in size and ar

Experiments in Minnesota.

thrive under close confinement - on.

grow older. To seventy pounds of 
this mixture were added thirty 
pounds of high-grade beef scraps, a 
half pound of fine table salt and a 
half pound of powdered charcoal.

make arrangements for cooperative 
work on the part of the power-system 


‘operating companies, to determine 


what: other instruments should. be 
uséd,' to give parallel results on other 
phases of the problem and’ support- 
ing data, to erect necessary acces- 
sory equipment in the field, and to 
develop the technique of operation 
and train a sufficient number of en- 
gineers to take care of the stations 
planned. This preparatory work, 
begun in January, 1928, was com- 
pleted before the first of June, and 
the installation of the oscillograph 
was begun immediately and com- 
pleted early in July. 

Thé location selected was in the 
mountains of Eastern Tennessee, 
where all available records indicate 
lightning to be as frequent and as 
severe as at any place in the country, 
and where, fortunately for the pur- 
poses of the study, a highly insu 
tated power line runs directly over 
the exposed end of the Chilhowee 
Ridge of the Great Smoky Moun- 
tains. The owners of this transmis- 
sion line, the Aluminum Company of 
America and the Knoxville Power 
Company, realizing the importance 
of the solution to the problem, glad- 
ly cooperated in the plan and in the 
work of field construction and in- 
stallation. 


The importance of the work was 
so great and the benefits of success 
so far-reaching that no effort was 
spared to make the study complete. 
For the double purpose of making 
certain to secure information on any 
disturbance which might occur, and 
of learning something as to the 
change in lightning voltages as they 
travel along a circuit, two: complete 
measuring stations were located on 
the same line, approximately five 
miles apart, one on-each side of the 
mountain. 


Noise of Thunder Recorded. 


The oscillograph forms the centre 
point for each installation. It is 
supported by klydonographs situated 
along the line on each side. In order 
to determine the very necessary in- 
formation as to the location of the 
cloud discharge relative to the line 
and measuring station, use was made 
of microphones on each side of the 
station to record the noise of the 
thunder, an antenna at the station 
to record the electrical disturbance 
and an osiso—a special form of auto- 
matic vibrator type oscillograph—to 
record the time difference between 
these two, thus providing a basis for 
calculations as to distance. Special 
cameras of the ‘‘fish-eye’’ type, 
which photograph the entire sky on 
a single plate, were provided to in- 
sure that actual photographs are ob- 
tained wherever possible. 

With all this equipment installed 
and ready, the engineers awaited the 
first storm. It is an interesting fact 
that in the period of construction, 
when heavy material had to be 
hauled for miles over sticky clay 
roads, incessant thunderstorms in- 
terfered continually with the prog- 
tess, but once the apparatus was at 
its destination and in condition to 
operate, the bright sun appeared and 
the storms seemed past for good. 
Storms were seen in the distance, but 
no. disturbances reached the station. 
Occasionally nearer storms gave 
hopes, but even these storms gave 
rise to no’ measurable disturbances. 
An automatic warning device had 
been provided to ring an alarm at 
the approach of a storm, but the in- 


terest of the engineers and the im- 


portance they attached to the results 
were so great that several times a 
mere suspicion that a storm might 
be approaching caused them to turn 
out in the middle of the night to 
make: the station ready in case a 
storm might come: 

Finally; the storm appeared. A 
cloud discharge took place near the 
line and records were taken. For the 
first time a complete record has been 


: 


otbained showing the entire history, 
from start to finish of the duration 
of a lightning disturbance in a high- 
voltage transmission line in actual 
service, The familiar klydonograph 
records, the reliability of which has 
been proved through hundreds of in- 
stallations in the Jast several years, 
verified the oscillograph record as to 
maximum voltage value. 

The disturbance was not of great 
intensity. The upper value resobed 
was only 650,000 volts, whereas volt~ 
ages twice as high as this or even 
higher appear in the same line and 
travel at least some distance along 
the conductors toward the station 
without damage. The voltage rose 
in a few millionths of a second to its 
maximum value and then fell off and 
disappeared fifty-millionths of a sec- 
ond after it began. The shape of the 
curve registered’ is such as to indi- 
cate that the cloud discharge oc- 
curred with considerable speed, but 
far from instantaneously, as the con-

Needed Instruments Found. 


This kind of information is of 
value. Close analysis of the results 
will assist materially in understand- 
ing the mechanism of cloud dis.

him, a married scion of royalty, as 
the climax of a tender and passion- 
ate romance—all these contributed 
toward making a tidbit of scandal 
and surmise such as no royal family 
of Europe had provided within the 
memory of any living person. 

Its sensational features assumed 
even greater proportions when weeks 
and months elapsed without-bringing 
any really satisfactory explanation 
of just what had occurred during the 
tragic hours of that Januray night 
preceding the finding of the bodies. 
Versions grudgingly vouchsafed. by 
Austrian officialdom served only to 
arouse the suspicions of those who 
read them. From the moment that 
the death of the Archduke and the 
beautiful Baroness became known a 
crop of wild rumors sprang up and 
circulated throughout the world. 
Some maintained that Rudolph had 
shot Maria and then himself; others 
that she had shot him and then com- 
mitted suicide; others that both had 
taken poison simultaneously. Still 
other rumors had it that one or both 
of the unhappy lovers had been mur- 
dered by some other person or per- 
sons, ¢ 


Silence of the Hapsburgs. 


Magazine articles about the fatal 
night at Meyerling were. published in 
a score of countries; entire books 
appeared dealing with it. “But still 
the haughty Hapsburgs preserved 
silence; : still those who might be 
expected to know exactly what had 
occurred—the boon companions of 
Rudolph who were at the hunting 
lodge on the night of the tragedy, 
his faithful old coachman, the ser- 
vants at Meyerling—refrained from 
clearing up the mystery. Weeks and 
months turned to. years, years® to 
decades, and still the tragedy re- 
mained as mysterious as_ ever. 
Finally. people grew tired of »com- 
paring version with version;. of: sift- 
ing evidence altogether too much 
tainted by hearsay; of trying, with 
tantalizingly insufficient ; 
tiluminate the black mystery of that 
January night. Gradually the trag- 
edy took its place in the public mind 
as one’ of those mysteries destined 
never to be explained. 

So matters remained until this 
spring—a full thirty-nine years since 
Rudolph and Maria Vetsera were 
found dead together, . Then, at last, 
what may be reasonably. called 
the best evidence yet brought for- 
ward concerning the double’ tragedy 
was printed—printed .so. quietly, 
though, so unostentatiously,,.as to 
pass well-nigh .unperceiyed. . This 
sensational disclosure was made in 
n book published in Paris, an Eng- 
lish translation, of which.has., just, 
deen published here by ‘Harper & 
Bros. 

The volume in. question, entitled

‘‘Dare I ask whether your relations 
with the Austrian Court have enabled 
you to penetrate the mystery of 
Meyerling?> Was the Arthduke Ru- 
dolph murdered by his mistress or 
did he kill her in the course of “an 
orgy? Did they commit suicide to- 
gether? What: happened?’’ ‘ 

On being asked the above question, 
M. Paléologue writes; the ex-Empress 
Bugénie ‘hesitated for an instant, 
with.drawn eyebrows.’’...Then,.. “in 
a résolute tone,” she said: 

“Yes, I know,the truth about the 
drama of Meyerling. I can even say 
that no one knows it better than I 
do, for 1 had-it directly from the 
Empress Elizabeth, who confided it 
to me during her last stay at Cap 
Martin.’’ 

Having disclosed that much, Eu- 
génie solemnly adjured her visitor to 
promise not to reveal one single word 
of what she was about to tell him, as 
long as she and the Emperor Francis 
(the ..Empress 
Elizabeth was already dead, having 
been murdered eight years before). 

The French diplomat. promised. 
Thereupon the ex-Empress proceeded 
to tell him the story of what hap- 
pened at Meyerling—as told to her, 
ex-Empress of France, by Elizabeth, 
Empress of Austria-Hungary, mothe: 
of the man found dead at the hunt- 
ing lodge—surely as good evidence as 
one could hope to find, especially 
when disclosed (now that Francis 
Joseph and Eugénie are both dead), 
by a French diplomat of high stand- 
ing, ‘deemed worthy, after years of 
faithful service, to represent his 
country at the court of the Emperor 
of Russia. ; 

Empress Eugénie’s Story. | 

Here is what the ex-Empress Eu- 
génie told about the tragedy of 
Meyerling, as written down. by M 
Paléologue immediately after hearing 
it and now made public by him for 
the first time: 

‘Under the dictation of her infalli- 
ble memory she recounted to me 
how, about 5 o’clock-on. the ‘evening 
of Jan. 29,1889, the Emperor. Fran- 
cis Joseph had-a very heated inter- 
view with his son on the score of 
Mile. Vetsera; he even threatened to 
disinherit him if he did not instantly 
put an end to this scandalous liaison. 
So violent was the tone of the Em- 
peror’s expression that the Arch- 
duke took fright and promised to 
break. with . his.mistress. But _he 
asked his father’s leave.to: see her 
again one last time to say good-bye; 
(he was already engaged to dine with 
her that evenirig in the neighborhood 
of ‘Vienna, at Meyerling. The Em- 
peror granted it: ‘Go, then, for to- 
night!. But efter this you are not to 
see.her again. Don’t forget I. have 
your ‘word of honor, your word asa 
gentleman!’ .« 

“Coming out of the Hofburg {the 
imperial palace at Vienna] ‘Rudolph 
took a’ hackney-cab, driven by the 
coachman Bratfisch, and was driven 
to Meyerling, which. is about twenty 


“miles from Vienna, There, at 2 hunt- 


ing-box, Maria Vetsera was awaiting 


some news tor you. I am pregnant.’ 

‘‘Whereupon there was a terrible 
scene of affectionate despair between 
the two adoring lovers. 
on saying: ‘We can’t go on living! 
Let us die in each other’s arms! Let 
us end it all tonignt God have pity 
on us!’ 

“In the paroxysm. of their exalted 
state, Rudolph seized a revolver and 
killed Maria with. a. bullet in. the 
breast. Then, taking off her clothes, 
he laid her out piously cn the bed. 
The room was decorated with some 
bunches of roses; the Archduke took 
them and heaped them upon the 
dead woman. After which he wrote 
his mother a long letter . which 
opened thus: 

**‘My dear mother, I no longer 
have any right to live: I have 
killed . 

‘Letter Left by Rudolph. 


“It was this letter which told the 
Emperor and Empress the exact 
course of the drama. About 6 in the 
morning Rudolph killed himself with 
a bullet through the brain. 

“Two hours later the Archduke’s 
valet.came to rouse his master, and 
tried in vain to open the door. Gel- 
ting no reply to‘his calls, he ran to 
fetch Philip of Coburg and Hoyos. 
The three of them raised a ladder 
against the outside wall and got into 
the room by smashing the window. 

‘‘When Philip of Coburg and Hoyos 
told Francis Joseph what had hap- 
pened he made them swear that they 
would never tell any one the story 
of that night at’ Meyerling; and ‘the 
vow was kept. by ‘both:’’

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The Residential Skyline of New York Will Be Changed If 
~""“The Measure Is Approved—A Public Hearing 
. At the City Hall Next Week

UBLIC hearings open next week 
on the new multiple-dwellings 
bill, a measure which, for all 
ts technical sound, is -woven 

pon a eclorful background of bv 
Snan nature. 


"the multiple-dwellings bil8.is now 
im but tentative form, The lawmakers 
are willing to change it to meet any 
walid objection or suggestion that 
may develop at the hearings. How- 
_ @ver, if the measure stands as now 
\ written and is adopted in that form 
by the next Legislature, the effect 
will be far-reaching and, some think, 
revolutionary. 

As now written, the bill contem- 
plates increasing yard and court 
space of buildings about 50 per cent 
and to compensate the owners of 
property for loss of ground room 
available for building, would lift the 
domestic roof over the city’s head to 
@ higher level. Staking out new 
acres of virgin sky, it would raise 
the height limit of residential build- 


ings one-third—if the height includes} © 
a tower, as it may on very.large}. 


plots, 100 per cent. It would legalize 
high construction of the setback and 
tower type in residential areas. for 
the first time since the city was 
founded. 

Its computations for commensu- 


rately increased‘ light and air offer) 


something new in apartment build- 
ing physics. In a word, the new bill 


aims to expand the 1901 tenement! 


house law to permit for 
future apartment houses some of the 
structural advantages developed suc- 
cessfully under the 1916 Zoning Reso- 
lution. 


The multiple-dwellings bill also pro- 
vides a solution for the heretofore 
insoluble problem of the ‘‘apart- 
ment hotel.” It accepts existing 
ones as legal if they make “serving 
pantries’’ conform to new require- 
ments governing size and location. 
It also offers conditions to permit 
cooking everywhere—in hotels, apart- 
ment hotels and apartment houses 
alike. The New York woman, con- 
juring with percolator, toaster or fry- 
ing pan, would no longer need to 
keep an ear out for the building 
inspector. 


A Readjustment in Form. 


Passage of the multiple-dwellings 
bill would authorize the third his- 
toric readjustment made in the form 
end stature of city housing since 
steel construction. The first read- 
justment in the steel period was the 
basic tenement House law of 1901, 
which is now patched and patched 
again with about’ 150 amendments. 
This venerable statute the pending 
measure is designed to revise and 
bring up to date. The second adjust- 
ment was the zoning resolution fif- 
teen years later, which produced the 
prevailing ‘“‘height” and “‘use’”’ areas 
and, more spectacularly, the modern- 
type skyscraper with setbacks and 
towers. 

The multiple-dwellings bill was 
summarized in detail in the real 
estate. section of THz New ‘YorRK 
Tres of last Sunday. It is not neces- 
sary here more than to recapitulate 
some of the bolder strokes in the 
prospective picture. Among them 
are: 

Apartment hotels and apartment 
houses would be placed on a parity, 
entitled to the same privileges and 
subjected to the same restrictions. 

Cooking would be allowed every- 
where under given conditions to elim- 
inate “‘cooking’’ and ‘‘non-cooking”’ 
distinctions as possible ground for 
evasions. 

In Manhattan and other sections, 
where a ‘‘one-and-one-half times or 
less restricted height limit is im- 
posed by the zoning resolution, the 
following height limit would govern: 

A future. multiple dwelling would 
be allowed to go in a vertical wall 
from sidewalk to cornice line to a 
height one and one-half times the 
etreet width. No street would be 
considered wider than 100 feet. Then 
the structure could rise in a series 
of setbacks to a total height not 
greater than twice the width of the 
street: On top of this a tower would 
be allowed to bring the total height 
of the building to three times the 
width of the street, but only on lots 
not smaller than 25,000 square feet 
'(200 by 125 feet). The condition is 
imposed that the basé of the tower 
shall not exceed one-fifth of the total 
ground area. It is understood that 
the authors of the bill are consider- 
ing the limiting of the frontage 
length of towers to 75 or 100 feet. 


Thirty-Story Tower Buildings. 


* This would mean that on a 100-foot 
gatreet in the given section, a multi- 
ple dwelling would be free to go up 
fifteen stories on the street, twenty 
stories with setbacks and—on a lot 
not smaller than 200. by 125 feet— 
thirty stories with a tower. Set- 
backs would be made on.both sides

182 square feet would be required. 

‘The present rule would be rescinded 
which prohibits building upon more 
than 70 per cent of a lot. But those 
writing the bill are doubtful that, in 
practical effect, any of the higher 
structures could cover more than 60 
per cent in view of the new yard 
and ‘court. requirements. 

The bill. contains various other new 


proposals, particularly in respect to 


improved sanitation and fire protec- 
tion, and covers in all ninety pages 
of text. 

The State revisory commission— 
known officially as the Temporary 
Commission to Examine and Revise 
the Tenement House Law—has been 
at work about eighteen months. 
State Senator James L. Whitley is 
chairman, and Samuel H. Hofstadter, 
State Senator-elect and former As- 
semblyman, is vice chairman. The 
commission has been fundamentally 
limited by the fact that it must take 
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the city as it is. Authorized to plan 
for the future, it must abide in large 
measure by existing usage. 

The commission, its supporters 
further point out, has. had~to. deal 
not-only with architecture but. also 
with divided public psychology. One 
psychology assumes that the best 
way to maintain income-profits on 
increasingly valuable land is to 
raise the height of buildings to ob- 
tain proportionately more rentable 
area. Another emphasizes sociolog- 
ical values and opposes higher 
buildings as inimical to health, safe- 
ty and convenience, and as likely 
to depreciate property values by 
smothering a locality with. over- 
building. 

Earlier Bill Sidetracked, 


Both points of view have teeth. 
The present commission has already 
felt them. For example, it went up 
to Albany with an earlier bill last 
Spring, only to have it sidetracked 
by realty interests and others who 
said it was not sufficiently practical. 
The State enlarged the commission 
to give representation to these 
critics, and the present measure, 
worked out cooperatively, appears to 
have won over this opposition. 
Whether or not the commission has 
sacrificed any of its original support 
remains to be seen. 

Upon this uncertain footing the 
commission has been further obliged 
to shoulder the responsibility of deal- 
ing with that vxing post-war hybrid 
—the “apartment hotel.” Another 
problem is the ‘“‘remodeled dwelling,” 
but it does not figure in the build- 
ing height. equation. 


Apartment Hotels. 


The present bill accepts the apart- 
ment hotel with qualifications. It 
seeks to equalize the special privi- 
leges that structure has captured for 
itself by extending some of the same 
privileges to all multiple dwellings 
in the future. Harold Riegelman, 
counsel for the commission, says of 
the apartment hotel: 

“The commission recognizes the 
social need for apartment hotels in 
permitting new buildings of that 
type to be erected providing they 
comply in height. and bulk with the 
new “requirements affecting apart- 
ment houses. * * * As to existing 
apartment hotels, the records of the 
commission» indicate, that they con- 
stitute in intention and fact an eva- 
sion of the purposes of the tenement 
house law. Nevertheless, they are 
here, and the commission has sought 
some way to remedy the worst of 
their remediable abuses.”’ 

Apartment hotels “are here”. by 
virtue .of having stolen -a march, 
which ‘realty men call one of the 
major manoeuvres in recent build- 
ing history. 


Divisions of Opinion. 

Opinion on the present multiple 
dwellings bill has developed three di- 
visions. Two are the essential parti-

$2,000,000,000 invested in ‘‘new law” 
multiple dwellings on _ relatively 
smaller lots deserve economic pro- 
tection. The owners deserve protec- 
tion of their property rights to light 
and air. Lower buildings which 
could not profitably go higher should 
be kept safe against ‘‘theft’”’ of their 
light and air assets by taller neigh- 
bors. This is one view. 


**Rentable area’’ is also called the 
wrong basis for figuring how to 
keep income-profits abreast, of ris- 
ing land values. ‘‘Better planning’’ 
is the right one. Indeed, there is 
no present demand for higher build- 
ings except for speculative purposes. 
Full intensive development under the 
existing code would be sufficient to 
meet present social needs. 


Better planning would capitalize to 
better advantage the increasing com- 
mercial value of sunlight and day- 
light. For example, a recent new 
apartment house was purposely built 
on but 57 per cent of its lot when it 
could have been built on 70 per cent. 
Its rent scale averaged $515 a room. 
Sunlight was provided for every room 
by the reduced building plan. In con- 
Sequence even rents on the ground 
floor, ordinarily sub-average, main- 
tained the $515 average. They would 
have yielded $400 a room on a 70 
per cent ‘“‘coverage.’’ Better plan- 
ning increases income as surely as 
higher buildings, and without the lat- 
ter’s health and depreciation hazards. 


The “Compensatory” Theory. 

Mr. Riegelman, as spokesman for 
those supporting the bill, says, on 
the other hand: 

“The primary need for city dwellers 
is more light and air. The proposed 
bill materially increases these two 
vital factors. This end cannot be ac- 
complished without critically depress- 
ing existing land values or giving 
existing buildings an unfair if not 
confiscatory advantage over new 
structures unless the height limit on 
new, structures is increased suffi- 
ciently to maintain the present per- 
mitted bulk. The multiple-dwelling 
bill permits greater height solely on 
this ‘compensatory’ theory but ar- 
ranges the ‘setting back’ of what 
may be termed the ‘super-stories’ so 
tliat they do not materially impair 
the additional light and air gained 
for the courts and yards. The new 
conditions*in no way increase con- 
gestion. 

‘The problem is not essentially 
one of height, ‘but of better living 
conditions, and viewed from this as- 
pect the height element is purely in- 
cidental. But even from the point of 
view of those who fix their atten- 
tion upon that incidental element, 
there is a distinct gain in respect to 
some of the finest streets in the city, 
such as Park Avenue, Fifth Avenue 
and Central Park West, where. the 
proposed height limits are more re- 
strictive than those prescribed by ex- 
isting laws. On Park Avenue, for 
example, that being a 140-foot street, 
an apartment house may today rise 
to a height of 210 feet, exclusive of 
penthouse.

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America Has.a Valuable Asset in the Friendship of the Now 
Thriving Nation When It Comes to a Question of 
Trade With Eastern Europe

Czechoslovakia, and Lewis Einstein, 

the United. States -Minister, says the 

name speaks. for the cordial rela- 

tions .existing between Czechoslo- 

vakia and its earliest benefactor, the 
United. States. 

Mr. Hinstein sailed from New York 
recently to.return.to the diplomatic 
post at. Prague that he has held for 
some seven years. In that time, he 
said, the country had risen from vas- 
salage and bankruptcy to a high 
place among the most progressive of 
the European nations. Because the 
United States had played such a part 
in setting the new republic upon the 
road to this success it had insured 
itself aypermanently cordial and prof- 
_ itable xeturn. 

The Minister medsuxed the growing 
value of the return by the growing 
importance: .of .Czechoslovakia. As 
evidence indicating the development 
of that country, he cited-a balanced 
budget for the past two years, an in- 
creasingly favorable balance of trade, 
a vigorous industry, a currency in 
which the basic ‘‘ecrown’’ had proved 
as stable as the British pound, har- 
mony within and conciliation with- 
out. 

Czechoslovakia, he noted, had been 
the first European nation to make 
payment on_ its. American debt—a 
debt it could have long since dis- 
charged in full had the terms of the 
loan contract itself not prevented. 
Mr. Einstein said that development 
had now fully consolidated the coun- 
try’s position as the intellectual cen- 
tre of the Slav peoples. 

All this had beem achieved in the 
short space often years, said the 
Minister. Ten years ago the Czechs 
and Slovakians had cut loose from 
traditional imperial moorings, only 
to find themselves.-drifting rapidly 
toward disaster. Wartime under- 
nourishment threatened to become 
acute starvation. The number of 
mouths to feed and the number of 
idle hands was swelled by the return- 
ing soldiery; war veterans returning 
to find cupboards bare and not a 
factory whistle to be heard in the 
jiand,” 

America Gives Her Aid. 


Then American credits and Ameri- 
can supplies began to flow into 
Czechoslovakia, he continued, Amer- 
ican flour and fats brought in by the 
Hoover Food Relief Administration 
not only saved: life but sayed the 
Government ftom a rising tide of 
Bolshevism, according to. Minister 
Einstein. Ameri¢a’s- timely. assis- 
tance, together ‘with Woodrow Wil- 
son’s recognition of Czechoslovakia’s 
nationalistic aspirations, combined 
both to set the country upon its feet 
and to create a vast fund of good- 
will for America.

‘TI recall the time,’’ the Minister 
went on, ‘‘when I first took up the 
question of the settlement of the 
Czechoslovakian debt to the United 
States with that great Minister of 
Finance, Dr. Rasin, who shortly af- 
terward in the performance of his 
duty was murdered by a Communist: 
I speak of him with real admiration. 
At that time the financial stability 
of the country had not yet been 
achieved and her credit had not 
reached its present level. Yet Dr. 
Rasin said without a moment’s hesi- 
tation that the United States had 
lent Czechoslovakia money at a time 
when she was still unable to secure 
it elsewhere, and that with the cred- 
its extended food and materials had 
been purchased to tide over the dif- 
ficult days. He told me with what 
gratitude he recognized the solemn 
debt to America, and said that he 
would. do all in his power to re- 
pay it.’ : 

Mr. Einstein pointed out that the 
country had paid back in full its 1925 
American loan of $25,000,000. It 
would like similarly to refund its 1923 
loan of $50,000,000, but is prevented 
by the fact that the contractual ma- 
turity date is 1932. Even so, the na- 
tional treasury has bought up 
already about one-third of these se- 
curities, a substantial economy in 
view of the fact that the interest 
rate is 8 per cent. 


Czechoslovakia Able to Serve. 


In return for whatever America has 
done toward its rehabilitation, Czech- 
oslovakia is in position to render at 
least one unique future service, in 
the opinion of Mr, Einstein. The 
Minister foresaw the day when pres- 
sent Soviet Russia would be more 
fully reopened to foreign trade. An 
industrial nation like America had a 
heavy. stake in such an event, he 
said.. It would be all well enough 
for incoming American manufactur- 
ers to establish h rs at, say, 
Moscow, and place 4 top men 
there. But, the Minister,asked, what

A CHRISTMAS WARNING 
ON MAILS IS ISSUED 





Postmaster’s Plea. This 


E ‘are several, new. notes 
this year in the postmaster’s 
annual call to mail early and 
avoid the rush: The old famil- 

iar injunctions are still necessary, 
but there is an intimation that the 
public is improving its mailing be- 
havior. There is now more precise 
news of foreign and domestic sched- 
ules, information about European 
air mail lines and details of such in- 
novations as how to mail your 
Christmas cards in November and 
yet have them delivered a day or two 
before Christmas. 

Adding the phrase ‘If: it’s going 
abroad, get it aboard’’ to the lexicon 
of Christmas. preparation phrase- 
ology, the New York postoffice, 
under Postmaster John J. Kiely, ‘is 
this year giving special attention to 
the increasingly important volume 
of holiday mail for foreign countries. 
Each year, according to officials, the 
volume of last-minute Christmas 
mails for foreign destinations causes 
a great concentration of effort on the 
part of the postoffice and steamship 
companies to move the mail across 
in time. All available space on the 
ship is piled high with mail sacks. 
And when the mail reaches a foreign 
port just before Christmas it encoun- 
ters the usual congestion. 


To send Christmas mail abroad, ac- 
cording to the postmaster, it should 


last few steamers scheduled to reach 
their destinations‘ before-Dec. 25 are 
loaded: with mail. Here are the lat- 
est approximate dates for mailing 
letters and cards: France, ‘Germany /- 
and England, Dec. 14; Austria, 
Central Europe and Russia, Dec. 8; 
Spain, Dee. 12; Scandinavian coun- | 
tries, except Denmark, Dec. 8;/ 
Italy, Dec, 11; Denmark, Dec: 12; 
China, Nov. 26; Japan, Dec. 2; Chile, 
Nov. 29; Argentina, Dec. 1; Brazil, 
Dec. 8 Parcel post packages must 
be mailed earlier. 

No exact time, according to post- 
office officials, canbe given when 
foreign Christmas parcels should ‘be 
mailed, ag there are so many cus- 
toms regulations abroad that must 
be compiled with before delivery. It 
is advisable that'll such parcels be 
mailed as soon as possible. 


Increase of 200 Per Cent. 


The outstanding reason for the 
postmaster’s plea for early mailing 
is that during the holiday time the 
volume of mail increases approxi- 
mately 200 per cent. And the New 
York postoffice normally receives, | 
delivers and dispatches some 16,000,- 
000 pieces of ordinary mail daily. | 
This explains why so ‘many letters, | 
ecards and packages fail to arrive| 
until after Christmas Day. So the 
postmaster suggests that gifts and 
greetings and letters to friends and 
relatives in the United States be 
sent at least a week or ten days be- 
fore Christmas Day, or considerably 
earlier if possible. 

In the case of Christmas cards, 
special facilities for early mailing are 
offered. ‘‘Patrons sending a quan- 
tity of Christmas cards, say, ten or 
more,”’ it is officially stated, ‘‘should 
prepare and mail them two or three 
weeks in advance, as millions are 
mailed and they cannot possibly be 
handled and delivered if mailed only 
two or three or four days before 
Christmas.”’ 

The solution is: To avoid this, pa- 
trons may mail their cards two or 
three weeks before Christmas, if de- 
livered to the postoffice or postal 
station in person, or. tied together 
in @ bundle; labeled to show that 
they are Christmas cards, and de- 
posited in a street letter or pack- 
age box.

to rates. Very often, according to 
officials, people mail matter intended 
for air mail transmission in foreign 
countries with insufficent postage. 
Mail matter of this description, they 
point out, must-have the air mail 
fee fully prepaid, otherwise it will 
be sent by. the usual: routes. 

That the annual publication of 
Christmas mailing requests, suppli- 
cations, and directions.has borne 
some fruit is attested by the post- 
master’s optimistic statement that 
the number of parcels arriving in a 
torn or otherwise mutilated condi- 
tion has decreased to some extent. 
There is still.room for improvement, 
with advantage to both the public 
and the postoffice when parcels are 
wrapped securely, addressed legibly, 
and all: other regulations are ob- 
served, In the case of matter going 
to. foreign countries there are so 
many official regulations that the 
one safe rule is to take the pack- 
age to the nearest postoffice and 
be guided by directions. 

And, finally, it is requested that no 
stickers or seals be placed on the 
stamp side of letters and parcels; 
that if the stamp is left off the 
receiver . is 
charged double postage for it and 
notice is given that on~ Christmas 
Day, though special delivery letters 
will. be .delivered, there will .be no 
general carrier delivery.

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Wioen’s Buredit Report of Two Years’ Investigation. Finds} 


. Legislation Regulating Hours Is Not a Handicap in the 
a Manufacturing Industries—Other Influences 


CCORDING to the figures of the 

1920 ccnsus, more than 8,500,- 

000 women were at that time 

~ gainfully employed in 537 out 

of a total of 572 occupations listed. 

Women in gainful occupations are as- 

suining: an--inereasingly important 

position in economic and industrial 

fields, and in some States, most of 

thém in the South, the increase of 

employed women has been more rapid 
than the increase among men. 

Since the days when wonien first 
moved from the farmhouse spinning 
wheel to the factory spindles, it has 
been @ generally accepted principle 
that women and thelr work offer 
problems that differ from those of 
men. The development of gainful 
employment for women has, there- 
fore, been accompanied by extensive 
increases in labor legislation apply- 
ingfo. women, differing from State 
to State and showing different 
trends in different: places. 


State Regulation Varies. 

In’ some States there 1s complete 
legak-regulation of many phases of 
women’s employment in industry; in 
others there is practically none, , In 
some States these laws cover a large 
proportion of the women employed, 
in others they apply to only a few. 
It is estimated, however, that the 
sum .total of women in the United 
States whose working hours’ are 
regulated by special labor legislation 
amounts to about one-third of the 
8,500,000 employed. 

Are these laws in effect a benefit 
to the woman who works or do they 
limit her opportunities to obtain em- 
ployment on an equal basis : with 
men? “Around this question ‘there 
has raged for several years an acute 
controversy which has divided the 
renkg of the feminists. Cn the one 
side stand the organizations of work- 
ing «women and their supporters, 
holding out for the necessity of so- 
called protective legislation, much of 
it won after a long struggle by the 
women themselves; and on the other 
a much smaller group, contending 
that any law not applying equally 
to men and women is a handicap to 
the women and a violation of the 
doctrine of equality of opportunity 
for all .citizens regardless of sex. 
Both sides have carried their claims | 
to the-halls of Congress, and, more 
recently, introduced the fssue into 
the Presidential campaign. 





While ‘this revival of the ancient} 
controversy is thus fresh in the pub- 


lic mind, the Women’s Bureau of the 
United States Department of. Labor 
is issuing a 500-page report covering 
two years’ investigation of the ef- 
fects of labor legislation’ on the em- 
ployment opportunities of women. 

More that 4,200 working women 
whose experience had a bearing on 
the study were interviewed personal- 
ly. The bureau’s agents visited more 
than 1,600 establishments in eleven 
States, employing more than 650,000 
men and women. Five selected in- 
dustries in which great numbers of 
women are employed were long and 
carefully investigated. These indus- 
tries are:Boots and ‘shoes,. employ- 
ing, according to’ the 1920 census, 
84,641 women; clothing, 232,328; elec- 
trical apparatus, 62,920; knit goods, 
125,440, and paper boxes, 35,828. 

In addition the study included wo- 
men working in stores, restaurants, 
hewspaper offices, street railway 
transportation, elevator operating, 
pharmacy, the metal trades and 
manufacturing. Perticular attention 
was given: the effects of hour laws, 
those prohibiting night work, and 
those barring women'from certain 
specific occupations, such as grind- 
ing, polishing,‘ buffing, dcetylene 
welding, taxicab driving and gas and 
electric meter reading. 


Little Effect of Hour Laws. 


From the vast amount of data col- 
lected during this survey the report 
concludes, that regulatory hour laws 
as applied to women engaged in man- 
ufacturing processes do not handicap 
them, ‘‘but serve’to regulate employ- 
ment and to’.establish the. accepted 
standards of modern efficient indus- 
trial management.”’ 

In ‘the. five .woman-employing +8 
dustries «cited, the ‘investigation 
showed that. legal limitations of wo- 
men’s hours of work had not brought 
about ‘any degree of substitution of 
men for women. Two minor isolated 
cases in hosiery plants, where men 
had been substituted for women be- 
cause the women could not work 
more than nine hours a day, were the 
sum, total of: bona fide instances of 
decreased employment for women re- 
sulting from the enforcement of hour 
legislation. From interviews neld 
with employers it was apparent that 
they engaged women for certain 
work »because they wanted women 
for that work, and the legal limita- 
tion of women’s hours did not pre- 
vent their doing so. In interviewing 
the working women themselves, not 





one was found who declared that such 
legislation ‘had ‘handicapped her or 
limited her opportunity in industry. 

An. astonishingly strong feeling 
was found among employers in in- 
dustry against the employment of 
women at night, irrespective of legal 
regulation. The majority - consider 
night work more undesirable for wo- 
men than for men and‘ would not 
employ them even if the law per- 
mitted.” Hour legislation has not 
been a factor in limiting women’s 
opportunity in the. general run of 
store positions, evén: in buying and 
supervisory, positions. In four of the 
fifty-four stores studied there were 
cases in which it was -held possible 
that ‘legislation might have played 
a part in closing ‘some of these 
higher positions to women, but even 
in these cases it was evident that 
the law was not the sole cause of 
this condition. 


In Cienophietatton’ Field. 


As for women waitresses. daily and 
weekly hour limitations have not 


» placed them.at a disadvantage in 


getting employment. With the night- 
work law the situation is somewhat 
different, although it would not _ap- 
pear to_affect their opportunity to 
work in places ‘where work is 
lightest. and: tips. are -highest;” as 
these places do not appear inclined 
to employ women anyway. The re- 
port of the Women’s Bureau indi- 
cates that it is the actual value of 
the opportunity closed to waitresses 


by night-work laws that is open to 


question rather than‘ the fact that 
such laws shut women ‘out of a cer- 
tain number of jobs. > 

«The: occupations that have been 
most prominently cited as examples 
of the effects of legislation: on .wo- 
men’s employment are those. of 
street car conductor, guard, and 
ticket agent. In the various States 
several different types of legislative 
regulation have been applied to such 
work for women. In some cases the 
enforcement of the laws has been 
followed by wholesale dismissal of 
women conductors and ticket agents. 
On: the other hand, many other in- 
fluences apparently were acting to 
bring about the dismissal of women 
street car conductors while women 
ticket agents were found to be suc- 
cessfully employed’ in other locali- 
ties under conditions far better than 
those required by the laws that ap- 
pear to have been the cause of wo- 
men’s. dismissal. The entire situa-

tion with regarG to the employment 
of women in transportation is so 
complicated and subject to so many 
exceptions that. it. cannot fairly be 
taken as. typical. 

The effect of hour limitations and 
night-work prohibitions on the em- 
ployment cf women in printing and 
publishing is another phase of legis- 
lative regulation that has aroused 
much controversy. 

Of this type of work the Women’s 
Bureau says: ‘‘The importance of the 
effects of the legislation in ques- 
tion, from the standpoint of the wo- 
men in the printing trades, is beyond 
question. Its insienificance in re- 
spect to the broader field of indus- 
trial occupations is equally certain. 
Women’s employment in. printing is 
not comparable with the general run 
of manufacturing occupations. These 
women are members of trades that 
are strongly organized and that prob- 
ably have as general a standard of 
short hours and high wages as any 
occupation in which women are en- 
gaged outside of business and profes- 
sional activities.’’ : 


The Prohibited Jobs. 


The investigation showed that wo- 
men in newspaper offices are not 
numerous; and that, even when they 
are free from any: special legal regu- 
lations, their employment at night is 
not extensive. 

As contrasted with the regulatory 
laws affecting women’s work, some 
States ‘prohibit certain occupations 
entirely. The prohibited jobs studied 
in the investigation of the Women’s 
Bureau included grinding, polishing, 
buffing,.acetylene and-electric weld- 
ing, taxicab driving and gas and elec- 
tric meter reading. 

In almost every case women were 
found in one State carrying on with 
great success occupations which were 
prohibited by law in other States. It 
is such restrictions as these, the re- 
port declares, that afford the out- 
standing example of possible discrim- 





ination against women resulting from 





labor legislation. The regulatory 
laws, it is held, have been a handicap 
only in a few instances when applied 
to specific occupations not entirely 
akin-to.the industrial work for which 
the laws were drawn. 


The investigation made by the Wo- 
men’s Bureau grew out of the con- 
troversy between the advocates and 
opponents of protective labor legis- 
lation for women during the Wo- 
men’s Industrial Conference called by 
the bureau in 1926. They urged that 
the Women’s Bureau -dertake a 
study. Whether the controversy will 
be settled by the findings of the 
study now being made public cannot, 
of course, be foretold. These find- 
ings show that in almost every kind 
of employment the real forces that 
influence women’s opportunity are 
far removed from legislative restric- 
tion of their hours or conditions of 
work, 





A MARRIAGE STRIKE 


HEN the management of the 
Tokio Muslin Company. re- 
cently tried to enforce an old 

rule of factory employment forbid- 
ding any of the girl workers to mar- 
ry they all went on strike and tied 
up the big textile mill, according to 
reports in the labor press. Within 
a few days the company yielded and 
the girls returned triumphantly to 
work, having won not only the right 
to marry when they pleased, without 
being penalized, but also the right to 
free baths every day. 





GOOD-CONDUCT MEDALS. 
HE War Department is consider- 
ing adopting good conduct med- 
als, similar to those given to 
sailors. and marines at the. end of 
their periods of service, and award- 
ing them to soldiers. At present sol- 
diers get merely their honorable dis- 
charges, but it is felt that a medal 
would be a more concrete sign of

Work in a Region of Ice—A Ons - ) ce 
Veteran Supply Ship Boethic - ity

ARDSHIPS of ice and sea and 

' rugged country which agen- 

cies of the Canadian Govern- 

ment. must meet in adminis- 

tering affairs on the frozen fringes 

of the. continent are sometimes 

graphically described in official re- 

ports that eventually reach the capi- 
tal. 

A. Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
constable and two Eskimos were 
traveling from the northernmost 
police post at Bache Peninsula, Elies- 
mere Island, on an extended patrol 
to the western part of the island 
when they found their way to the 
west coast blocked by a glacier that 
was slowly closing.up the pass be- 
tween Flagler Fjord and Gretha Bay. 

The two Eskimos counseled an- 
other way. The constable decided to 
keep going. On one side of them was 
the glacier, on the other a towering 
cliff. The passage was barely wide 
enough for one man. Ice tumbled 
down from above, and the way was 
over the foot of the glacier. So hard 
did the men battle their way that 
despite the temperature of thirty de- 
grees below zero the three travelers 
were bathed in perspiration. 


A Hazardous Journey. 


Every moment of the time that 
they were in that. defile there was 
danger of a block of ice extinguish- 
ing their lives as it came tumbling 
down from above. But they made 
their way. through, and continued on 
a trail which took them 850 miles 
over land and water. At one place 
they discovered, 200 feet above sea 
level, outcroppitigs of soft coal. 

This account comes. back from the 
frozen North in crisp sentences form- 
ing the report of the police post at 
Bache Peninsula. Also there is told 
the story of a party that set out 
from this post, 700 miles from the 
North Pole, to find a way into the 
The way of this 
party, which would have led’ nearly 
to the Arctic Ocean, was blocked by 
glaciers. 

Each year the Canadian Govern- 
ment sends up a supply ship to re- 
lieve the constables in the Far North 
and to leave enough supplies for an- 
other year. Then the reports and 
the mail from the north comeback. 
The Coast Guard ship Boethic has 
recently returned from its annual 
trip. The Department of the In- 
terior records the voyage. 





It seemed at first as if the Boethic , 
were not going to be able to, accom- 
plish its mission to Bache ‘Peninsula 
on account, of ice conditions in 
Smith Sound. The worst ice in years 
faced the stanch vessel; veteran of 
many trips in the Arctic. Pans of 
ice-mountain high, piled. with snow, 


and of exceptional ‘thickness barred }. 


the way. ‘They filled Buchanan and 
Flagler Bays, closing all avenues of 
approach to Bache Peninsula. Ti- 
nally a way in was found and prog- 
Tress was made for another five miles. 
Here members of the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted’ Police post at Bache 
Peninsula welcomed the ship. They 
had ‘been hunting walrus and had 
not seen a white man—except of their 
own party—in a year. 

With no let-up in ice conditions 
on the second day of the Boethic in 
Buchanan Bay, it was decided to ex- 
change personnel, inspect the post, 
give out the mail and arrange for 
the supplies to be taken to the post. 
Inspector Joy, with the men of the 
post and those who were to take 
their places for the coming year, left 
in a motor boat for the peninsula, 
which the Boethic was not able to 
reach. The party threaded a way 
through the pack ice w lay _be- 
tween the ship and the shore. 
Twenty-eight hours later the party 
was back again and left supplies for 
@ year at a cache further down the 
shore, where the constables could 
get at them and bring them to their 
northern post by dog team or, if 
the ice conditions improved, by 
means of their power boat. In the 
event that conditions should make it 
impossible for the annual supply 
ship to reach this northern police 
post, the constables would not suffer, 
however, since there is enough in 
supplies and coal at the post to last 
for two years. 

Inspector Wilcox, stationed at 
Pond Inlet, at -the northern ex- 
tremity of Baffin Island, was re- 
lieved when the ship called there. 
Taspector Wilcox makes many frips 
alone through the Arctic islands. 
His trips this past year included one 
to the Fury and Hecla Straits and 
thence to Melville Peninsula. Travel- 
ing across the interior of the north- 
west part of Baffin Land, he crossed 
many lakes, frozen solid in that 
northern climate. So solid does the 
water freeze that he was able to 
climb a waterfall.

Chicago Aviation Exhibitors Will Discuss 
Domestic Topics and Then Attend Inter- 
national-Meeting at Washington 


By LAUREN D. LYMAN. 

N December there will be events 
of interest to the whole aero- 
nautical world. From Dec. 1 to 9 
an aeronautical exposition inter- 

national in scope will be held in Chi- 
cago. Two days later most of those 
taking part in the exposition will 
journey to Washington, there to join 
avith delegates from fifty or more 
foreign countries in a notable inter- 
national aeronautical conference, last- 
ing from Tuesday, Dec. 11, to Sun- 
day, Dec. 16. 

This conference, at which foreign 
pilots, manufacturers of airplanes 
‘ and motors and representatives of 
the aeronautical Ministries will take 
part, was suggested last year by 
President Coolidge as an incident in 
the commemoration of the first flight 
of a heavier-than-air powered flyi 
machine. It is also in keeping wi 
' the policy of the aeronautics branch 

of the Department of Commerce to 

keep in direct and-close touch with 
the industry not only here, wt abroad. 

The conference will close with a pil- 

grimage to Kitty Hawk, N. C., where 

on Dee. 17, 1908, the Wright brothers 
first flew. 

Instead of discussing merely do- 
mestic problems, those in this coun- 
try interested in extending the in- 
fluence of our own industry to for- 
eign lands saw in the broader con- 
ference an opportunity to discuss 
such matters as reciprocal agree- 
ments, the registration and licensing 
of American aircraft abroad, a pos- 
sible like arrangement for foreign 
aircraft in this country, and the per- 
plexing problem of customs and 
crossing boundaries by international 
air lines. 

The international character of the 
Washington aeronautical conference 
so limited consideration of purely do- 
mestic problems that a ‘“‘preconfer- 
ence’? conference has been planned 
to take place during the exposition 
at Chicago, where representatives of 

\most of the leading manufacturers 
and operators will be in attendance 
during the first nine days in the 
month. 


Planes to Be Exhibited. 

On Tuesday, Dec. 4, at Chicago, the 
manufacturers’ branch of the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce will 
discuss its affairs, and the next day 
will meet with the Department of 
Commerce officials to lay complaints 
before them and to arrive at under- 
standings over the many questions 
having to do with regulations and 
with the protection of the industry. 

The exposition itself, sponsored by 
the Acronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce of America, Inc., will be the 
largest of the sort yet held in this 
country. The Coliseum in Chicago 
was engaged, the largest building 
available. Applications from exhibi- 
tors came in so fast that room in an 
armory near the Coliseum was add- 
ed, and now all the space in that 
room is rented. More than seventy- 
five planes built by more than fifty 
manufacturers will be shown 


aircraft engines and accessories in 
the metropolitan area will exhibit 
products. The display of the Cur- 
tiss Aeroplane and Motor Corpora- 
tion and its subsidiaries will include 
the Curtiss Robin, a three-place 
cabin monoplane powered by the new 
Curtiss air-cooled Challenger motor, 
and the twin-motored Sikorsky am- 
phibian powered with 410-horsepower 
Wasps. Besides the Challenger, the 
Curtiss company will exhibit its 600- 
horsepower twelve-cylinder air-cooled 
motor the Chieftain. 

The Fairfield company will show 
three planes, including a new low- 
wing two-place commercial mono- 
plane which has just been finished 
at the Farmingdale plant. The 
Chance Vought Corporation will send 
two of its Corsairs, built for the 
navy, from its Long Island City 
factory. The Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation will exhibit its three 
Whirlwind type engines of the J6 
series, besides its 525-horsepower Cy- 
clone. From Hartford the Pratt & 
Whitne mpany will send its Wasp 
and H@net engines. 

Among the instrument makers, 
Pioneer and Consolidated will con- 
tribute exhibits of bank and turn in- 
dicators, altimeters, and all the other 
delicate instruments that assist ac- 
curate flying. 


The Latest Carriers. 

From Philadelphia the Pitcairn 
Aviation, Inc., and from Wilmington 
the Bellanca Aircraft Corporation 
will send the latest planes they have 
developed. Fokker and Keystone 
are preparing to show new giant pas- 
senger carriers equipped Yor fourteen 
and twenty passengers respectively. 

The builders mentioned represent 
only those within a hundred miles or 
so of New York City. The West and 
Middle West are to send to the expo- 
sition planes and motors of new de- 
sign. Originally it had been planned 
to make the exposition international 
in scope, but all the space available 
was taken by American exhibitors. 
Arrangements nevertheless have 
been made to show the models of a 
number of popular European planes. 
The small sport planes of Great Brit- 
ain, the De Havilland Moth—soon to 
be manufactured by an American 
company at Lowell—and the Avro 
Avian, will be flown at the Chicago 
airport in the course of the show. 

The exposition period will be made 
the occasion for get-together meet- 
ings. Sunday, Dec. 2, the flying 
school committee of the chamber 
will meet. On Monday representa- 
tives of trade papers will discuss ad- 
vertising problems and organize a 
publishers’ section, and on Tuesday 
the manufacturers’ meetings will be 
held. The next two days will be de- 
voted to meetings on aeronautical 
engineering under the joint auspices 
of the chamber of commerce and 
the Society of Automotive Engineers. 

On Friday delegates from foreign

MARKS TO IDENTIFY CITIES 
MORE CLEARLY FOR AVIATORS 





Aeronautics Branch Is Devising Signs ‘That 
Will Be Visible From. High in Air 


SET of standard identification 
markings for cities of the 
United States, by which fliers 

can recognize them quickly, bas been 
nearly completed at. Washington. 
The work of devising it was started 
last May and has been conducted al- 
most daily and nightly ever since, 
most of it on the roof of thé tall De- 
partment of Commerce building, in 
which is located the aeronautics 
branch. 

Assistant Secretary. William P. 
MacCracken Jr. caused the creation 
of a committee representing his de- 
partment, the armg and navy to 
supervise the endeavor. *“"Woody”’ 
Hockaday of Wichita, Kan., has been 
cooperating in the actual " construc- 
tion of a series of tentative models 
for the markings. 

Army and navy fliers were in- 
structed to make reports on the visi- 
bility of the designs displayed on the 
Commerce roof far below. Members 
of the committee have flown at night 
to ascertain the effect of lights upon 
the various colors experimented with, 
and to learn how the markings 
showed up at different altitudes and 
from oblique distances as far off as 
the Capitol, which is about two miles 
away. 

Coloring Selected. 

Various tests have established that 
lettering and markings in chrome 
yellow on a black background are 
more readily distinguished from the 
air than any Other(tested color com- 
bination. This was a ‘surprise to 
those of the’ experimenters. ‘who had 
a preconceived idea that’ black let- 
ters and marks set off against a yel- 
low background would be most 
clearly seen. 

Three designs have been selected 
tentatively. One is an illuminated 
arrow pointing the way to airports; 
one is a style of lettering for the 
name of. the town, and one is a bulls- 
eyo to be placed near the name of 
the town to signify to aviators that

ignating the municipality and the 
signs that were merely advertising. 

A flier over Dayton, Ohio, for. in- 
stance, might become confused by 
signs for the ‘‘Boston Shoe Store” or 
the “‘Cleveland Electric Company,”’’ 
and not be certain, if he had lost his 
way, whether he had reached Day- 
ton, Cleveland or Boston. Such un- 
certainties made it necessary for avi- 
ators to circle about for a while, and 
finally seek out the railroad station 
before they could learn where they 
‘were. 

With the standard markings in yel- 
low, and the bullseye as the official 
stamp of the United States on the 
hame, such confusion will be elimi- 
nated and flying facilitated. The 
designs are being so constructed that 
they..can be flooded with light at 
night. 


Aztow to Be Simuieniinel. 


The need for an official arrow to 
airports has grown out of haphazard 
practices in marking the terrain for 
the fliers. In different cities some 
arrows point south and some point 
north. The airport may be either 
east or west. 

When the flier finds the standard 
arrow he will see a circle at the 
feather end in which will be letters 
classifying the airport. as. “‘A-I-A,” 
or whatever its degree of fitness may 
be. In the head of the arrow will be 
a figure, like “3,”’ meaning it is three 
miles to the airport in the direction 
in which the arrow is pointed. 

A decision has not yet been reached 
as to the size of letters which shall 
be required in writing the name of 
the town. The experiments are being 
made with letters six, eight, ten and 
twelve feet square. These will be 
viewed from the air at different alti- 
tudes to ascertain the size and spac- 
ing that will be most effective.

To answer them in detail here 
would be impractical, but there are 
certain generalities which can be 
given, 

The monoplane is more efficient 
because it has no interference be- 
tween wings, whereas on a biplane 
the positive pressure from the bot- 
tom surface of the top wing inter- 
feres with the negative pressure 
from the top surface of the bottom 
wing. In biplane construction this 
effect is minimized by increasing 
the gap or distance between the two 
wings. 

The visibility from a monoplane 
is, in most, cases, better than from 


is only one wing to obstruct vision. 
The high wing cabin monoplane 
leaves almost perfect passenger 
vision, but is extremely blind for the 
pilot in making a turn, since the 
wing blocks off his view of ships 
which might be on the side toward 
which he is turning. 


High and Low Wings Compared. 
A low wing monoplane has excel- 
lent visibility for the pilot in turn- 
ing and in taking off, as there is 
nothing to obstruct his view above 
or behind. In this type, however, 
the wing blocks off a large part of 
the passenger’s view. 

Away from airports the high wing 
type is able to land in low brush, 
if necessary, without damaging the 
wing. 

The low-wing plane will take off 
quicker and land slower, due to the 
ground effect of the low wing. Also, 
since the centre of gravity is lower, 
it has not as much tendency to nose 
over in soft ground. 

-The high-wing ship is inherently 
more stable in flight, due to its 
weight being suspended below the 
wing. In order to counteract this, 
the low-wing monoplane is con- 
structed with a greater angle of 
dihedral or, in other words, with the 
wings shaping upward from the 
fuselage to the tips. This cuts down 
the efficiency to some extent. 

The monoplane is generally used 
today for passenger-carrying planes 
of the cabin type, although a num- 
ber of manufacturers are producing 
biplanes for the same purpose, and 
it is doubtful which will eventually 
gain supremacy. 

The biplane is much more manoeu- 
vrable than the average monoplane, 
and has come into general use 
for training and for the individual 
owner who pilots his own plane and 
prefers high performance, quick con- 
trol and open air to the comfort and 
companionship of an enclosed cabin.

This brings up the much-discussed 
question of multi-motored reliability. 
Is a high degree of safety obtained 
by using more than one engine? 

There is no doubt that multi- 
motored planes have a much greater 
degree of safety when they are 
properly designed and operated. If 
they are not so designed and oper- 
ated, then they not only lose their 
advantage over the single-motored 





termine the load his ship can carry 
with one engine out and rate its 
carrying capacity accordingly. After 
the plane has been turned over to 
the operator it is the duty of the 
operating organization to keep the 
gross load within the limits speci- 
fied by the manufacturer. If this 
limit is exceeded, then the reliability 
of multi-engines is lost, and the 
ship is as subject to forced landings 
as a single-engined plane, times the 
number of engines it carries, as the 
failure of any one of these will 
necessitate a landing, even though 
the others will prolong the glide and 
allow a field to be chosen from a 
larger area. 

Modern engine reliability makes a 
motor failure very rare, and the im- 
pression should not be obtained that 
flying in single-engined ‘planes is 
hazardous. I have not had a motor 
failure with a commercial engine in 
the last 100,000 miles I have flown. 

Multi- motored transports will 
probably be used exclusively over 
the more important passenger routes 
and where passenger travel is large 


many cases preferable for his use. 


engineer can determine definitely 
whether or not a plane is well de- 
signed. There are a number of indi- 
cations, however, which may be 
observed by any one who has had a 
little experience around aireraft. 

A well-engineered plane is almost 
invariably well finished throughout. 
The engineer is not content to 
allow the machine out of his super- 
vision until the last detail is com- 
plete. 

If the instruments and controls 
are well and neatly arranged, if 
every appliance is in the most con- 
venient place, if passenger cockpit or 
cabin is well finished yet with a 
minimum of additional weight, if not 
one ounce is added that does not 
fulfill a purpose, these are signs of 
good engineering. 

One of the best. indications of 
the aerodynamic qualities of a plane 
is its ability to fly and manoeuvre 
without the use of any one control.

Next, the stick should be pushed 
forward, forcing the plane into a 
glide. When released the plane 
should again resume a normal flying 
position after several decreasing 
oscillations and the pilot should not 
have touched the stick or the throttle 
during the test. 

This procedure should be gone 
through again, pulling the stick 
back and placing the plane in a stall 
instead of a glide. 

After testing for longitudinal sta- 
bility the stick should be pushed to 
one side and the wing dropped at 
least forty degrees. In this test it 
will probably be necessary for the 
pilot to use the rudder, but the plane 
should resume normal flying posi- 
tion without his touching stick or 
throttle. 

Next, the pilot should release the 
rudder completely and by using the 
stick only be able to bank and turn 
the plane in either direction without 
skidding badly. If the plane has a 
tendency to turn let when the stick 
is moved right, or vice versa, its 
stability is poor. 

Finally, the pilot should release 
the stick and be able to bank and 
turn the plane with the rudder only. 

During this entire time the throt- 
tle should not have been touched. 

It is entirely possible for a plane 
to meet these requirements and at 
the same time be very manoeuvrable.

—Pianes Imported From United States—Lack of Other 
Travel Facilities Is Encouraging Aviation

S year two. outstanding 
events — Colonel Lindbergh’s 
good-will flight through Cen- 
tral and South America, and 

the Pan-American Conference at Ha- 
vana—have served to focus public at- 
tention on the progress of aeronau- 
tics in the vast continent south of 
us. Five years ago this development 
could not have been said to be in 
anything but an embryonic stage; 
now it is rapidly 

portions. : 

This extension of aerial transporta- 
tion below the Panama Canal on @ 
continent more than twice the size of 
the United States is engaging the at- 
tention of those interested in the fu- 
ture of the industry. They are not 
alone Americans. Already German 
and French companies are in the 
field, and the Spanish and British 
bid fair to join in the race for con- 
cessions to operate South American 
air services. 

At present no European or North 
American nation can claim a hege- 
mony in aviation matters in South 
America, > Crossing State boundaries 
by air, as by Jand, raises many ques- 
tions in international law. This and 
similar problems, brought up for dis- 
cussion at the International Air Nav- 
igation Convention of 1919, as well as 
at the Pan-American Convention on 
Commercial Aviation of 1923 and the 
Pan-American Conference at Ha- 
vena this year, will doubtless be con- 
sidered at the International Confer- 
ence on Civil Aeronautics called by 
President Coolidge for Dec. 12, to 
which fifty-four nations have been 
invited. 

Much Interest in Flying. 

That the people of South America 
are becoming thoroughly ‘‘air- 
minded” and that the various gov- 
ernments are awake to the commer- 
cial possibilities of aviation are two 
points invariably emphasized by bus- 
iness men and others in close touch 
with the situation. They indicate 
that the greatness of distances, the 
lack of railroad and steamship fa- 
cilities, and the generally poor con- 
dition of roads are factors favoring 
the establishment of passenger, mail 
and freight air lines. 

On his return from a trip through 
Peru, Chile, Argentina and Brazil, 
James D. Summers, Commissioner of 
Aeronautics of the United States De- 
partment of Commerce, reported that 
*‘the people and the governments are 
interested in flying’ and that “there 
48 a great potential market for Amer- 
ican airplanes.’’ 

Lieuténarits ‘Wade ‘ard’ Doolittle, 
who flew respectively 38,000 and 
- 15,000 miles in-Seuth America, re- 
ported the existence of considerable 
interest in’ flying, and Lieutenant 
Wade found many good fliers there 
and some excellent landing fields. 

During the first eight months of 
1928 the United States exported to 
the southward thirty airplanes, sea- 
planes and amphibjans valued at 
$284,160 and engines and parts valued 
at $109,274, 


Peruvian Flying Enterprises. 

Peru is the largest importer. She 
was the first country below the 
Panama Canal to use airplanes in 
combating the insects which <*'cx 
cotton. The American firm engaged 
in this activity imported two planes 
and since has been responsible for 
the sale of several others. Late in 
1926 there were no airplane manu- 
facturers in Peru and only one com- 
mercial aviator. At the end of 1927 


the American consul at Lima re- 
ported thst planes were being used 
to advantage in tramsmitting money 
from banks in Lima te their provin- 
cial branches, rushing patients to 
city hospitals, and carrying physi- 
cians to sick and injured in remote 
districts since the Huff-Deland 
Dusters Company introduced air- 
planes to agriculture, $500,000 has 
been invested in the enterprise, 
which now owns twelve planes and 
has contracts for dusting 22,000 
acres of cotton in the Canete Valley. 

Recently air mail service was in- 
augurated between Talara and Lima. 
This service is available for the 
dispatch of letters mailed from New 
York on steamers touching at Ta- 
lara. It will also serve Casma, 
Trujillo, Pacasmayo, Pimentel and 
connect with mail vessels from Eu- 
rope. The Lima-Iquitos service in- 
itiated in the latter part of last year 
connects the capital with one of its 
cities that heretofore had been al- 
most inaccessible, reducing the four 
to six weeks of difficult travel to 
from three to four days. 

In the first eight months of the 
current year Peru imported from the 
United States twenty planes valued 
at $147,500 and a total of $11,241 in 
aircraft products. 

The next largest importer, Argen- 
tina, has recently established aero 
chibs, and the director of civil aero- 
nautics has communicated with a 
number of the more important mu- 
nicipalities with a view to the con- 
struction of civilian airports. The 
Commerce Year Book for 1928 re- 
ports the establishment of a new 
civil aviation school and the holding 
of the first National Aviation Con- 


‘}gress. ‘The most notable achieve- 


ment, it says, has been the initiation 
by a French company of a combina- 
tion air and steamship mail line be- 
tween Buenos Aires and Toulouse, 
France, followed by plans for a simi- 
lar line to Seville, Spain. The French 
concern also has come to an under- 
standing with Paraguay and Chile 
for air lines between Buenos Aires 
and the capitals of these countries. 


Activity in Argentina and Brazil. 


At present the Junkers Company 
operates a service three days a week 
between Buenos Aires and Monte- 
video. A service is being established 
between Villa Dolores, Dordova and 
Rio, Quarto. A lime from Buenos 
Aires to Comodoro Rivadavia, with 
four stops en route, has also been 
proposed. 


During. the first eight months of 


this year the United States exported 
to Argentina $80,539 worth of air- 
craft products, including three air- 
planes valued at $42,070. 


The success of two transatlantic 








flights from the West African coast 
to Pernambuco gave considerable 
impetus to aviation in Brazil. Re- 
cently the Condor Syndicate, a Ger- 
man firm, started a passenger and 
mail service between Porto Alegre 
and Rio Grande, and its success en- 
couraged the inauguration of another 
from Porto Alegre to Rio de Janeiro 
and Pernambuco. 

In March, 1927, the Compagnie 
Latecoére was authorized to estab- 
lish aerial traffic in Brazil. Later 
its rights were taken over by an- 
other French company, which oper- 
ates a mail service between Buenos 
Aires and Natal, with stops at Monte- 
video, Porto Alegre, Florianopolis, 
Santos, Rio de Janeiro, Victoria, 
Bahia and Pernambuco, and plans to 








i 
extend its service to Para 
Manaos. 

In May last, Trade Commissioner 
M. A. Cremer, at Rio*de Janeiro, re- 
ported the organization of a firm in 
that city. for the purpese of estab- 
lishing air transport service in dif 
ferent parts of Brazil, These services 
are -to be distinct from those already 
established by the French and Ger- 
man companies and would include 
other activities, such as photography, 
dusting and the establishment of a 
civilian flying school. Five airplanes, 
valued at $66,340, were imported by 
Brazil from the United States be- 
tween January and August last, and 
engines and parts were valued at 
$48,433. 

Competition in the West. 

In Chile, it is planned to operate an 
air-mail line between the capif&l and! 
Iquique, with four intermediate sta-| 
tions—Valparaiso, Coquimbo, Coqula- 
po and Antofagasta. According to 
Commissioner Summers, Chile, ow- 
ing to her strategic and economic po- 
sition, will undoubtedly adopt a com- 
prehensive program of commercial 
aviation. Already one line operates | 
from Santiago to Valparaiso in a| 
semi-commercial capacity, indirectly | 
under the aviation section of the 
army. Competition between manu- 
facturers is said to be very severe, 
with American, British and German 
companies demonstrating planes in 
the country and actively bidding for 
business. 

In the first eight-month period of 
1928 Chile imported from the United 
States aircraft products valued at 
$15,375. 

In Bolivia, according to latest re- 
ports, regular passenger airplane ser- 
vice is being maintained by the Lloyd |

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Short Session Will Consider Larger Mearns for Mail, a : : 
Army and Navy Services—Prohibition Unit Using 
Planes—Coast Defense Control Proposed

PPROPRIATIONS and ikegisla- 
tion bearing on aviation ac- 
tivities in several branches of 
the Federal Government will 

demand a great deal of consideration 
at the coming short session of Con- 
gress. 

While the administration’s recom- 
mendations will not be known defin- 
itely until Pregident Coolidge sub- 
mits his annual budget message; the 
present indications are that more 
money than was appropriated for the 
current fiscal year, which runs until 
June 30, 1929, will be required for 
the fiscal year 1930, the period for 
which the next session will appro- 
priate. 

So rapid has been the expansion in 
the air mail during the last few 
months that the appropriations 
made available for the Post Office 
Department to use in paying mail 
contractors may have to be doubled. 
For the current fiscal year the total 
for this item was $6,430,000. 

In addition there were appropria- 
tions for aviation In three other de- 
partments: navy, $31,956,000; war, 
$24,630,268; commerce (air aids in 
commercial .flying), $4,361,850. 

The grand total for the Postoffice, 
Navy,. War end Commerce Depart- 
ments for, the. fiscal year ending 
next “June 18° $67,378,119, which is 
nearly as much as Congress was ap- 
propriating for the entire War Depart- 
ment: at the outbreak of the World 





War in 1914 and half as much as the 
entire Navy Department received. 

If increases are allowed for the fis- 
cal year of 1930 in keeping with the 
expansion of aviation since the cur 
rent were made last 
Winter, the sum total for all services 
will be, of course, much Jarger than 
now. Of necessity there “will be 
appropriations to cover the five-year 
building program for both the army 
and nayy and for continuing the 
work of the aeronautics branch in 
the Department of Commerce. 

The cruiser bill passed by the 
House last session and pending in 
the Senate proposes an authorization 
for one new aircraft carrier costing 
$19,000,000, including armor and 
equipment. When the measure was 
first proposed a request had been 
made for five carriers, and there 
have been efforts to increase the 
mumber in the Senate since the bill 
reached that body. 


Naval Planes Increasing. 


Regular appropriations will take 
care of the 1930 requirements for the 
five-year building program in the 
navy, which contemplated a total of 
1,000. planes by July 1, 19382. When 
the program started there were 351 
planes; in the next year the number 
had grown to 468, and in the second 
year the number was 624. There is 
every indication that the goal will 
be reached on time.

Reconditioning old houses, 
which still admit of repair, very low 
rents, and the cooperation of tenants 
are the features of the scheme. 
Claude M. Leigh, said to be the larg- 
est‘owner of homes for workingmen 
in London, ‘ts sponsor of the plan. 
He: already ‘controls the housing of 
30,000 ‘families. With Mrs. Leigh, 
who was formerly Miss Myrtle John- 
son of Chicago, he is now studying 
housing conditions in’ this country. 
Since the war London has suffered | 
from a severe housing shortage. Va- |

prairie in Western Canada. 
Thirty years ago on the Canadian 
prairie—a slice of land 200 miles wide 
from. north to south and averaging 
800 miles in length—trees were about 
as s€arce as motor cars in the cities. 
The land, lying in. the Provinees of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta, has now become farming country 
and today a farm home there is ‘not 
considered complete without its shel- 
ters-belt of broadleaf or evergreen 
trees... Many farmers have small 
Plantations of trees dotted across 
their broad. acres. 

Early settlers in the Canadian West 
who \came from countries where 
trees 'were’common generally tried, 
to improve the appearance of. their 
new-homes by planting... Most of 


them. imported trees from the East, | gana, 


which were set and left.alone, as 
they are in Eastern Canada or the 
Eastern States. Trees do not grow 
on the prairie quite so easily. They 
need -carefal cultivation and atten- 
tion for a year or two... The result of 
the early plantings. was failure and 
disappointment. Even though some 
settlers persisted in their attempts, 
the results were discouraging. Not 
knowing the real cause of failure, 


| pioneers blamed the country and the 


climatic conditions. The idea became |- 
general that it was not possible to 
grow trees on the prairie. 

Toward the,end of the last century 
the,»Canadian Government began re 
perimental work on the prairie to 
demonstrate that trees could be stc- 
cessfully grown there. Experiments 
with selected varieties of seedlings 
and cuttings had advanced to such an 
encouraging stage. by 1901. that it 
was decided to make a free distribu- 
tion to farmers in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. Trees were 
offered in individual lots sufficiently 
large to form a good-sized shelter 
belt, A condition of acceptance in- 
sisted on by the Government was that 
certain regulations regarding the 
preparation of the soil and the subse- 
quent care of the trees should be 
observed. . 

It was at first rather difficult to 
interest many farmers to take ad- 
vantage of the gift. of trees, even 
though the consignment would be Jaid 
down at the nearest railway station 
prepajd,. Qniy,. forty-seven farmers 


| accepted the offer in: 1901, The total

year was 58,000. 

The first plantations in which the 
Government was interested flourished 
under proper cultivation and atten- 
tion and gradually it began to be 
evident that it was possible to grow 
trees. on the prairie.

It is. estimated that a shelter belt 
of ‘trees on @ prairie farm adds an 
average ‘of $1,000 to the value of 
‘the property.

M. Briand’s Task. 


In France M. Briand is often bit- 
terly accused of having been too 
friendly with the Germans, of going’ 
too far in his efforts for concilia- 
tion, of being disposed to sacrifice 


‘/ French interests for the sake of a 


doubtful rapprocrement. But some- 
body had to answer Herr Miller, and 
it was Briand’s job to do so. Thus 
he was obliged to combat the Ger- 
man argument that prompt reduc- 
tion of armaments was logical and 
desirable, to defend France’s con- 
script army, to cite the revolution- 
ary efforts of the Bolsheviki as a 
teason against the lightening of ar- 
maments, and to contend that Ger- 
many was not nearly so bereft of 
military resources as: she pretended, 
since her ‘technical ‘ana ‘industrial 
skill was in itself a species of arma- 
ment. 

M. Briand was forced to say many 
things which could only arouse the 
ire of the nation with which he had 
So earnestly sought — reconciliation. 
He was obliged to adopt the tone, 
and some of the arguments of the 
French nationalist press, which has 
done all in its power to block his 
policies, and which’ has played into 
the hands of the German national- 
ists by opposing rapprochement. 
This plain sveaking on armaments, 
an adroit diplomatic move on. the 
part of the Germans, was facilitated 
by the Kellogg treaty and stimulated 
by. the naval accord between France 
and Great Britain, the purport. of 
which had: leaked out only a short 
time before. The treaty provided a 
favorable occasion for the Germans

There is no mistaking the 
meaning of this policy—common ac- 
tion tov-ard Russia, a common front 
toward America, which is the naval 
rival of the one power and the hard 
creditor of the other; a free hand for 
England:on naval questions, a free 
hand for France on the Continent 
in regard to Germany. Stresemann’s 
Paris trip (to sign the Kellogg 
Treaty) was the last act of a policy 
of illusion for Germany."’ There is 
only one thing for Germany to do, 
the writer concludes: that is, to cre- 
ate, through an understanding with 
Russia, a counterweight to the West- 
ern entente—as the late Count von 
Brockdorff-Rantzau so long advo- 
cated. Locarno, he finds, has proved 
a disappointment, and the pendulum 
of German policy must swing again 
to the Hast. 

Navies. Linked With Armies. 

Thus the question of a naval agree- 
ment between Britain and America 
has been linked to the question of 
Continental armies; the technical 
dispute over cruisers has become a 
phase of the diplomatic ‘manoeuvres 
in Europe. 

In England, particularly among 
Liberals, there has been strong criti- 
cism of the Foreign Office for trying 
to settle the cruiser question by way 
of Paris, instead of with Washing- 
ton.

When President Coolidge congratu- 
lated Mr. Hoover on his nomination 
for the ‘‘most important office in 
the world,’’ it probably never oc- 
curred to any American to regard 
his words as bombastic or as merit- 
ing comparison with the boastful ac- 
cents of the late Kaiser. But this 
is the way they struck Jacques Bain- 
ville, a French historian and one of 
the most notable of Parisian news- 
paper writers.

‘‘Read the congratulatory telegram 
of Mr. Coolidge to his presumed suc- 
cessor,’’ said M. Bainville, ‘‘That is 
about the language of a sovereign 
Pontiff or a Roman Emperor: Read 
the Republican party's platform, 
which affirms that in demanding 
payment of the war debts the United 
States is eminently fair.

Thousands of Letters and Telegrams Tell What 
Radio Fans Think of New Wave Lengths— 
‘Some Are Happy, Others Complain 


OUSANDS’ of letters and tele- 





_ grams -have been reaching the 

Federal Radio Commission each 
day from fans in every section of the 
country since the reallocation plan 
went into effect. Mail clerks -of the 
commission are of the opinion that 
the incoming mail was more than 
double for a number of days after 
the plan became effective. At any 
rate they are about swamped trying 
to handle them ail. 

The communications are amusing, 
serious, for and against the plan, but 
the consensus of opinion among the 
fans, taking the country as a whole, 
indicates up to this time that sta- 
tions are coming in clearer and with 
more volume than they did before. 
Many fans tell the commission that 
they are pulling in stations which 
they have never heard before.

“How. this velinetpis May be best 
applied for practical aerial naviga- 
tion we are not yet able to say,”’ re- 
ported: Dr. Alexanderson. ‘‘Con- 
tinuous graphic records may be used 
on larger craft and it may thereby 
be possible to positively identify the 
course flown with the maps and pre- 
vious experience.

Suggestions For the Future.

“Another suggestion for the devel- 
opment of direct indicating instru- 
ments is to use two antennas with an 
oscillator in each antenna. One an- 
tenna may have @ wave length of 
10 meters and the other 11 meters. 
The beat frequency between these 
two oscillations ig detected and ob- 
served. This beat frequency will be 
of the magnitude of three million 
cycles but the frequency will change 
«cyclically when: the plane changes al- 
titude. It will pass through maxima 
when the echo wave tends to de- 
crease the frequency of the 11-meter 
oscillator at the same time as it in- 
creases the frequency of the 10-meter 


-oscillator, The maxima of the beat 


frequency will occur at heights of 
80 feet, 240 feet, 400 feet, &c. Such 
a scale of indications may be a guide 
for landing in fog. For instance, the 
next strongest and the strongest 
maximum may light a green and a 
red lamp at respectively 240 and 80 
feet. 

“Tf the oscillators are set with an 
| interval of 2 per cent instead of 10 
per cent, a scale of maxima is ob- 
tained where the steps are five times 
as large. The strongest maximum 
will thus be at 400 feet. 

These two scales may be used in 
succession during a landing in fog. 
The green and red lamps at 1,200 and 
400 feet for the approach and the 
same indications repeated at 240 and 
80 feet for the final glide. A third 
scale may then be established by 
measuring the radio frequency of 
one of the antenna Oscillators which 
will pass through maxima at 45 and 
15 feet. It is assumed that other 
radio indications are given to deter- 
mine the position of the landing 
fields. Such signals may be received 
by the same radio set as the altitude 
indications and may be brought to 
the attention of the: pilot by sight. or 
sound without interfering with oper- 
ation of the altitude indicator. If 
these radio indications of height and 
position are combined with a me- 
chanical landing device touching the 
ground at 10 to 15 feet it is con- 
ceivable, at least we are told so by 
our associates who are skilled avia- 
tors that safe landings.may be made

ANADA, _ unofficially, .; is. seri- 
Se ausly : displeased - by the United 
States’. official attitude toward 
i. 4io. The Canadian. Gavernment 
- not-yet. formally. made represen- 
‘ns. to. Washington in, line with 
«feeling, but.this may -happen 
when, the, American-; radio authorities 
confer. with .the Canadian. authori- 
ties, at Ottawa at, their next meeting 
soon to be held. 

Canada’s’ grievance is ‘this: The 
available field ‘for broadcasting «in 
North America is divided ‘into ninety- 
one channels or “waves. The United 
States Federal’ Radio ‘Commissison 
has appropriated séventy-four of 
these channels: for the exchisive use 
of American stations: ‘Only six ex- 
clusive channels have been left to 
Canada, while small stations in the 
Dominion have béen*granted the use 
of eleven more waves to' be shared 
with stations in’ the United: States. 
Canada’s radio officials have strong- 
ly protested against whet they claim 
to be an.inequitable division of wave- 
lengths. So far, however, they have 
failed to move the Washington com- 
mission. 


Canada recognizes that the latter 
is in an embarrassing position. North 
America has to be considered as vir- 
tually one radio realm. The radio 
commission at Washington Has more 
than 600 broadcasting stations clam- 
oring for wave-lengths, while Canada 
has licensed only «seventy-one sta- 
tions. Of Canada’s total, forty-two 
stations are of comparatively small 
range. The national broadcasting 
service in Canada is, therefore, con- 
fined at present to about twenty-nine 
stations, none of which is in the 
high-power class. 


Canada’s contention is that’ the | 
United States Radio Commission is | 
assuming. altogether too much au- 
thority over North America. By 
what right, the Dominion asks, does 
this commission arrogate to itself 
the power to divide the radio waves 
to be used on the whole continent? 
It has no euthority over the air of 
Canada. The air knows no interna- 
tional boundaries. If Canada were 
te establish ten additional high- 
power broadcasting stations: and li- 
cense them to use ten more wave- 
lengthz, she would be as much with- 
in her rizhts a3 the United -States 
Redio Commission is when it says: 
“We'll take seventy-four ‘channels. 
You can have six.’’

national radio plan. 


New Stations Expected. 


What is certain is that in the near 
future the Dominion will proceed to 
employ this agency on a national 
scale. New‘stations of high power

UDESTION—TIlive in Chapala, 
Mexico. I cannot find ‘a’ radio 
service man because I am living 
in the countrys I -have a Radiola 
superheterodyne, No. 23.

As Washington has 
suggested population as the basis of 
division, Canada might just as rea- 
sonably retort with a suggestion that 
the relative areas of the two coun- 
tries be the basis for dividing the | 
radio channels of the North Ameri- | 
can continent. Canada has not made 
this proposal. The Dominion is, in- 
deed, disposed to be modest-as well 
as reasonable in seeking an adjust- 
ment. 

Though the number of powerful 
radio stations in the Dominion is still 
small, Canada is taking a long-range 
view of broadcasting. Ottawa is. 
presently examining the possibilities 
and problems of national broadcast- 
ing. This may be done under a policy 
of government control, or hy private 
agencies acting under Federal and 
provincial supervision. The Canadian 
Constitution requires the administra- 
tion at. Ottawa -to safeguard. the 
rights of the Provinces in’ radio 
broadcasting. 


Canada does not intend to have the 
Canadian air dominated for all time 
and all the time by radio programs 
of American advertising, American 
music, American political speeches 
and American news. The Dominion 
has no objection to these programs. 
The Canadian people enjoy them 
when they want them. But they 
don’t want them. perpetually. The 
time will probably never come when 
the Canadian listener-in will fail at 
times to search out particularly good 
concerts from the larger American 
eentres, or the broadcasting ‘of the 
big news events in which he is inter- 
ested.

A in the socket... What. caused this? 
(3) Will.any harm be. done to the 
transformers if ‘the ‘‘C’’ and ‘‘B’”’ 
batteries are disconnected and. the 
tubes left burning?—F. P. F. AN- 
SWER—Trace out the audio ampli- 
fier wiring carefully. The last stege 
R-200 may be incorrectly wired up. 
Perhaps you have been connecting 
up the ‘‘C’’ in reverse fashion. The 
negative post of the ‘‘C’’ battery 
should go to the ‘‘F minus’’ terminal 
of the audio transformer secondary 
and the plus past. of the. ‘‘C’’ battery 
to the negative side of the filament 
circuit, No trouble should result. if 
the wiring has been properly done.

RADIO announcer once encoun- 
tered Bobby Jones on. the 
street and invited him to Visit 

is broadcasting studio. After in- 
specting the offices and transmission 
apparatus, Jones was shown the 
studio. Peering through the glass 
door he asked, ‘“‘Is that the thing 
you have to talk into?” pointing at 
the microphone. 

“Yes!"” answered the announcer. 
*T hope you will come and talk for 
us some time.’’ 

The hero of a thousand putting 
greens blanched. ‘I’m afraid I will 
mever be able to broadcast,’’ he 
said, and walked away. 

“This reaction to a microphone is 
not unusual, according to broadcast 
officials. Many, if not most, of the 
people who appear before the incon- 
sequential-looking little instrument 
ate unnerved by its very unprepos- 
sessing appearance. 

One of the most nervous broadcast- 
ers, according to Phillips Carlin, an- 
nouncer, was Gene Tunney. During 
Tiinney’s radio début the announcer 
noticed that the champion was very 
nervous, and at the conclusion of the 
broadcast asked, ‘‘Did I get over all 
right?” 

“Morris Gest, according to a repre- 
sentative of the Natiohal Broadcast- 
ing Company, was prostrated after 
his first encounter with the micro- 
phone, and Feodore Chaliapin was 
frightened. The latter soon lost his 
miérvousness and began to enjoy 
broadcasting. According to station 
officials Chaliapin always works be- 
fére the microphone in old clothes, 
because, he says, he likes to work in 
comfort, a luxury which the operatic 
. stage does not very often allow him. 

m one occasicn Maria Jeritza ban- 
ished everybody but the announcer 
from the studio and had curtains 
drawn on all the windows before she 
would sing. Bebe Daniels did like- 
wise at WOR. 


Coolidge Is Calm. 


Not all prominent broadcasters are 
frightened. President Coolidge is 
said to be at home in front of the 
“mike,’’ and Governor Smith is 
known as an experienced broad- 
caster, as is Herbert Hoover. John 
D. Rockefeller Jr. was calm when he 
first spoke on the air. Marion Tal- 
ley took radio as a matter of course 
when she made her début in broad- 
casting. Patrick Cardinal Hayes is 
another who showed no signs of 
fright. Lucrezia Bori thoroughly en- 
joyed her first radio ‘‘appearance’’ 
and laughed and chuckled like a 
pleased child all during the time she 
was in the studio. 

*“Sousa,”’ said an announcer, 
“seemed at first to be awed and 
anxious, but quickly overcame any 
fears he may have had, and became 
so interested that he talked consider- 
ably over his time. In fact, the 
microphone seemed to make him 
reminiscent. After his broadcast was 
concluded he remained in the station 
and showed great interest in its 
workings.’’ 

When Charlie Chaplin broadcast 
from WOR some years ago he said, 
according to Alfred J. McCosker, 
director of the station, that he was 
sure he had lost nine pounds during 
the broadcast and would sign a state- 
ment to that effect. This reaction to 
the microphone is typical af. most 
movie people, according to Mr. Mc- 
Cosker. Marion Davies, however, 
greatly enjoyed her first appearance, 
and remarked that she would like to 
be an announcer. 

Sir Thomas Lipton, British sports- 
man, was calm before the ‘‘mike,’’ 
as were the Grand Duke Boris of 
Russia and Baron de Cartier, Belgian 
Ambassador, both of whom spoke 
over the Newark broadcaster. 

Dr. Adolf Lorenz, known as the 
‘*hloodless surgeon,’’? had not heard 
of broadcasting at the time he made 
his first radio appearance, and 
thought his host was playing a joke 
on him. ‘‘However,”. said Mr. Mc- 
Cosker, “‘when he began to receive 
telegrams complimenting him on his 
broadcast he realized. that this.was 
no joke and was very much pleased 

Zuloaga Was Screened. 

“On the other hand, Ignacio Zulo- 
aga, the famous Spanish painter, went 
nonchalantly up to the microphone 
and then became so nervous and em- 
barrassed that he asked that a screen 
be placed around him. His request 
was quickly complied with, and with 
a large screen entirely surrounding 
him and the ‘mike’ he continued his 
broadcast in comparative calm."’ 

A recent incident of the behavior 
of noted people in the presence of 
the radio took place at the opening 
of the New York Radio Show, at 
which Thomas A. Edison officiated. 
Mr. Edison was accompanied by Har- 
vey Firestone and Henry Ford, both 
of whom talked briefly and calmly 
into the microphone: However; when 
Mr. Edison went up to the instru- 
Ment, accompanied by his son, 
Charles, he remarked: : 

“Priends of the radio, this is 
Thomas A. Edison speaking. I have 
been asked to’ come here tonight to 
formally open this fair. Please do 
not expect a speecli from me, as pub- 
lic speaking .is entifely out of ‘my 
line. So I will do whaf has been re- 
quested of me, and now Geclare this 
Radio World’s Fair as ‘formally

GUARNACCIA TALLIES TWICE 


RS Kicks Both Points and 
Then Adds-a-Field Goal in 
Last Period. 


TEAM. -PLAY...1S . DECISIVE 


Victors Cooperate Splendidly on the 
Attack and Keep Hard-Fighting 
Biue Team in Check.

NEW_ HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 24.— 
Harvard. is sitting in at the feast 
again after a famine that had lasted 
wince 1922, when the flying feet of 
George Owen galloped to the last 
Crimson football victory over Yale, 
here in the bowl. 

A brilliant, fighting, hard-driving 
Harvard attack swept everything be- 
fore it this afternoon and brought 
the Crimson a stunning victory over 
the Blue, 17 to 0. 

A. crowd of 77,000 sat huddled in 
the bowl as the two teams went into 
action. They watched Dave Guar- 
naccia and Art French run the Yale 
ends. ragged on Harvard’s famous 
lateral pass play, and when Yale had 
had eonugh of this, these two went 
cutting and slicing off the tackles 
for gain after gain, 

Guarnaccia Tallies Twice. 

Guarnaccia went lurching over the 
Yale goal line for two touchdowns, 
Putnam added both extra points and 
for. good measure threw in that 
rarest of modern scoring plays, a 
field goal, in the final quarter. 

Those were the plain facts of the 
story, but Harvard men saw more 
to it than that. They saw an end at 
last to the long years of Yale rule, 
and all through the last half of the 
game they borrowed Yale’s famous 
undertaker chant to taunt. the 
glum Elis. 

Then, when the final gun at last 
sounded, they swept down on the 
field and took the only things their 
players had left behind, the goal 
posts. The fact that the posts were 
of steel and imbedded in concrete 
was nothing to them. Those in the 
long jubiliant snake dance, lighted 
by. Crimson flares, lowered both 
posts to the ground and then went 


staggering around with the huge 
pieces born on willing shoulders. 


Harvard in Supreme Command. 


It has been a long while since Har- 
vard: has had such a-complete, un- 
questioned victory. That last victory 


came when the great Owen twisted 
his way along for a long scorching 
_ Tun. Today the entire Harvard team 
was in command from the first few 
minutes of play until the last, when 
@ pale moon came out to look down 
on the utter rout of a Yale team ve 
had fought with stubborn, dogged 
courage against overwhelming odds. 
Harvard did not need the forward 
pose much this afternoon, though 
t.used it now and again. In Guar- 
naccia and French it had a superb 
combination. 
_ . In the end, however, it was the 
lateral pass, worked to Sarfection, 
that carried the day for the Crimson.

DAVIDSON LOSES CASE. 


Court Directs Him to Pay for Pearl 
Street Property. 


A judgment has been filed in the 
Supreme Court by Justice Churchill 
dismissing a suit by Philip Davidson

Title Guarantee and 
fae EB could not. convey the 
share owned by the persons it repre- 
sented without a court order, but the 
decree of Justice Churchill recites 
that the trust company got a court 
order permitti ng the tr trankaction, but 
that the plaintiff, with knowledge of 
viet fact, declined to perform. The 
eement of sale was made Nov. 23, 
rt 26, arid the trust deed covering the 
property terminated in 1924, the 
court said, so that court permission 
for the sale was not necessary. 

The. defendants contended that 
Davidson told them on April 1, 1927, 
that he would be unable to carry out 
the purchase because two persons 
who had been interested with him 
had withdrawn.
